That 
they were not without- some of the refine¬ 
ments of life at The .Kersland is apparent 
from two virginals and a viol de gumbo ” 
coming between the house clock. and 
“ seventie-ftve chairs at four rnerks the 
piece overheid.” The whole 'concludes— 
With all other plenishing utensils and 
domicils of whatsoever kind, qualitie, or 
quantitie, metal, or size the same may be 1 
of, either in or about my manour place of 
Kersland, barne, byres, or yard thereof, or 
in Edinburgh or elsewhere the same may 
be.” Surely a comprehensive assignment. 
It was all redeemable, of course, on pay¬ 
ment of the sums advanced. But there is 
too much reason to fear that neither 
porringers, pots, and pans, nor yet the viol 
de gambo were ever released from pawn. 
Indeed a few years later Lady Kersland and 
her daughter, for an advance of .a hundred 
rnerks as security, “ sold assigned impig- 
norated and disponed all and ha ill nyne 
silver spoons four silver forks and three 
silver knives, which by paction is valued to 
be att or near ye principal sum,” 

Penury. 

But by such expedients as these the 
proverbial wolf never is kept long from the 
door. A judicial sale of what was left of 
the estate was brought about by Crawfurd 
of Crawfurdland and his eldest son, 
Walkingshaw of that ilk. (Their people, by 
the way, seem to have had the knack of 
marrying into families they thought of 
better standing than their own.) The father 
and son had apparently been security for 
their kinsman, John Crawfurd or Ker. In 
these proceedings the family of the debtor 
»vas of course cited to appear. Lady 
lerslaad produced a conveyance which 
Appeared to have been executed by her elder 
ister, Jean, in her favour in 1697, but it 
as set aside as a forgery. A “ mutual dis¬ 
position and tailzie ” of the estate between 
ier and lu-r husband to the survivor of them 
,nd to the children of the marriage in fee 
was of too late date to be of effect, and 
ecree or sale was given. As to the “ forged 
nstrument,” most people 'will agree in 
aying it to the account of the intriguing 
msband. Goodness know r s ! one little 

rregularity more or less is not going to 
arge’ly after-1 the load he has to carry. 

This was in 1724. In 1726 John Crawfurd 
ir Ker died, at the age of 52. “ in eompara- 
ive penury,” and was buried in St j 
eorge’s, Southwark. His wife survived ; 
lim only by four years, and it does not [ 
tretch tbo imagination much, to suppose 
er at her death worn-out and broken- 
earted. As if even the grave were not to 
»e the end of it all for her, we find that the 
)ourt of Session is petitioned to in . that 
year (1730) by “ Margaret Stewart and 
others, creditors for necessary furnishings 
bo Anna Ker, Lady Kersland, during the 
distress in the latter part of her life and 
L!Xj. >enses of her funeral, amounting to 
£38 12s.” The actual sale of the estate 
as in 1738.

Of the family of three daughters born to 
John Crawfurd and Anna Ker, two died 
unmarried. Elizabeth, the eldest, had been 
married to “ John Campbell of Ellengreg in 
Argyllshire.

he had lived an Offender, he died 
a Penitent.

with-held by any of thofe private 
and mean Fears which commonly 
obftrudt National Defigns .— To 
look into the Depredations lately 
committed is fo copious a Subject, 
that he who bends his Thoughts 
this Way, is fure to have Matter 
enough before him; (And no 
Man can employ his Hours of Lei- 
fure more to his Country’s Service, 
than in Inquiries of this Nature.) 
And if he finds a Continuation 
of thefe foul Practices which have 
been fo deftructive to England , 
and fo prejudicial to the K i n g’s 
Intereft: That Zeal for the Pub- 
lick which warms him, fhould not 
in the leaft cool, and though he 
fhould be left to hand alone, he 
ought ftill to Combat on, and 
neither ask, nor give Quarter in the 
Conflict lie intends to maintain 
with the Corruptions of the Acre.

Lofles and Misfortunes I have 
fuftained by ferving His Majefty. 
and my Country, I now think 
it an incumbent Duty upon me 
to fatisfy my own Family, that ,whatevec 
Sums of Money I received from the Go¬ 
vernment, were not profufely caft away 
upon my own Perfonal Occalions, but were 
faithfuljy disburfed by me in the publick 
Service; and that I could not podibly refill 
the Importunities, fhun the Solicitations,

nor anfwer the Arguments (being prejudged 
by my Education) which were ufed and held 
forth, to perfuade me to follow fuch Mea- 
fures and Steps which have all proved fo ve¬ 
ry retrogade, that my Reflexion upon them 
has fometimes made me very unealy. 

But having in the former Part of thele 
Memoirs (for Expedition fake) omitted fe- 
veral material Fads, very proper to be 
known; and in thefe Papers having added 
to, altered and diminifhed many other 
Points and Palfages of the Counlels and 
Condud of Foreigners j and laft of all, a 
late Famous Trials which made abundance 
of Noife in Wefi?ninjicr-Flall , 1718, and as the 
Story whereof may follow, I hope the Rea¬ 
der will be fatisfied with thele Reafons why 
1 have not publilhed my Memoirs till now. 

I hope none will be fo unjufl to believe I 
have any Perfonal Prejudice to the Germans , 
for I have none now, refolving firmly to de- 
fpife their Friendlhip and Malice both alike, 
my Defign being, with all the little Rheto- 
rick I am Mailer of, only to convince my 
Countrymen of the Danger they are fubjed 
to, by luffering Foreigners to be fo much 
about our Sovereign, though every Day con¬ 
vinces me, that they cannot influence his 
Jincere and well-difpofed Mind, and good 

Inclinations 
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Inclinations for the Benefit of Great-Bri - 
tain ; for if they could, every honeft Sub- 
jeft might juftly dread the Confequences. 

For who knows not that Great-Bri- 
tains true Intereftis to preferve the Liberty 
and Freedom of Parliament, advance Trade, 
encourage Foreign Plantations, and Manu¬ 
factories at Home, and to keep the Ballance 
of Europe even, as I have already obferved 
in the 128th Page of my former Volume . 

Some Politicians, upon being told that 
his Majefly had made a Treaty with the 
Swedes, as King of Great-Britain, with a 
League Offenfive and Defenfive, have ex- 
prelled their Fears, that it might very pro¬ 
bably have brought us to a War with the 
Czar of Mufccvy, and confequently to the 
Lofs of our Trade with that Country, 
which is ten Times the Value of that of 
Sweden. Thefe Gentlemen likewife ailed g- 
ed, That our Trade to Mufcovy is prefer¬ 
able to that of Sweaen ; for in the late 
Reign, the Niufcovite Trade was reckoned 
fo confiderabie, that the then Evil Miniflry, 
as fome called them, declined to afTiffc their 
Darling the King of Sweden, by forcing the 
Danes to obferve their Articles at Traven- 
dal, being afraid we fhould lofe our Trade 
to M ttfcovy thereby; and if the Lofs of that

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Trade appeared to Harleys Miniftry fo pre¬ 
judicial, as to divert them from forcing Den¬ 
mark to a Peace, which they could have 
done with a much better Face than we can 
now : Then every Body muft believe with 
them, that by this Breach with Mufcovy, we 
muft lofe a very valuable Branch of our 
Trade. 

I ftiall conclude thefe Surmifes, with this 
Truth, that the moft beneficial Trades we 
have, are with Mufco'vy and Spain; and it is 
indeed too apparent, that we have quar- 
telled with them both y which is contrary to 
.Ga-eat-Britain's true Intereft, and the entire 
-Ruin of our Commerce, without which we 
never could, or can fubfift. 

. • * 

T is probable Foreigners may find their 
Account much more in a Breach with Muf- 
co'vy , for they will thereby take Occafion to 
fuggeft to us their Fears of Invasions, (jc . 
from Archangel , and the Frigid Zone; and 
when we want Money, we lhall hear of 
the March of RitJJiaw , Tartar x, Lapland - 
ders clad in Bear’s-Skins, and other ftrange 
People filing towards the Northj in order 
to imbark for GreauBritain , for we can 
have no Correfpondence with thofe Parts 
to which all Commerce is prohibited • but 
any thing tor fuch Ends may pals with us 

here 
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here for Truth, without being able to dif- 
cover it fo eafiiy as from Sweden , becaufe of 
the Correfpondence we have with that 
Kingdom, and the other Parts of the Balz 
tick. 

F a r be it from me to have any manner 
of Jealoufy ; nor is it in the leaft reafonable 
to fufped, That His Majefty knows any 
thing of thefe Fads and Proceedings, fo as 
to futfer, or in the leaft to connive at them, 
for they are fo very contrary to his Intereft, 
as King of Grcat-Britain , his Affedions 
thereunto, which he hath been gracioufly 
pleafed to declare fo often from the Throne, 
and even to his Juft and Princely Qualities,’ 
that no doubt they muft have another Caufe, 
becaufe the Effeds are fo very bad, that it 
is too plain no Caufe can produce fuch, but 
pernicious Counfels, fuch Advifers there«* 
fore, are only to be charged with them. 

Give me leave now to make fome few 
neceftary Kefledions upon the War with 
Spain , our Trade thither muft be of the 
greateft Value, fincethe Spaniards confume 
no Jefs than the beft half of the Brilijb Ma- 
nufadures; and our being afraid to lofe it^ 
by its falling into the Hands of the Frencb y 
was what produced the War in the latter 
JEnd of King William’s Reign, which 

B 5 continued 
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continued near ten Years together, and 
cod us the Lives of fo many brave Men, 
and fo many Millions of Money. 

I confefs, it was not fair for the King of 
Spain to attack the Emperor when he was 
generoufly engaged againft the 'Turks In De¬ 
fence of Chriflenaom; and no doubt, if we 
had broke with Spain then, in Defence of 
the Emperor’s Dominions in Italy , it would 
have looked well, ftnce it might have been 
reafonably thought that the Emperor wanted 
Aftiftance, but certainly, after the Peace of 
'Vtfarowitz, he wanted none ; and confe- 
^J^tly, there was no Occafton for us to go 
into a vv ar with Spain , and all upon his Ac¬ 
count,having then nothing to do for his own 
Troops, but to turn them againft Spain, who 
by Land cannot pretend to compare with 
him, either as to Numbers or Goodnefs of 
Men, for the Emperor could pour fuch nu¬ 
merous Forces into Naples , as was able with 
the greateft Eafe in the World, to cut in 
Pieces all that the King of Spain was able 
to carry into thefe Parts. 

IT is but begging the Queftion to ob- 
je<ft, That the King of Spain would have 
made himfelf Mafter of Sicily, if our Fleet 
had not prevented it, which was none of 
our Bufinefs, fince the Emperor had no 

Title 
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Title or Pretence to, it being given by the 
Treaty of Utrecht to the Duke of Savoy; 
it was Time enough to break with Spain, 
when he attacked Naples, or any other Im¬ 
perial Dominions which we were obliged 
by Treaties to defend. 

Neither was it juft for us to fall out 
with Spain, for attacking Sardinia, it being 
likewife referved in the faid Treaty of 
trecht, for the Duke of Bavaria, and was 
only yielded to the Emperor by the King of 
France, in the Treaty of Baden, Anno 1714, 
which the BritiJJj Nation were concerned 
in no manner of Way, having not fo mi 1 . * 
as one Minifter there. 

A n d, methinks, it is alfo unreafonable 
to objedi, That Spain would become too 
formidable, if they were fuffered to go on, 
for it is very evident, that the Emperor is 
now much more formidable than the King 
of Spain with all his European Dominions, 
and his Wejl-Indies, at fo remote a Diftance, 
into the Bargain. What then muft the Em¬ 
peror be, when he fliall add Sicily to his 
Italian Dominions, viz. Naples, Milan, Man¬ 
tua, &c. ? In this Cafe, it will be in his 
Power to make himfelf Mafter of all Italy , 
and confequently of the Mediterranean 
Trade, which at prefent I can fee nothing 

B 4 to 
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to hinder him from ; but more of this elfe- 
where. 

*T i s alfo obvious, That by this War we 
have loft our Effects in Spain , which muft 
amount to an Imnienfe Sum, much greater 
than our Merchants are willing to own, for 
trufting to their Credit, they are tender of 
publifhing their Lofles, which is the only 
Reafon that fo little Noile is made about 
them, as being forced to conceal their Mis¬ 
fortunes, till they either run away, or be¬ 
come Bankrupts, and then they are gene¬ 
rally known, witnefs the Gazette , &c . the 
Fleet , the Kings-Bench , &c. at Home, and 
Letters from France , Holland , 8cc. Abroad. 

And as we thereby loft our Trade with 
Spain , as another Confequence of the War, 
fo it is much doubted, if even after a Peace 
with that Nation, vve fhail be able to fix it 
upon the old Footing, if our cunning Rivals 
of France and Holland chance to get it into 
their Hands, for us to recover when we beft 
can; for Trade is like a River, which having 
altered its Courle, feldom or never reverts 
to its old Channel; we fhail never recover 
it from a People who have not only been 
too many for us in Point of Trade; but up¬ 
on this Head the Dutch may be juftly called 
the Trickfters of Europe ; and fure no Body 

will 
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will doubt but they incline to get into this 
Trade, if they can by their refilling and un¬ 
dervaluing the Importunities of his Britan- 
nick Majelly and the Regent of France , 
and the alternative Threats and fair Pro- 
mifes of the Emperor fo very long, not- 
withftanding all his great Poffeflions in the 
Netherlands , and the Unealinefs given them 
by the Rubs they have met with in fettling 
the Barrier-Treaty, which, one would think, 
ought to make them more cautious in giv¬ 
ing Offence, as they have done in that Affair 
of the Quadruple-Alliance, which, for all the 
Prevarications that hath been made upon it, 
they have but juft now acceded to, as fome 
fay, tho’ others doubt it, and that proba¬ 
bly in a private Agreement with Spain , hav¬ 
ing, as it is faid, both come in at one Time. 

The Expences cf this War is to be 
confidered as the next Concomitant of it, 
which was not fo foon over as fome have 
been pleafed to advance in the Parliament- 
Houfe upon feveral Occafions: The War, 
it is true, may perhaps end in a Peace ft ruck 
by fome of our faithful Allies, without our 
Knowledge or Confent, having given them 
a Precedent for it in the laft Reign $ but in 
that Cafe, we have no Reafon toexped they 
will make any other Articles for us, than 
jfuch as we made for our Allies, when they 

complained

complained they were left in the Lurch, 
and fo the Remedy may prove as bad as the 
Difeafe. And as for Charges in the War, 
they will be beft known when the Expence 
of the Fleet, and the Repairing of our Men of 
War, which muft have fuffered much in the 
Straits by the ufual Accidents in thofe Seas, 
come to be laid before the Houfe in order 
for a Supply. 

From this unaccountable Management, 
let every impartial Reader confider, if 
both France and the Emperor will not be 
rendred too formidable, whilft we are at fo 
much extravagant Trouble and Pains, and 
unavoidable Lofs, even of the private Mer¬ 
chants, befides the publick, to fupprefs 
Spain , which in my Opinion can never do 
fo much effectual Mifdiief, as either of the 
two, for thefe Reafons. 

I. T h e French are lately poftefied of 
fix Parts in feven of the Ifiand of Hifpa - 
niola^ commonly reckoned larger than 
Great-Britain , whereby, befides its conve¬ 
nient Situation, they are able to under-fell 
us in our Sugars, and fupply our Merchants 
at half the Price we can, and confequent- 
)y muft be Mafters of that Trade. 


This 
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T h i s is new indeed ! a thing never 
heard of before ! fome fay ft range! the 
Trench out-do England in Trade ! but I 
lhall leave it to any Body to judge, except 
thofe wondering People, who will not give 
themfelves Leave to think of any thing, 
but the Trade and immenfe Riches of Eng¬ 
land , as if nothing in the World could 
come up to it: That if the Trench or any 
other Nation can live at half the Expence, 
as I believe moft other Nations do, and 
have Provifions two Parts in three, cheap¬ 
er in that large Ifland, than we have in 
ours. What can hinder them from all 
thefe Advantages, to under-fell us in the 
Market, by which Means that Trade par¬ 
ticularly, will no doubt fall into their 
Hands c* 


II. They have increafed their Colonies 
in that Ifland to above 14000 fighting Men; 
to which, if we oppole the Strength and 
Number of the Spaniards there, we lhall 
not find them half the Number, and that 
oniy confifting of Clergymen, Lawyers^ 
Gentlemen, Hunter?, &c. 

Doubtless People of fuch Profefli- 
ons are willing enough to do abundance 
of Mifchief if they can, fure no Body will 

offer 
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offer to compare them to the trench, ei¬ 
ther in Trade or War; from which I natu¬ 
rally conclude, that our Sugar Iflands have 
more Danger to fear from the induftrious 
Power of the French , than thefe Spanifb 
Gentlemen. 

III. They have lately made large Set¬ 
tlements in MiJJiJJippi , whereby they muff 
foon be capable to fupply Europe with In¬ 
digo, Tobacco, Drugs, Sugar, Chocolate, 
( y'C . having alio rich Mines, and are ftiil 
tranfporting Colonies into thefe Parts, 
which will in a little time, to the Surprize 
of the whole World, make them very 
powerful in America . 

IV. France is very populous, and the 
People much better adapted for foreign 
Plantations than the Englifh , and can with 
greater Facility, and lels Expence, make 
more powerful Settlements abroad, than a* 
ny other Nation in Europe. 


V. The prefent French Government 
are fo intent upon tins new Eflabliihment, 
that there is nothing wanting to encoura°e 
and advance it, that Ingenuity and State 
Policy can contrive, not a Family of Note 
in France , but hath a Parcel of Land af- 
bgnedthem, and are tranfporting People 

to

to fettle in that Country every Day, which 
at lalt muft be the Terror of all America. 

They are likewife fending great Num¬ 
bers of regular Troops to thofe Parts, as if 
they intended to conquer the new World; 
and have lately feized fome of the beft 
Harbours the Spaniards have in the Gulpli 
of Mexico, Penjicola , &c. And if they get 
S t./luguftin, ot* any other Place in Florida , 
to command thefe important Streights of 
the Bahama Iflands, they will not only fe- 
cure the chief Key of the IVefl-Indian • 
Trade (as they have already thofe of lefs 
Note, as appears by their Fortifications near 
Cape Mayze , in the vaft Ifland of Cuba, to 
command the windward Pallage) but they 
are alfo endeavouring to ftrengthen them- 
felves in Htfpaniola , which is larger than 
Great-Britain and Ireland , over againft Por¬ 
to Rico , no Doubt, endeavouring to fe- 
cure all the Streights and chief Keys and 
Inlets of the Weft Indies. 

A r this rate, our Trade to the Weft 
Indies will be reduced to a very narrow 
Compafs, and they who know thole Parts 
better then I, are very fenfible of the great 
Advantages France hath obtained above 
their Neighbours, whereof Great Britain 
may feel the bad Confequences perhaps 

fooner 
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fooner than they imagine ; and we have no 
Reafon to believe they will flop there j for 
what they cannot obtain by War, they will 
by Articles and Treaties, to our Sorrow 
and Difuppointment. 

VJ. From the convenient Situation of 
yiijjijjippi, Grcat-Britain and all other tra¬ 
ding Nations in Europe, who have any Co¬ 
lonies or Plantations in America , or the 
Weft Indies, have no Good to exped from 
the Power ol the French in that Settle¬ 
ment, which bordering upon Mexico, will 
probably make themfelves foon Mailers of 
it, as well as that of Peru, with its inex- 
hauflable Mines; which, in my humble O- 
pinion, is enough to alarm all Europe, as 
well as our famous South Sea Company, but 
like true Scots Men, it is probable we fhall 
fee our Danger when it is too late. 

Mijjijffippi borders upon our Plantations 
on tiie Continent of America, by which 
Means, they may at lall be encouraged, or 
provoked to fall upon Virginia, Maryland, 
Carolina, &c. and confequently be able to 
furnifh Europe with better Tobacco, and 
much cheaper than we: For by Defcription, 
MiJfiJJippi is of a vail extent, luch a tempe¬ 
rate wholefome Climate, and a wonderful 
fruitful Soil,that it produces everything ufe- 
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ful 5 as good, if not better then any o- 
ther Country. 

I r thefe Fads be true, and if Trance by a 
wife Super-ftrudure upon this Foundation, 
{hall be able to conquer America ,• it follows 
that all other Nations, who have any Trade 
to it muft fuffer, but efpecially Spain, which 
I hope will convince my Reader, that we 
have no Mifchiet to apprehend from it; for 
the Spaniards in America are fo effeminate 
and unaccufiomed to War, that fmall Crews 
of Privateers, and Letter-of-Mart-men, 
both Britijh and French, &c. hath put to 
flight above ten times their Number of 
them, even tho’ they were armed, as ap¬ 
pears by many Inftances during the late 
War. 

V 

A nd in Europe , the Spaniards' have late¬ 
ly been fo prdfed by the unequal Powers 
of the Emperor, France , and Britain , that 
they are in no Circumftances now to fend 
any Force to preferve their Dominions 
abroad; but the French , belides the 
vaft Number of Troops they have there 
already, above iooco, which is fuch a 
Force, as was never heard ol in thofe Parts 
before, are tranfporting every Day more 
and more, both Forces, Planters, Artificers, 
and Tradefmen of all Sorts, &c. 


From 
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From all which I am afraid likewife 
to convince my Reader, that the French 
will Toon be Matters of the Spanifh JVefi 
Inches, or at leatt have it in their Power, 
when they pleafe ; and then let them judge 
what the State of the Spaniards will be, and 
guefs where the Ballance of Power will 
center, notwithttanding the vain Suppofi- 
tion of the near Relation of the Kings of 
France and Spain, which is all the Argu¬ 
ment that fome Pretenders advance to pre- 
ferve it. 

T o make my Aftertion good, that we 
have no Prince or Potentate to fear fo much 
as the Empeior and the King of France, 
I fhall compare the prefent State of 
Great Britain and France with what they 
were formerly. 

W e find our Commerce with Spain and 
Mufcc'vy, the two moft valuable Branches 
of our Trade, impaired, if not in danger 
of being quite loft. Our Eaft India Com¬ 
pany likewife threatned by the French and 
Imperial Companies, lately formed for that 
End. Our publick Debts, which amount 
to above 60000000, increafe every Year 
coniiderably, rather than diminiftv fince the 
Peace of Utrecht , whereas, at the glorious 

Revolution, 
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Revolution, the Publick was in no Debt 
at all. Our Colonies in America complain¬ 
ing of Oppreflion from their Governors, 
fome of them being forced to turn Pyra es 
upon our Pelves 5 many ol them afraid 
to be turned out of their Eftates, which 
they juftly difpoftefled the French of in the 
late Wars, particularly in St. Chriflopber s, 
which mu ft inevitably produce a Decay 
of Bufinefs and Trade, the French fu. ply¬ 
ing foreign Markets with the Commodities 
our Colonies ufed to do, much cheaper 
than we j whereof take an Evidence or 
two, of the Remonftrances, Petitions, and 
Reprefentations to the Goverment from the 
Inhabitants of Bar'sadoes and the Leeward 
Iflands, againft Lowther in Barbadoe r, and 
Hamilton a Native of Weflphalia , &c. for 
the Barbarities by them committed on thofe 
poor People, now lying before the Board, 
and all without Hopes of Redrefs, becaufe 
it is fuppofed theie Gentlemen, and only 
fuch as they, are fupported and encouraged 
by fome here, who find their Account 
in it; and which is worft of all, our Dif- 
contents and Divifions at Home, with our 
Debts, rather increafing, our Poors Rates 
likewife increafing with our Lofs of Trade, 
and the manufa&oring Part of the Nation 
wanting Employment and Bread. 
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But when we compare Trance with 
what it was in the late Reign, we find the 
quite contrary : In a much more flouriihing 
Condition now, her Foreign Plantations 
much enlarged, Miffifippi , which was orten 
attempted by Monfieur Croizat 3 come to 
fuch a Gigantick Power now, as furprizes 
all Mankind ; the publick Debts of the 
Nation paid , which at the late King’s 
Death amounted to above 1800000000 Li- 
vresj their Publick Credit fo reftored, that 
from do per Cent. Difcountj the State Bills 
are now exceedingly above Par ; the Eajt 
and Weft-bidia Company formed, which 
from 61 j. per Cent. Diicount, is now at 2000. 
A Bank of fuch Credit eftablilhed at Parif , 
as never was before, in a Nation, where not 
long ago, it was harder to fix a publick 
Credit than in any Country in Europe; 
which, if LewirX IV. had encouraged with 
Trade, and a prudent Management, but 
half fo much as the Regent hath done, who 
hath corrected all his Miftakes, he had cer¬ 
tainly never been fo much difappointed ol 
his ambitious Defigns to be Univerfal Mo¬ 
narch ; and in fliort, France , every Way 
improving the Advantages of Peace, lelTen- 
ing their Taxes, removing all fuperfluous 
and needlefs Offices and Expence, eafingthe 
Publick in colle&ing, and otherwife ma¬ 
naging 
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naging the Revenues, &c. To that the Peo¬ 
ple, inflead of murmuring and complain¬ 
ing, are full of Mirth and Joy. 

For, as a learned Friend of mine has re¬ 
marked, the fudden and furprizing Turn the 
Affairs of France have lately taken, in re¬ 
lation to their Trade, under the Condud 
and Diredion of Mr. Law, is juftly looked 
upon as one of the moft prodigious Events 
any Age has produced, and i believe is 
fcarce to be parallelled in Hiftory. 

I t has for fome time part: been the ge¬ 
neral Topick of Converfation in mod Coun¬ 
tries in Europe, and as every Man finds him- 
felf in a Manner forced to lay fomething or 
other about it ; all your heavy Fellows, who 
would pafs for wife , but who have neither 
Parts nor Application fufficient to examine 
fo great a Scheme, have thought it the fhort- 
eft Way to tell us bravely it will certainly 
come to nothing, and to treat it in all their 
DTcourfss as a meer Chimera . 

I n the mean time, it is Icarce credible that 
a Nation, broken by a long and unfuccefsfui 
War, plunged in immenfe Debts, groaning 
under intollerable Impofls, and in a word, 
almoif reduced to the utmoft Degree of Mi- 
fery, fhould at once flart up in fo flourifli- 
ing a Condition, as to be able to clear offal! 

C 2 the 
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the Debts of their King, fettle their Com¬ 
merce upon the moft folid and extenfive 
Bottom any People have yet done, and be¬ 
come at once the Envy and Admiration of 
all their Neighbours. The Mijfijfftppi Com¬ 
pany has at prefent in Cafh and Credit above 
one hundred Millions Sterling. Paris , like 
the Temple of Fortune among the Hea¬ 
thens, is reforted to by innumerable Cro wds 
of every Nation, Quality and Condition, 
and the dirty Kennel of Quinquemp'ix has 
for fome time been more frequented than 
the Royal-Exchange of London. 

T h o’ all this at firft View feems incre¬ 
dible, yet if we would give our felves the 
Trouble to refled ferioufiy on all the happy 
Circumftances which concurred to favour 
Mr. Law's Projeds, our Wonder will in 
fome Meafure be abated. 

The People of Prance, upon the Death 
cf their late Monarch, began to take Breath,* 
after the many grievous Oppreifions they had 
buffered, during a long and T) rannical Reign, 
and being in fome Meafure delivered from 
heavy Taxes, and Arbitrary Power, began 
to refume the Notions of Property, to ap¬ 
ply themfelves to the Arts of Peace, and 
to employ their Induftry in improving their 

Home 
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Home Manufa&ures, and extending their 
Trade over the whole Face of the Globe. 

The Regent , like a true Father of his 
People, cherifhed this laudable Difpolition 
in them with the utmoft indulgence He 
began his Admir.iftration with punifhing 
thofe Men who had been their moft noto¬ 
rious Oppreftors, and who, amidft the pub- 
lick Calamities, had raifed immenfe For¬ 
tunes, and inricbed themfelves, by equal¬ 
ly defrauding the Crown and the Publick. 
When he had taken this necefldry Step, re- 
folved to merit the Title of the Founder, 
or at leaf! the Reflorer of the Grandeur of 
France ; he turned all nis Care to the fettling 
of the Finances on a folid and juft Founda¬ 
tion, and to the enlarging of Trade. His 
Endeavours in thefe two Particulars being 
publickly known, fet all the projecting 
Heads in France at Work to aiftft him in (o 
glorious an Undertaking; among thefe, it 
was eafy for fuch a Genius as Mr. Law, to 
diftinguiih himfelf in a very remarkable 
Manner. The Regent foon comprehended, 
and relilhed his Propofals, and rcfolved to 
affift him in the Execution of them with all 
his Power : Countenanced by fo Auguft a 
Patron, and happening to hit the enterpriz- 
ing Genius of the Fremh , he has executed 
his Defigns with that Succels which has afto- 
nilhed all Europe. C 3 lx 
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It would be fomewhat foreign to my 
prefent Defign, to examine particularly all 
Mr. Ilaw's Schemes, in order to demon- 
Jftrate their Certainty, yet to the Confufion 
of thofe Gentlemen, who are pleafed to 
call them Novelties, Dreams and Chime¬ 
ra’s, I lliall juft obferve, That the Bafts 
which fupports them all, ‘viz. the King’s 
granting to the united Eafi and JVefl-Indid 
Companies a Leafe of the general Farms, 
is not fo new a Projetf, as 1 am perfuaded 
thefe fuperficial Politicians take it to be. It 
was firft fet on Foot many Years fince, in 
the State of Genoa , for the fame Reafonr , 
and with the fame Success, that it is now 
eftablilhed in Prance. 

That Republick, as TAachiavel in his 
Hiftory of Florence informs us, after a long 
and unfuccefsful War with the! 7 enetians y find¬ 
ing thernfelves unable to pay the large Sums 
of Money they had borrowed from their 
Subjects, thought it the beft and honeft Me¬ 
thod to afiign over to them the Revenues cf 
the Government for the Payment of their 
Money, and they had a common Hall al¬ 
lotted them to meet in, and confult about 
the Management and Improvement of their 
Finances. The Creditors, thus poflfelled of 
the pub lick Taxes, called their Corpora- 
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tion, St .George sBank,and appointing proper 
Directors out of their own Body, for the Col¬ 
lecting and Management o ftheir Stock, 
which became fo rich and confiderable in a 
fhortTime, that the Prefervation and Secu¬ 
rity of the Commonwealth, depended upon 
them, the People both in their publick and 
private Neceflities, conftantly applying to 
them for Relief: Hence it was, that amidft all 
the ie veral Factions in the Republick, St.Geor¬ 
ge's Bank hill prelerved its firft Luftre and 
Credit; nor did the Body of the People think 
it worth their while to enter heartily into 
any Quarrel, till they faw their Patron and 
Benefactor was concerned in it. A moft ex* 
cellent and rare Thing , fays the Hiftorian, 
never found cut by any of the old Philofophers 
in their imaginary Forms of Government , that 
in the fame State, and fame People , one might 
fee at once both Liberty and Tyranny, Juftice 
and Oppreffion. This laft Obfervation is fo 
very applicable to the Government of France, 
upon the Foot it is now eftablifhed, that I 
could not help quoting it. Mr. Law, as 
a late Writer finely obierves, has found out 
the Secret in an abfolute "Monarchy, to make it 
the Inter eft of .the Prince to fecure the Liber¬ 
ty of the Subject. This is fo true a State of 
the Cafe, that if thofe fuperficial Reafoners, 
who telling us every Day, there can be no 
Security under a defpotick Government, 

C 4 ’ “ and 
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and that the Regent may at once cancel all 
the Bank Bills, now current in France , had 
Capacity enough to weigh the Probability 
of fuch an Accident, they would be aiharn- 
ed of their weak Alfertions. 

There had been no fuch Thing as pub- 
lick Credit in France for fome Years paft. 
The Government, when it was too late, 
were thoroughly fenfible of her Lofs. They 
made fome vain Efforts to retrieve her, but 
like a coyMiftrefs, when purfued, file flew 
the fafter. Mr. Law, like Hyppcmenes of 
old, has at laft flung out a Lure which has 
brought her back. She is at prefent, the 
brigbtefl: Ornament of the Court of France, 
and has added fuch a Luftre to their Crown, 
as has made it infinitely more Powerful and 
Valuable than any other in all Europe. It 
is an allowed Maxim in Politicks, that Great - 
nefs is to be maintained by the fame Methods it 
was at firft acquired . And to fuppofe that 
the Regent , or any fucceding Piince in 
France , in order to aggrandize himfelf, will 
take Things out of the prefent Channel in 
which they run, to fling them into their 
former Confufion, is full as improbable, as 
that a Man who is building, fliould take a- 
way his Foundation in order to raife his 
Superflrut'iure. 


From 
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From what has been faid, it pretty 
plainly appears, that Mr. Law's Plan is 
founded both on Reafon and Praflice, and 
I ihall leave it to the Reader’s Judgment to 
fugged, of what Confequence it is to the 
united Companies to have the whole Re¬ 
venues of France in their Hands, with ma¬ 
ny large Privileges, and additional Ad¬ 
vantages ; how great the Improvement of 
fo vaft a Sum, well managed, muft be, 
and what an extenfiveand fiourifliing Trade 
that mud prove, which is fettled on the 
Credit of fo inexhauflable a Capital. 

The only Matter of Wonder remaining 
with me, and which Poderity perhaps vviil 
be equally amazed at, is, That a People fo 
careful as the EnglijJj have always been, to 
affert and fecure the feveral Branches of their 
Trade, and fo jealous of their mod peace¬ 
able Neighbours in this tender Point, fliould 
ftand gazing at thefe prodigious Prepara¬ 
tions, with as little Concern as if they only 
beheld fome uncommon Appearance in the 
Air, which could no ways affeft them j ei¬ 
ther infendble of their Danger, or too lazy 
to take the neceflary Steps to prevent it. 

I hope it will be remembered, what 
Clamours were raifed againd the Managers 

of 
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of the late Treaty at Utrecht , for yielding 
up Cape-Breton to the French, tho’ by the 
way, it is more than probable, as will ap¬ 
pear from what I fliall obferve on that Head 
in another Place, that if the tzvelfth Ar¬ 
ticle of that Treaty had been jlriftly obferv- 
ed 3 and duly put in Execution , they mud 
have abandoned that Ifland before this Time. 
It cannot like wife be forgot what Strug¬ 
gles we have had with them for Hudfon's 
Bay* Nova Scotia , and Newfound-Land ; 
yet now their poflefling themfelves of a 
Country more valuable than all our Planta¬ 
tions put together, is fuch a Trifle, as fcarce 
feems to merit our Confideration. 

Whatever Motives may have prevail¬ 
ed with thofe to lit filent and unactive, 
whofe more particular Bufinefs it feems to 
be to examine into this Affair, and ward 
again!! the impending Danger; or how 
plaufible foever the Pretences of the French 
may feem, to People unacquainted with 
their Practices in America , and the Situa¬ 
tion and Extent of their new Empire Loui- 
fiana , I think my felf obliged to acquaint 
my Countrymen, That if thefe new Set¬ 
tlements are permitted to be carried on, 
the EngliJJj Trade will in a great Meafure 
be ruined on the Continent of America , and 
all our Colonies, unlefs much better regu¬ 
lated 
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lated and fecured than they are at prefent, 
may one Time or other be entirely taken 
from as ; and as I fhall advance nothing in 
Proof of this Aflertion, but what will be 
fupported by Authority, or undeniable FaCts, 
I am in hopes the Legiflature will take fome 
Meafures for the Security of our Planta¬ 
tions Abroad, on which the Wealth of 
Great-Britain fo much depends. 

H a v i n g faid thus much by way of In¬ 
troduction, I come now to confider the 
Confequences of the French fetling Colo¬ 
nies on the MiffiJJippi ; in order to which, it 
will be very neceffary to give an Account 
of the Country it felf, and of the firft Dif- 
covery of it. 

W e find no Account of the River M if- 
fiffippi (tho’ without doubt fomething of it 
was known from the Days of Hernandes a 
Soto , who eroded over it Anno 1541, as he 
was returning from his fruitlefs Expedition 
againft Florida ) before the Year 1674, 
when Count Frontenac , at that Time Gover¬ 
nor of Canada , hearing it much talked of 
by the Indians , and fuppofing on their Re¬ 
port, it might fall into the Bay of Califor¬ 
nia. > and fo open a Paflage into the South 
Sea , ordered Mr. Joliet , with fix more, to 
undertake the Difcovery. Thefe Adven¬ 
turers 
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rers fetting out from the Bay of Puants, in 
the Lake Illinois, proceeded to the Weft- 
ward by Water, fixty Leagues, and being 
obliged to carry their Canoe over Land a- 
bont half a League, imbarked again on the 
River M’f fnjin, which conveyeo them into 
the M ijjijfippi) into the Latitude of 42 De¬ 
grees and an half. They followed its Courfe 
directly South , to the Latitude or 3 an d in- 
tended to have run down to the very fcxouth, 
according to the Inftru&ions they uad receiv¬ 
ed • but the dreadful Stories the Savages 
told them ofMonfters, that devouredboth 
Men and Canoes, and a Devil that guarded 
the Mouth of the River, and funk thcfe who 
approached the Place where he flood, to¬ 
gether with the Apprehenfion of meeting 
with the Spaniard /, made them change 
their Refolution, and return Home the 
fame Way they had gone, contenting them- 
felves with having difeovered, that the M if- 
fijfippi did not difeharge it fell into the South- 
Sea , nor to the Eafiwardoi Florida, as was 
fuppofed. 

The next Attempt was made by Monfr. 
de Sale , a Man of great Courage and Capaci¬ 
ty, of- good Learning, and well verfed in 
feyeral favage Languages. He was bred a 
jtfuit, and had lived ten or eleven Years in 
that Order, but taking more delight in 

"Trade 
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Trade and Prcjefts for new Difcoveries, he 
wen: over into Canada , and purchafed a 
Settlement in the Ifland of Montreal, 60 
Leagues above Quebec, on the River St. 
Lawrence. Upon the Recommendations of 
the Governors of Canada , who had fuccef- 
fively exnrefted their Efteem for him, he 
was firft made Governor, and then Proprie¬ 
tor of Fort Front enac, on the Lake Ontario , 
the Place at that Time fartheft advanced 
among the Savages, which gave him an Op¬ 
portunity of gaining more certain Informa¬ 
tions touching the Mijjijfippi, and the Coun¬ 
try it runs through, than had been publilhed 
in a Book, entitled Monfr. Joliet’; Voyage: 
For this Gentleman having unfortunately, 
in his return, loft the Journal and Map he 
had made, by the over-fetting of his Canoe, 
many fabulous Accounts of that Voyage 
were forged to amufe the Publick, of all 
which he was unjuftly fuppofed to be the 
Author. 

Monsr. de Sale had a paflionate Defire to 
vifit the rich Mines of St. Barbe , and to find 
out a nearer Paftage into the South-Sea , than 
thro* the Streights of Magellan ; and both 
tbefe, he hoped, might be accompliftied by 
Means of the Mijjijjippi. With this View 
he made a Voyage to France , Anno 1676 , 
having been well received at Court, and 

difpatched 
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difpatched with the neceffary Orders for pur- 
f u ina his Defigns, he returned to Canada 
twoVears after. To make the Difcovery 
more compleat, he appointed Father Hen- 
nebin to travel to the Northward , and 
trace the River up to its Source, reserving to 
himfelf the Honour of fearching for its 
Mouth. The Friar fet out a long Time before 
Monfr. de Sale , who was thwarted in all 
his Undertakings by his envious and malici¬ 
ous Countrymen,* and palling down the 
River Illinois , into the MijJiffippi , where the 
other difcharges it felf, inllead of going 
North , as he was ordered to do, went firft 
South, hoping to acquire a Name, for his 
Ambition that Way, was at lead equal to 
Monfr. de Salt's, by being the Difcoverer 
of this myfterious River. He purfued the 
Stream to the Gulph of Mexico, where he 
perceived it empties it felf thro’ three 
different Channels, between the 27th 
and 28th Degree of North Latitude, as 
near as he could conjecture, for he had no 
lnftrument to obferve with, and then re¬ 
turning back, advanced towards its Head, 
as far as 50 or 51. 

Monsr. de Sale began his Expedition in 
^682. He ran down the River,which he found 
parted into two branches about 60 Leagues 
from the Sea j he followed that to the 

Northward , 
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Northward , and having difcovered its 
Mouthy and the Latitude it lies in, T iz. 
between 28 and 29 Degrees, he relolved 
to make another Trial to find out an En¬ 
trance into the Mijjiffippi by Sea, by which 
he thought an eafy and fafe Communica¬ 
tion might be formed between Canada and 
the Gulph of Mexico ; with this Profpedt he 
took another Voyage to France , where his 
Projeft being approved, the King ordered 
him three Veftels, with a Man of War of 
forty Guns, a confiderable Number of Sol¬ 
diers, and all other Things neceftary for the 
enabling him to carry on his Enterprize. 
With thefe he came into the Bay of Mexi¬ 
co ., in the Beginning of the Year 1685, 
where he fought for the fame Mouth in 
vain, for the Space of three Weeks, and 
was at la ft obliged to go alhoar to the South 
Weft of the Place where it really was, which 
was the Caufe of his Death, and the Ruin 
of the whole Defign; three of his Ships 
having been loft, and himfelf barbaroufty 
murthered by the perfidious Villains who 
attended him.

A War breaking out in Europe, before 
the News of thefe Difafters had reached the 
Court of France , this Project was laid afide 
till the Peace was concluded at Rcfwick, when 
it was revived by Monfr. d[ Iberville, a Gen¬ 
tleman 
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tleman born in Canada , and famous for his 
Exploits in feveral Parts of North America . 
He failed from France into the Gulph of 
Mexico^ in the Year i6p8, and fearched a- 
long the Coaft fo narrowly, that he found 
out the Mouth of that fatai River, and 
built a Fort upon it, where he left a Garri- 
fon. He went thither a fecond Time with 
Reinforcements from France , and having 
penetrated far into the Country, difeovered 
many favage Nations, and madeleveral Al¬ 
liances with them. He built another Fort, 
which he left well ftored with Men and 
Necelfaries. After this he returned Home, 
but happening to die on his third Voyage 
back to the MiJJiJjifp , and France being 
foon after engaged in a new War, this En- 
terprize was again laid afide. 

Dur i n g the CelTation of Arms in 
1712, the late King granted by Letters Pa¬ 
tent, to his Secretary, Mr. Crozat , (the fit¬ 
ted Perfon in France to fupport and execute 
fo great an Undertaking) the foie Power 
to Trade and fettle Colonies on the MiJJi- 
jfltppiy and in all the Countries lying between 
Carolina on the Ea(l, and new Mexico on 
the Weft. This Grant Mr. Crozat refigned 
about two Years ago, on good Conlidera- 
tions, in Favour of the IFeft-India Com¬ 
pany. 


After 
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After this fhort Narrative, I muft de¬ 
fire the Reader before I proceed farther, to 
refled: on the inexpreffible Toil and Danger 
that attended thefe feveral Difcoveries, the 
unfuccersful and fatal Attempts of mod of 
the Adventurers, the Care and Expences 
the Crown of France was at in providing 
Armaments, and all other Requires for 
fupporting the Projed, and that conftant, 
irre-iff ible Ardor wherewith the French have, 
in fpite of their Nature, purfued this tingle 
Delign tor the Space of fix and forty Years 
fuceefiively ; and then tell me, if, after all, 
you can ferioofly believe that what they 
have^been fo long aiming at, is only a Chi¬ 
mera, or an empty Name, invented by 
Mr. Law to recommend (as it is affirmed) 
his own imaginary Schemes. I amfurethe 
Englifh in North America , who underhand 
fomewhat better than the Stock-Jobbers in 
London , the Nature and Situation of this 
new Country, with the Advantages the 
French will certainly reap from planting 
their Colonies in it, have all along been of 
another Opinion, as fome not far from 
Whitehall can teffify, from the many Let¬ 
ters, Memorials, Reprefentations and Re- 
monftrances, which have been written on 
that Subjed from Time to Time, and 
tranfmitted to England. 


H owJ 
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How far the Limits of the Country 
the French intend to polfefs, may extend, 
is impoffible to be known at prefent, and 
may, perhaps, remain a Secret for fome 
Ages. That Parc ot it which was granted 
to Monfr. Crozat , and is now veiled in 
the Company, is bounded by New Mexi¬ 
co, and the Lands of the Englijh of Caro¬ 
lina, IVt ?ft and Eajl, and by the River ////- 
noir, and the Gulph of Mexico, North and 
South ; wherein if it be meant, as no doubt 
it is, that all the Tracts of Land not actu¬ 
ally poflelfed by the Spaniards of Mexico, 
and the EngliJJj of Carolina, though claimed 
refpeCiively by both, lhall be comprehend¬ 
ed, it will take in more than two Thirds of 
the Gulph, and reckoning from St. Fe, in 
New Mexico, to our mod wefterly Settle¬ 
ments in Carolina, about twenty four De¬ 
grees of Longitude, or 1440 Miles, and 
from the Mouth of the Illinois, to that of 
the MiJJiffippi, 150 or 160 Leagues in a 
flrait Line. 

But this is only a Part of Louifiana , which 
the King of France (by a Relervation ex- 
prelfed in the Patent) may enlarge, when 
he thinks ft, the whole Extent of that im- 
menie Country, reaching the South-Sea, 
japan, and the Frozen Ocean, 


Father; 
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Father Hennepin, in the Account he 
dedicated to King William , of his Travels 
through a great Part of it, positively afterts, 
That Japan is contiguous to the Northern 
America , (The great Gravius was alfo of 
this Opinion) and that an eafy Palfage may 
be infallibly found out, from Louifiana to the 
South-Sea , through Rivers that run beyond 
the MifliJJippi , deep enough to carry Ships 
of great Burthen ; and he farther offered to 
return back in his Majefiy’s Service, to make 
the Difcovery. I have very good Reafon to 
believe that great Prince would have ac¬ 
cepted the Propofal, and improved it to the 
Glory and Advantage of England , had it 
not been for his Alliance with Spain , which 
Jikewife proved fatal to the Settlements of 
the Scots in Darien. It is a melancholy Consi¬ 
deration, that fo noble an Enterprize, found¬ 
ed on juft and honourable Motives, and car¬ 
ried on with invincible Zeal and Bravery, 
Should have been difcouraged, betrayed 
and ruined, and the French at the fame Time 
permitted to build Forts, and plant Colo¬ 
nies, as I have already hinted, under the 
Command of Monfr. D'Iberville, in a Coun¬ 
try, to which both England and Spain , 
had a much better Title. It is true, 
Monfr. D'Iberville'S Com million impower¬ 
ed him only to eftabliih the Colonies,

and maintain the Garrifons, which had 
tc preferved the Pofielfion of what was 
cc acquired to the Crown of Frame by Mr. 
“ De Sale ’,• but one of the Forts having been 
intirely razed by the Spaniards, and the Gar- 
rifon carried off, and the other abandoned 
iome Years before the Date ol this Com- 
miflion ; the Right infilled on by Virtue of 
that Pofleflfion was quite loft and and etxin- 
guilhed : Befides, if the Charters granted 
by the Crown of England, to the Lords 
Proprietors of Carolina, be allowed to be of 
any Validity or Force, it may be doubted 
whether a Pofteftion of much longer Con¬ 
tinuance could devolve any Right on the 
Trench ; but as the Decifion of this, and 
other Points of the fame Nature, depends 
wholly on the Wifdom of thofe Sovereign 
Princes, whcfe Prerogative it feems to be 
to create and annihilate Rights in America, 
I Ihall trouble you no farther about it. 

The Miftionaries, and others, who have 
had the moll perfect Knowledge of Louifi - 
ai a, give us fo great an Idea ot its uncom¬ 
mon Beauties and Productions, that one 
would take it for the Frenchmen's Paradile. 
The Climate is fo temperate, that the Inha¬ 
bitants enjoy a continual Spring, and are 
fcarce fubjeCt to any Difeafes j the Soil is fo 
fertile, that (as Father Hennepin told King 

■ m z 
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JVilliatn) it yields two Crops every Year, 
without Ploughing or Sowing. It naturally 
brings forth in great Abundance, Sugar- 
Canes, Tobacco, Cotton-Trees, Siik- 
Wcrms, Corn, Hemp and Vines: In a 
word, whatever is efteemed valuable among 
us, either for Ufe or Pleafure, maybe found 
there with very little Art or Induftry. There 
is Plenty of Fifh, Fowls, and Beaks of fun- 
dry Kinds, unknown to us in Europe , efpe- 
cially wild Oxen, which are twice as large 
as ours ; and inftead of Haif, are covered 
with a Wool, equal in Length and Finenefs 
to that the French have from their Sheep in 
Europe. The Land is every where well 
flored with Mines of Iron, Copper, and 
in many Places of Silver, whereof prodigi¬ 
ous Quantities are dug up in Sf. Barbara, 
St. Johns, and Ende , by the Spaniards ; and 
many more, and perhaps rich Mines of the 
fame Metal, may be opened to the North¬ 
ward and Eaftward, where the Spaniards 
have never yet ventured to eftabli/h any Set¬ 
tlement. 

Mr. Gage , who lived twelve Years in the 
Kingdom of Mexico , in his Defcription of 
New Gallicia , informs us, That the Spa¬ 
niards were continually in War with the In¬ 
dians , who inhabited the Northern Parts of 
that Province, for the fake of the Silver 

D 3 Mines 
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Mines in their Territories, fearing left the 
EnglifJj from Virginia (for Carolina was not 
then planted) fhould be before-hand with 
them in gaining the Pqfleflion of thefe hid¬ 
den Trealures. He farther adds. That he 
has often heard the Spaniards exprefs their 
Wonder, that the People of that Colony 
fhould prefer a little paultry Tobacco (as he 
terms it) before the invaluable Advantages 
they might, with the greateft Certainty, ex¬ 
pert to draw from fuch an eafy Conqueft. 
As for the Gol<t Mines, near the River Mif- 
foitri , of which fome Accounts have been 
publifhed in France , I fhall fufpend my Be¬ 
lief concerning them, and many other 
Things, grounded on the like Reports, ’till 
that curious and adventurous Nation fhall 
oblige the World with clearer and more 
certain Difcoveries in that Particular, than 
any they have yet publifhed: 

But the chief Glory of Louifiana, isthe 
famous Mijfi/jippi , in many Refpe&s the 
fineft River in the World ; it fprings from 
feveral Lakes to the Weflward of Hudfon'r- 
Bay , and bending its Courfe dire&ly Souths 
falls through fix large Channels, into the 
Gulph of Mexico. Father Hennepin, who 
pretends to have Purveyed it from both its 
Extremities, fays, It is about eight hun¬ 
dred Leagues long, its Windings and Turn- 
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ings included, and it is very probable it may 
be much longer; for with all due Refped to 
that great Traveller (whofe lingular Cou¬ 
rage and Piety in fearching out new Coun¬ 
tries, and barbarous Nations, and propa¬ 
gating among them his Religion, none of 
the beft indeed, yet good enough for Sava¬ 
ges, can never be fufficiently applauded) I 
am inclined to think, that he reached nei¬ 
ther the Head, nor any of the Mouths. It 
is free from Shoals and Catarads, and Na¬ 
vigable within fixty Leagues of its Source: 
The Channel is every where deep, and the 
Current gentle, except at a certain Seafon 
of the Year, when, like the Nile, it fwells 
with Floods, occafioned by exceflive Rains, 
and the Snow melting away in the Northern 
Regions. Its Banks, according to the Re¬ 
lations of thofe who have failed within them, 
yield the moft beautiful Profpeds that can 
be imagined : They are adorned with a de¬ 
lightful Variety of Meadows and Groves, 
covered with wild Beafts, and inhabited by 
almoft Two hundred different Nations, 
whom the French found tradable and inge¬ 
nious. Our American Seamen, who have 
ranged along the Coafts, and observed the 
Mouths of this River, for the French fay 
nothing of them, alfure me. That Three 
are fit to receive the biggeft Ships, and af¬ 
ford feveral fafe and commodious Har¬ 
bours. D 4 But 

r * 
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But wliat renders the MiJJlfftppi (Ml 
more confiderable, and delerves a particu¬ 
lar Remark, is a vaft Number of other large 
and navigable Rivers, that run from the 
La ft ward and Weftward , and mix at laft 
with its Stream. 01 the firft, Mr. de Sale , 
in the Account he prefented to Count F ron- 
tenac of his Voyage on this River, affirms, 
there are fix or feven, three hundred Leagues 
each in Length, that tall below the Illinois , 
and propofes it as a Matter of the greateft 
Importance, that the Difcovery of them 
fhould be carried on to prevent the Englifo 
of Carolina from interfering with the French 
in their Trade with the Indians , fince fome 
of thefe Rivers fake rheir rife from the Afa- 
lachin Hills, not far from our Settlements 
in that Colony. Higher up on the fame 
Side, are many more, which by means of 
others, afford a Conveyance into feveral 
great Lakes, and from thence into the Ri¬ 
ver of St. Lawrence , and Hadfons Eaj. 
Thofe from the Weflzsoard are yet more 
numerous, and much longer; the Mijjourdiy 
not to mention any of the relf, runs from 
the North-IFcft at leaf! fix cr feven hundred 
Leagues, beginning, as it is commonly be¬ 
lieved, from a certain Mountain in Cibola^ 
where another River iilues forth into the 
Gulph of CalijOYi.ia , and probably it was 
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this Way Mr. de Sale , and Father Hennepin 
propofed to §0 into the South-Sea. In iliort, 
the Reader muft conceive one River watering 
fo large a Country as the Lcuifiana , and ex¬ 
tending its feveral Branches tar enough to 
open a Communication between New 
Spain and Canada , the South-Sea , and the 
Gulph of Mexico; fo that what the Poet 
faid of Egypt and the Nile, may very juftly 
be applied to Louifiana } with refpe<5t to thp 

MmW- 

Terrafuiscontent a bonis , non indiga mercis , 

Non jovis, in fob tanta ejlfiducia Nilo. 

As it can hardly then be fuppofed by any 
Man of common Senfe, that the French will 
fo far neglect their Interelf, whatever others 
may have done, as not to continue their 
moft vigorous Efforts for eftablifhing Com¬ 
merce, and planting Colonies in this promi- 
ling Country: So it feems evident, even 
from the lhort and imperfect View I have 
given you of its Situation, Produce and Ex¬ 
tent, that thefe Settlements, whether we 
have War or Peace with the French , will not 
only prove hurtful, but deftru&ive at laffc 
to our Plantations in America , and confe- 
quently weaken, in a very fenfible Manner, 
the Strength and Power of England , by dry¬ 
ing up the Streams that convey thither the 

greateft 
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greated Part of their Wealth, and lopping 
off the mod: valuable Branches of the Bri- 
tijh Trade and Navigation. 

For i ft. When the French have drawn a 
Line along the Borders of our Settlements 
in every Province, from St. Lawrence to the 
Mijftfftipph and built Forts to fecure the 
mod convenient Paffes on the Lakes and Ri¬ 
vers that form the Communication, they 
will effectually cut off all Intercourse and 
Traffick between us and the Indians inha¬ 
biting the Inland Countries, and likewife 
compel thofe who are Neighbours and Al¬ 
lies, by reafon of the abfokite Dependance 
they mud in that Cafe have upon the French 
for their Liberty of Hunting and Fidiing, to 
fall under their Subjection, or darve ; and 
by that means, befides the Ufurpations and 
Incroachments on the Rights that have been 
granted and confirmed to the Englijh Sub¬ 
jects in America , by his Majedy’s Royal Pre- 
decedors, and the Lofs of a mod beneficial 
Trade, 1 mean that of Skins, whereby the 
French in Canada have exceedingly inriched 
themfelves, and increafed the Revenues of 
the Crown ; and had our Indudry or Con¬ 
duct been but equal to theirs, the Cudoms 
arifing only from thence, as a noble Perfon 
once affirmed, would have defrayed in a 
Ihort Time the Charges of an Expedition 
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for reducing that Country: Befides thefe 
Hardlhips, I fay, we mud alfo expeCi to 
fuffer continual lncurfions, Depredations and 
Murthers, from the Savages on our Fron¬ 
tiers, with whom it will be impoflible for 
us in fuch Circumftances to make a real 
Peace , or manage by our own Forces a fuc- 
cefsful War , confidering the Advantages the 
Savage Nations have over the Europeans , 
by their Way of fighting in the thick Fo- 
refts of this Continent. 

That this Project is neither new nor 
impracticable, and that the Governors of 
Canada wanted only Encouragement from 
their late King to put it in Execution, ap¬ 
pears, I think, very plainly, by the Account 
la Hontan gives in fome of his Letters, 
which have been publifhed, (both in French 
and Englifh ) of the Plan he prefented to the 
Court oiFrance in the Year 1692, by Order 
of Count Frontenac, for deftroying the 7 - 
cquois y a very warlike and numerous Peo¬ 
ple, who have on all Occafions fhew’d 
themfelves faithful Friends to us, and for¬ 
midable Enemies to the French. 

T o carry on fo great an Enterprize, where¬ 
of this Writer pretends to have been the 
Erft Project to (tho’ in Truth, Mr. de Sale had 
contrived it long before him) he propofed 
only to have three Forts built and main¬ 
tained 
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tained at the Mouths of the Lakes Errie 
and Huron , with fome light Veffels fit for 
failing or rowing, and to be provided With 
two hundred Soldiers, fifty able Seamen, 
and 15000 Crowns a Year for their Pay and 
Subfifience: He tells his Friend, That the 
Count being then Governor of Canada , 
conceived fo good an Opinion of this Un¬ 
dertaking, that in a private Letter to Mr. 
Pontchartrain , he affured that Minifter of 
State, he would oblige thofe barbarous 
Nations, in two Years, to abandon their 
Country. But the King being engaged in a 
bloody and expenfive War in Europe , was 
not in a Condition to allow the Supplies of 
Men and Money which were demanded, and 
for that Reafon the Matter was dropt: How¬ 
ever, as this important Defign was formed 
when the French had demolifhed their Forts 
of Frontenac and Niagara , and durft ad vance 
with their Settlements on the River St. Law- 
rcncr ., no higher than Monrea !, within fixty 
Leagues of Quebec ^ can it be imagined that 
they will hot purfue the fame, and endea¬ 
vour to carry it much farther, in order to 
fubdue the Indians , diflrefs our Colonies, 
and enlarge their own, whenever they be¬ 
come Mahers of that vafr Trad of Land, 
within which the Courfe of thofe Lakes and 
Rivers both begins and ends. 
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Ik the next Place, if the French be al¬ 
lowed to poflefs themlelves of the Country 
I have delcribed, and a War ihould after¬ 
wards happen to break out between the two 
Crowns, an Event not impojfible , I prefume, 
though far removed perhaps from the Days 
we live in, they will find it a Matter of 
no great Difficulty, with the Affiftance of 
the Indians , to invade from thence and Ca¬ 
nada , all the Engllih-Plantations at once , 
and drive the Inhabitants into the Sea, un- 
lefs they come to be enabled by fome ex¬ 
traordinary Means, which is a Thing rather 
to be wijhedfor than depended on, to provide 
infinitely better than they can at prefent for 
their Safety and Prefervation. 

The Reader will eafily perceive, by 
calling his Eye upon this Map, that St. Law¬ 
rence and the Mijfijfipvi, with the Lakes and 
Rivers that run between them, furround by 
Land all the Provinces on the main of Ame¬ 
rica, belonging to the Crown of Great-Bri- 
tain, and that from the Branches of thefe 
great Rivers, and fome falling into the Lakes 
Champlain and Errie, a fafeand diredt PafTage 
may be found out almofl to every one of 
them, by means of other large Rivers, 
Wherewith the whole Country abounds. 


Throu g h 
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Through Tome of thefe Channels the 
French have already made many Defcents 
from Canada upon our Northern Colonies, 
deftroyed our Settlements, and laid entire 
Provinces wafte; nor could the Inhabitants 
of New York (there being only a Land 
Carriage of two Leagues from the Lake 
St. Sacrement , at the Bottom of that of 
Champlain , to a Branch of Hudfons River, 
whereon the City of New York Bands) have 
been able to fecure themfelves from the dif- 
mal Confequences of the like Attempts, 
but by the fmgular Valour of the Mohacks or 
Prcqiwis , who galled the French fo fenfibly, 
that they obliged them to retire, as I have 
already obferved, within fixty Leagues of 
Qiiebec , and fue for Peace on any Terms $ 
and that they may eahly penetrate the fame 
Way into thofe Englifh Colonies that lie to 
the Southward , particularly Virginia and Ca- 
rolina , when once they have planted them¬ 
felves on the Banks of the Lakes Frontenac 
and EraV, and fome Rivers that run front 
the fame Side into the MiJJiJJipp’i , is obvi¬ 
ous by their own Accounts, and the Difco- 
veriesof our Indian Traders, or Coureursde 
Boit , as the French call them, who range 
over thefe Parts of the Continent. 


J3esi de^ 
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Be s 1 d e s, all the Plantations we are a- 
Chially poffefled of at this Time, lie naked 
and open to every Attack by Land ; we have 
no Forts or Garrifom to defend our Fron¬ 
tiers » the Numbers of our People are fmall 
and inconfiderable, in refpeCt of the large 
TraCts of Land they inhabit,- their Dwel¬ 
lings fcattered at a great Diftance from one 
another, except towards the Sea. In fliort, 
I know of no Protection we have to rely 
on, but that of the Indians; and with how 
little Reafon we can expeCt it in the Cafe 
above-mentioned, I have endeavoured to 
ihew. 

I t feems therefore very furprizing, that 
during thefe feven Years of Peace, no Pro- 
pofals have been offered, or effectual Mea- 
fures taken to fettle and fortify Nova Sco¬ 
tia, the only Province in America belonging 
to the Crown, that can be made a fufficient 
Barrier to cover any of our Plantations from 
the Invafions of the French, and check their 
Motions on that Side by Sea and Land : 
It is impoifible for one fo little acquainted 
with publick Affairs as I am, to guefs the 
'Reafon why a prudent and frugal Nation, 
inftead of improving the vaft Advantages 
that naturally flow from fo important a 
Conquefl, fhould lavifh away their Mo¬ 
ney 
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ney only to fuppoit an ufelefs infignificant 
Title. 

That I may explain my Thoughts on 
this Point more fully, 1 beg leave to obferve, 
that the French having been difpolTefted of 
all their Settlements to the Southward of the 
River St Lawrence, by Sir Samuel Argal , 
Governor of Virginia, lb much of the main 
Land as lies between that River and the 
Bay Franpife, from the River St. Croix, 
JVeJl, to the lfle of Affimption , Eaft; toge¬ 
ther with the Peninfula, which the French 
named L'Accadie (formed by two large Bays, 
to be feen in the Map) was granted in the 
Year 1621, by King James the Firft, to Sir 
William Alexander, afterwards Earl of Ster- 
Ime, * who fent thither a Colony of his 
Countrymen; and as a farther Encourage¬ 
ment, obtained a Patent for advancing a 
certain Number of Perlons to the Heredi¬ 
tary Dignity of Baronets, or Knights of 
Nova Scotia ; the Profits whereof were to 
be wholly employed for the Benefit of this 
Plantation; but finding it a Matter of much 
greater Weight than at firft he apprehended 
it to be : He Toon quitted Port-Royal , and

with 
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with it the whole Countiy, to the French , 
in whofe Hands it continued for the moll 
part ’till the Year 1654, when Colonel 
Sedgewick re-took it by Order of the Ufur- 
per Oliver Cromwell. The French Ambaf- 
fador made prefling In fiances at the Treaty 
of Peace in the Year following, to have it 
rellored •, but the then Government of Eng¬ 
land could by no Means be prevailed with 
to refign a Country, which they looked up¬ 
on as the Bulwark of the feveral Coiomes 
planted at that Time in New- w'and. 
However, after the Rejloration , they had it 
delivered up to them, and kept Polieifion of 
it, ’till Her late Majefty, being moved with 
the many Teprelentations that were laid be¬ 
fore her of the Damage* done to the Colo¬ 
nies, I have juft now mentioned, by the 
French in Nova Scotia , was pleafed to order 
an Expedition to be made thither, Anno 
1710, under the Direction of General Ni- 
cholfon , by whofe good Conduct, Port-Royal , 
which he named Annapolis-Royal, was once 
more recovered >• and by the Treaty of 
Peace at Utrecht , all Nova Scotia , with 
the Elands thereto belonging, except Cape 
Breton , was yielded up to the Crown of 
Great-Britain. 

It muff be acknowleded indeed, That 
ever fince that Time no Care has been want- 

E mg 
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ing to provide this Province with Gover¬ 
nors, Lieutenant-Governors, and other in¬ 
ferior Officers, both Civil end Military, and 
alfo with a confiderable Number of regular 
Forces; but with great Submiffion, I think 
the Orator’s Qiieftion may very pertinently 
be repeated here, Cut bono? And, indeed, 
what great Service can be expeded fiom a 
{ingle Garrifon, ivhofeCommand reaches no 
farther than their Guns, whilft the whole 
Country is abandoned to the French , who 
make Settlements, and ered Forts by Or¬ 
der of the Governor of Canada , on all the 
principal Rivers, particularly St. Joins, 
PaJJamaqaady , and Penobfcot , and have 
poftefled themfelves of our Fiihery at Can - 
feaux , which is, perhaps, the belt in the 
World ? For though, according to the true 
Meaning of the nth Article of the Treaty 
of Utrecht , they can claim no more Liberty 
to Fifli there, than on any other Part of that 
Coaft; yet finding that their new Planta¬ 
tions on Cape Breton were fcarce habitable, 
they not only managed their Fiihery on our 
Ground, and in our Harbours, but by the 
Affiftance of the Indian r, pulled down our 
Stages, deftroyed our VefTels, and have at 
laft proceeded lo far, as to fuffer none of 
His Majefty s Subjeds to catch or cure Filh 
at the lfland of Can feaux , without 6rft pay¬ 
ing tor a Licenfe from the Governor of (.a~e

Breton: Which by the way, in my humble 
Opinion, is a convincing Argument, that 
unlefs you can fuppofe that Gentleman to 
be of the fame Complexion with one 1 may 
perhaps name be ore I conclude t'lefe Obfer- 
vations, the French have no manner of Right 
to thefe Ilhnds and Harbours: If they had* 
it would be an unpardonable Crime in him 
to allow the EngliJ).) to Trade or Filh there 
on any Account whatioever; and the Rea- 
fon is, Becaufe all Governors in America * 
whether Englijh or French , receive exprefs 
Jnflrudlions from their refbedlive Mailers* 
to put in Execution the Articles of the 
Treaty of Neutrality in America , between 
King Ja?nes II. and the late King of France , 
wherein it is fripulated, That none of the 
Subje&sof either King, Ihall Trade or Filh 
in the Bays* <^7 c. belonging to the other, un¬ 
der the Penalty of the Velfel fo Trading or 
Filhing, and Lading, being confifcated. But 
on the other Hand, if it be a doubtful Cafe* 
whether the Right belongs to them, Why 
have not skilful and judicious Men been 
employed to draw the imaginary Line from 
the Ule of Sables , to the Coaft of Nova 
Scotia , in order to fix the Boundaries fet 
down in the Treaty, and thereby prevent* 
atleall, the Mifchiefs wherewith our Trade 
to thofe Parts has been for feveral Years at¬ 
tended £ Without fuch an Expedient, I am 

p 2 perfuade$J 
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perfuaded the Controverfy can never be de¬ 
cided fairly at Paris or London : But to re¬ 
turn to our Filhery at Canfeaux. 

There being no Hopes of any Support 
or Relief from the Government of Nova 
Scotia , Application was made from Time to 
Time, to that of the MaJJachuJJets-Bay in 
New-England , whofe chief Intereft con- 
lifts in the Prefervation of that Filhery, but 
nothing was done, for what Realons I 
lhall not fay at prelent, ’till 1719. Captain 
Swart , who attended that Station with His 
Majefty’s Ship the Squirrel , went thither by 
Direction of the Governor and Council : 
He found fundry French Ships and Veftels 
laden and lading with Filh, but wanted 
Hands to carry off more than two of the 
fmalleft, which he brought into the Har¬ 
bour of Bojion , and upon his Arrival, ac¬ 
quainted the Governor, Colonel Shute , with 
his Proceedings. His Excellency commend¬ 
ed the Captain’s Condudt, and being oblig¬ 
ed to attend the weighty affairs of his other 
Government of Ncw-HampfJjire , advifed 
him to prepare an exadt Account of what 
he had taken from the French , to be laid be¬ 
fore him at his Return. In the mean Time, 
the Fifh on Board beginning to fpoil, the 
Captain defired the Advocate-General to 
libel the Veftels and Cargoes in the Court 
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of Admiralty, and move for a Sentence of 
Confifcation, purfuant to the Treaty of 
Neutrality. The Judge, Monfr. M enzies 
feemed very unwilling to proceed in the 
Governor’s Ablence, but the Confederation 
of Forty Founds New-England-Money, a 
Hoglhead of Claret, and a large Cask of 
Brandy, made him wave all others, and fo 
the whole was adjudged to be difpofed of 
by Captain Smart , for the Ufeof the King. 

H i s Excellency , notwithftanding the 
Decree, no fooner returned, than he gave a 
written Order to the Marfhal of Admiralty 
to raife the PoJJe , and force the Prizes out 
off Captain Smart's Cuftody, but the Mar¬ 
fhal finding no Body lo obfequious to the 
Vice-Admiral (as he ftiles himfelf) as to 
venture on fo defperatean Attempt, turned 
his Military Exploit into a fubmilfive Com¬ 
plement ; and thus Captain Smart faved his 
Prizes, though he loft by it that great Man's 
Favour. 

I t would be too trifling for the Subjed 
I am upon, to purfue the Circumftances of 
this Affair any farther; but it ought not 
to be forgot, that by his Excellency’s 
Means, Captain Smart was imprifoned, his 
Fxiend Mr. Smith the Advocate-General 
fyfpendedj and Mr. Cooke turned out of a 

E 3 Place 
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Place of 300/. a Year, for afterting the Go¬ 
vernor was no Blockhead, tho’ 1 muft own 
there is as fevere a Law againft lying in that 
Country, as there is in all others, againft the 
mod predominant Vices; I fhall therefore 
only mention two fliort Paffages, becaufe 
they ferve to explain what I am by and by 
to offer to publick Confideration. 

The £rft is this. About two or three 
Months after Captain Smart had left Qan- 
feaux, a French Officer arrived at Bojton, 
with InftruCtions from the Governor of 
Cape Breton, to demand Satisfaction tor the 
Injury done the Subjects of France, and Re- 
ftitution of the Veffels. He was well re¬ 
ceived by the Governor, and advifed to lay 
the Matter before his Excellency and the 
Council-Board, which he did in luch Terms, 
that Captain Smart thought himfelf obliged 
in Duty to his Majefty, as well as in Juft ice 
to himfelf,to complain in a Letter to them,of 
that Gentleman’s Manner of Negotiating, 
feeing what he had done was by their own 
Direction, for their Intereft, and approved, 
Whether this Letter was ever read in Coun¬ 
cil, I will not be positive, but it wrought 
fo little upon the Governor, that in his An-. 
fwer, he told Captain Smart the French had 
been too feverely uled, and that the Gover¬ 
nor pf Cape Breton ought to have been fiift 

confultedj 
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confulted, tho 1 he knew very well at the fame 
time, that no Englifiman durft Trade there 
without that Governor’s Licenfe; and ac¬ 
cordingly, it was moved at the board, That 
their Agent in England fhouki be din.ded to 
life his bed Endeavours at Court for obtain¬ 
ing Reparation for the Lolfes the French had 
fullained at Canfeaux ; but Tome of thefe 
grave Senators were too wife to give into 
futh Meafures as mud infallibly have ruined 
their Country. However, l am informed, 
that an Order was fent over from the Re* 
gency, one may eaiily guefs who were the 
Soliicitors, requiring Captam Smart to de¬ 
liver up what he took, or the Value, not- 
with(landing a former Order from the King, 
whereby Hts Majefty wasgracioufly pleafed 
to grant to him and his Officers the whole; 
but this is the Captain’s Bufinefs, not mine, 
and fo I leave it. 

The other Paffage is of the fame Na¬ 
ture with the firft, and only confirms it. 
"When Captain Smart was at Cwfeaux> a- 
mong the French Inhabitants, he found one 
la Sonde , who had formerly lived near An - 
napolis-koyal , and fwoin Allegiance to the 
late Queen ; but afterwards removing to 
Cape Breton , and from thence to Canfeaux y 
by his Pradices and Influence on the Indi¬ 
ans 7 he forced our People to quit the Place, 

E 4 burnt 
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burnt their Velfels, and committed the 
greateft Outrages, and even Murther upon 
them, for which he pretended to have a 
Commiilion from the Governor of Cape Bre¬ 
ton ; what Truth may be in that, it is cer¬ 
tain, Colonel Doucet , Lieutenant-Governor 
of Nova Scotia , the Governor being then 
Abfent, fent feveral Complaints againft this 
la Sonde , to the French Governor, without 
the leaft Effe< 5 t: Upon Colonel Doucet's 
Letters, and at the earneft Requeft of the 
EngHjh Merchants and Mafters, Captain 
Smart carried him to Bofton , where he de¬ 
livered him up to Colonel Shute-, with the 
Reafons he had to bring him. His Excel¬ 
lency, who without douht is a very good na- 
tured Man , having talked with Monfieur la 
Sonde afide, told him, He was as good an 
Englifliman as he was } and inftead of exa¬ 
mining into the Truth of what was alledg- 
ed againft him, or fending him to Colonel 
Doucet , within whofe Jurifdidtion he had re- 
lided, and committed the Crimes charged 
upon him, he defired he might give into the 
Council-Board an Account of what he had 
loft by Captain Smart's Expedition. The 
Account was brought in andiworn to,* and 
though every Article of it was difproved 
by the Oaths of very worthy Men, yet the 
Governor would have Monli*. la Sonde ftill 
pafs for an honeft Fellow. But the trading 

Par$ 
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Part of the Country being extreamly pro¬ 
voked at fuch Proceedings, fent from all 
Parts, Accufations and Affidavits againft him ; 
fo that being furnifhed with a private Pafs, 
and as much Money as purchafed a Veffel, 
he was content to march off in the dark, 
and to confirm the good Opinion his Excel¬ 
lency was pleafed to entertain of him, burnt 
one of our Ships immediately after his Re¬ 
turn to Nova Scotia, 

Thus do the French treat us in Ame¬ 
rica, when there is the firmed: Alliance be¬ 
tween the two Crowns, and thus are we 
protected ; and if under fuch Circumflances 
our Plantations fhall ever attain to a profpe- 
rcius and flourifhing Condition, I will ven¬ 
ture to fay, it mult be the fame Way Duke 
Robert of Normandy was carried into Hea¬ 
ven. The Story is long, and therefore I 
beg Leave to refer to the Hiflory of the 
Holy Wars, where the Reader may find 
it. 


I have infilled the longer on this Head, 
that all may be able to judge how effen- 
tial it is to the Prefervation of our Colo¬ 
nies, elpecially New England, that Nova 
Scotia fhould be planted and put in a Con¬ 
dition to make Head againft the French, I 
can affirm, that if the Charges the Nation 
• ' • - ? - hath 
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hath been at ever fince the Peace, in main¬ 
taining a numerousGarrifon at Annapolis-ticy- 
«/,when fifty Men might have done the fame 
Service, had they been employed that Way, 
they would before this Time have had their 
Money returned with double Intereft. A 
certain French Author, above thirty Years 
ago, having given an Account of this Coun¬ 
try, and the Advantages it yielded at that 
Time to France , 'viz. Furs, Naval-Stores, 
Fifh, cJr. concludes with a Prophecy, That 
the Englijh would be foie Mailers of it fome 
Time or other j I hope the Prophecy will be 
true, but I am forry l Ihould have Reafon 
to fay, That it is not yet fulfilled.

And now, Reader, having obferved to 
you the eafy Accefs the French have to all 
our Colonies on the Continent of America , 
from Canada and Lowftana by Land and 
Water, and that without the Aid of the 
Indians , our Neighbours, it will not be in 
our Power to prevent their Irruptions. I 
come in the next Place, to confider the Con¬ 
dition we are in to defend our lelves againft 
the French , if they Ihould attack us within 
our Settlements. 
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T h o’ the French in Canada have nei¬ 
ther exceeded us in Numbers, nor the reft 
of their Countrymen in Courage, neverthe- 
lefx it is certain, they have gained upon 
us for many Years paft; and whilft Lewis 
the XIVth was lofing Towns and Bat¬ 
tles in Europe, they had the good For¬ 
tune to extend their Conquefts, and enlarge 
his Dominions in America. Nor will this 
feem any Matter of Wonder, to one who 
reflects ferioufly on the Confrirution and 
Form of their Government, the Encourage¬ 
ment they have from the Crown of France , 
and their dextrous way of managing the 
Indians. 

I t has been a Maxim conftantly obferved 
by all Princes and States, who have planted 
Colonies or fubdued Nations, to keep them 
united under the Command of particular 
Governors, in Subordination to others, who 
prefided over the whole, to the end Juftice 
might be impartially adminiftred, Seditions 
prevented, or eafily fupprelfed j and each 
inferior Government ftrengthened and fup-r 
ported by the reft. In the Roman Empire, 
which contained one hundred and twenty 
Provinces, and near three hundred Colo¬ 
nies, we End only four Prefects or chief Go¬ 
vernors under the Emperor, in the King¬ 
doms of Peru and Mexico two, and in Cana- 
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da, to which Fouifiana is added, blit one. 
And left it fhould be imagined, that an 
extenfive Command rnuft neceffarily be at¬ 
tended with Arbitrary Power, it may be 
affirmed with a great Deal of Truth, that 
the Governor-General of Canada is more 
effectually retrained from breaking in, either 
upon the Rights of the Crown, or thofe of 
the Subject , than the moil petty Governors, 
being liable to the Check of the Intendant 
in the firft Cafe, and of the Sovereign Coun¬ 
cil in the Lft. 

Besides Guards and Garrifons, there is 
a confiderable Body of regular Troops con¬ 
tinually employed in the Service of the 
Colony, without the Jeaft Burthen or 
Charge to the Planters: All Civil Officers 
as well as Military, have certain Yearly Pen- 
fions fettled upon them, and none are ad¬ 
mitted into Places of the greateft Truft, but 
inch as have diftinguilhed themfelves at the 
Court of France by their Quality and Me¬ 
rit, under whole Adminiflration the Coun¬ 
try is become fo Populous, that as I am in¬ 
formed, it contains at prefent 200000 Souls. 
This ; rodigious Increafe is chiefly to be af- 
cribed to their inter-marrying with the /«- 
dians, whom by this means they firmly en¬ 
gage in their Inte/eft. In every Tribe there 
are fome Miffionary Priefts, and tho’ few or 

none 
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none of the Savages have ever been made 
thorough Converts to the Truth of the 
Chrijlian Religion, yet in all other Matters, 
they look upon thefe good Fathers as Ten - 
telar Gods , and give themfelves up entirely 
to be directed by their Councils. 

O n the other Hand, the Country pof- 
feffedby the Englifh in America^ feems to be 
much in the lame State Britain was at the 
firft Entrance of the Homans , for as that was 
divided (to ufe the Words of a good Hifto- 
rian) * into feveral Nations , each governed by 
its own Kings and particular Princes different 
in their Ends and Counfels , it was more eaji- 
ly fubdued by united Forces: for dum finguli 
pugnabant ttniverfi vincebantur , i. e. While 
they fought in Jingle Bodies , the whole IJl ind 
was conquered i fo in this Country, to draw 
the Parallel no farther, we have thirteen 
Colonies at leaft feverally governed by their 
refpedtive Commanders in chief, according 
to their peculiar Laws and Conftitutions It 
would be too tedious and foreign to my De¬ 
sign to confider the feveral Sorts of Govern¬ 
ment eftabiiihed in thefe Provinces, and the 
different Views and Inter efts they have to 
purfue ; nor would I give the header Oc- 


* Sir IVilliara Temple-. 
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cafion to think that I am an Enemy to thofe 
Liberties and Privileges, moft of them en¬ 
joy by the Favour of the Crown j I fliall 
therefore only obferve, that next to their 
being independent one of another, nothing 
weakens our Plantations more, nor will ex- 
pofe them to greater Danger in Cafe of a 
War with France , than the unskilful Ad- 
miniftration (to call it no worfe) of thofe, 
who are appointed Governors of many of 
them, and are left to truft to Providence for 
their Subfiftance. 

I will not fay that all who go thither, 
like thofe in Daviefs Camp, are in Debt or 
D ifirefs, and confequently unfit to advance 
Matters of publick Intereftj but we may 
find fome in London , who can inform us, 
that in time of War, the Indians have been 
fupplied with Powder and Shot , the French 
with Provifions , and the Spaniards , with Na¬ 
val Stores. Themiftocles faid, that he could 
not play on a Fiddle , but underflood how to 
make a little City a great one; but fome of 
thefe fiddling Gentlemen , by keeping up Par¬ 
ties and F.&ions, and opprefling the Peo¬ 
ple under Colour of his Majefty’s Auchor- 
rity, have made a flourifhing Colony a very 
poor one. 

I 

And here I beg leave to mention ano*' 
ther Sec of Officers, who are fettled in e- 

very

very Province by Commiflions from Eng¬ 
land, but without any Salaries annexed to 
the ample Powers they are inverted with. 
Ihefe are Judges, Advocates, Regifters, 
and Murihals of Admiralty, who having 
nothing to depend upon but the Fees f 
Gburt, and being altogether unqualified for 
fuch Employments, by promoting litigious 
Addons, and pronouncing unjuft Decrees, 
have brought our Trade under a very fen- 
fible Decay. It is Pity fo ufeful a Court in 
theiePart>,fhould not be better eftabliflied: 
I am pertuaded, it the Nation confidered 
how much their Intereft depends upon the 
Profperity of the Plantations, and at the 
Erne Time, what Difcouragements we lie 
under by the Means ot fuch Volunteer Go¬ 
vernors, Judges, &c. who ufe their Com- 
miflions as tome do Letters of Reprizals, 
they would order thefe Matters to be more 
ftridtly examined, and take proper Methods 
for preventing fo great Abuies. 

But to give now, a more dirtind View 
of the Difference between the Colonies de¬ 
pending abloiutely on the Crown, and fuch 
as are granted by Pat nts and Charters, with 
refpedt to tne Retiftance they are able to 
make in Time of War: I need only com- 
pre Virginia and New-Tork, with New- 
England and Carolina, 

Virginia 
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Virginia was planted Anno 1584, at the 
Charges, and by the Diretfion of the in¬ 
comparable Sir Walter Raleigh , who took 
Pofleflion of it by Amadas and Barlow , in 
the Name of Queen Elizabeth. In the 
Year 1606, a Commiffion was granted to 
fome Noblemen and Merchants, to advance 
the Settlements under the Government of 
Captain Smith , who was fucceeded by Lord 
Delaware. Since that Time the Colony 
has flourilhed fo much, having been al¬ 
ways lupplied with great Men for their Go¬ 
vernors, who not only kept the Indians in 
Subjection, but acquired to the Crown 
New-York , Nova-Scotia , and all the Coun¬ 
tries lying to the Southward of St. Law¬ 
rence , as I have faid before, that it is at pre- 
fent of more Value to England , than per¬ 
haps half of the Plantations on the Conti¬ 
nent befides. 

New-York has been no lefs happily go¬ 
verned ; they have inviolably maintained 
their Alliance with the numerous Nations 
of the Iroquois , and by that Means prefer-; 
ved the Tranquility of their Country. 

O n the contrary, the Inhabitants of New- 
England and Carolina , find the Savages im¬ 
placable Enemies $ for which, 1 think, no 

other 

_ M 
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other Reafon can be affigned, than that the 
Governors of thele Colonies* have not Au¬ 
thority enough to prevent the unfair Wage 
the Indians frequently complain of, or neg~ 
led to give them due Satisfaction when 
they are wronged. In fhort, that Perfon 
ought to be a cunning Man, who treats with 
the Indian?, and therefore the French leave 
that Bufmefs to the Jefuits. 

T o conclude this Point, As His Maje¬ 
lly’s Dominions on this Continent, is can¬ 
toned into fo many petty, independanc 
States or Commonwealths, whereof there 
is lcarce one that can expeCt Relief or Alii- 
fiance from another, in the moll imminent 
Danger, which I could make appear by fe- 
veral Inllances; as the Inhabitants of each 
Colony are unable to defend themfelves 
againlf a powerful Army of French and bu 
dians , and the Adminillration of fome of 
them too weak and unlleady to be confided 
in, and as it feems impoffible we Ihould 
ever fucceed in engaging the Indians on our 
Side againft the French, for the Reafons I 
have already given, I think it naturally fol¬ 
lows, that fome Time or other, the Mifftf* 
fippi will drown our Settlements on the 
Main of America, 
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The Third unhappy Circumftance that 
attends the French fettling in the Lcuifiana, 
with refpeft to us, is their being thereby 
Matters of the Gulph cf Mexico, and con- 
fequently in a Condition to ruin cur Trade 
to Jamaica. They are already pottetted of 
a great Part of Hifpaniola; they have not 
long ago taken Penfacola from the Spa¬ 
niards, a Place of ‘very great Importance , and 
when they have fortified their Settlements 
at the Mouth of the Mijffifftppi, Havana and 
Vera Cruz will probably fall into their 
Hands alfo. How much it concerns the In- 
tereft of England , that the Rights of the 
Crown of Spain fhould be alferted and pre- 
ferved in the Wejl-Indies, we learn from 
the Example of Queen Elizabeth, who had 
it in her Power, as Sir Walter Raleigh af¬ 
firms, to have ftripped her profefled Enemy 
King Philip II. of thofe Dominions, and 
yet could not be prevailed upon by her Offi¬ 
cers to put the Defign in Execution I cannot 
therefore believe, that the French will ever be 
allowed, directly agiinft the Letter of the 
Treaty of Utrecht, to enjoy any Acquifi- 
tionsthey have made in America "during this 
War (which undoubtedly we lliould not 
have engaged in, but upon the wifejl Rea- 
fons, and molt mature Deliberations) face, 
in fuch a Cafe, they would plainly have 

made 
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made us the Cat’s Foot, and the headlefs 
Inrtruments of our own Deftrudtion. 

I n the laft Place, When the French have 
planted Louifiana , they will be able to fup- 
ply from thence the Markets of Europe with 
Tobacco, Sugars, and all other Sorts of 
Commodities, growing or produced in our 
Plantations, at a much cheaper Rate than 
we can ; for befides the Goodneis of the 
Soil, and the Induftry and Frugality of the 
French , wherein they infinitely exceed us, 
the Planters are furniflied with Necefia- 
ries from France at a moderate Price, which 
is fettled by the Company, and affixed in 
thofeStore-Houfesand Magazines they have 
in the Colony, half the Number of Negroes 
we commonly employ, will fuffice them, 
and thefe they have Liberty to bring 
dire&ly from Guinea; the Country a- 
bounds with all Kinds of Provifion, which 
our Iflands want extreamly; nor will the In¬ 
habitants be opprefied with grievous Taxes 
and Imports, as vve are, to fupport their 
Civil Government: To give you an under 
niable Inftance of this, Sugar at this Time 
is iold in Jamaica for three and twenty Shil¬ 
lings per Hundred, and in Hifpaniola for Six 
and Six-pence , which is the Reafon the Mer¬ 
chants in Jamaica clandertinely import vaft 
Quantities of the French Stfgqrs, and fend 

J 2 thejl 
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them to England. Whence it is evident, 
the Confumption of our enumerated Plan¬ 
tation Goods, muff center entirely in Great - 
Britain , and what then becomes of our 
Commerce up the Elbe and Wefer , the two 
Rivers (as we are told) of the greateft Con - 
fequencein the World to England, the Thames 
and Severn excepted , though whofe Streams 
fo great a Part oj our Riches is conveyed, 
and flows Home continually amongfl us ? 

Well! But our Chimerical Gentlemen af- 
fure us, that the French cannot within the 
Compafs of an Age, bring their Settle¬ 
ments to fuch a Degree of Perfection, as to 
interfere with our Interefi, and fo we JJjall 
have Peace in cur Days ,* if this was true, 
is there no regard due to thofe who come 
after us i Or are we to be the lefs careful to 
prevent the Danger, becaufe it may only 
overtake our Children ? But to convince 
us, that even from this Moment we may 
expeCt to feel the Effects of their growing 
Colony, it will be fufficient that 1 obferve 
only two Ways, amongfl many others, the 
Regent has taken to increafe the Number , 
and encourage the Induflry of the Planters. 

First, All Perfons who have a mind 
to go thither, are furnifhed with Ships and 
Neceffaries at the publick Charge; thofe 

“ ' who 
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who are bred up in the Hofpitals (whereof 
there is a prodigious Number in France) are 
tranfported in the fame Manner, and every 
fingle Man is obliged to marry an Indian 
Woman. In the next Place, to enable them 
to Trade amongft themlelves, they have a 
continual fupply of twenty five Millions in 
Bank Bills granted them, by an Arret of 
the i6thof July 1719, and as the Preamble 
of that Arret may ferve to give us a clear¬ 
er Idea of the State of that Country, I (hall 
here infert it, to five the Reader’s trouble of 
confulting the publick Papers. 

<c The King having by his Letters Pa- 
£< tents of the Month cf Auguji 1717, e- 
<c ftablilhed a Trading Company under the 

Name of the Weft India Company, and 
<c by his EdiCt in May laft, re-united to the 
tc faid Company the Trade to the Eaft-hi- 
tc dies^ China , &c. His Majefly fees with 
c< great Satisfaction, that that Company 
<c takes the beft Meafures for fecuring the 
Cc Succefs of its Eftablifhment, that they 
<£ fend a great Number of Inhabitants to 
<c the Country of Louifiana , which was 
<c granted them, that many private Per- 
<c fons make Settlements in that Colony, 
£C and fend thither Husbandmen, Tillers, 
<c and other Handicrafts-Men, to manure 
# and improve the Land, fow Corn, plant 
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<c Tobacco, breed Silk-worms, and do 
Cc whatever is necefTary to improve the 
Ce Country. Furthermore, his Majefty be- 
C£ ing informed that the faid India Compa- 
cc ny is at great Charges for tranfporting the 
<£ faid Inhabitants, and furnifhing the Co- 
cc lony with Meal and other Neceflaries, 
<c till the Land affords a fufficient Quantity 
<c of Proviftons for their Subffhnce, that 
<c the Company fends thither all Sorts of 
C£ Goods and Merchandizes, to render the 
c< Life of the Inhabitants more comfortable, 
cc and that for preventing Abufes too fre- 
<£ quent in Colonies, they have taken Care 
Cc to fettle the Price thereof at a moderate 
<c Rate by a general Tariff, &c. Which 
Cc Difpofitions have appeared fo wife and 
* £ necefTary, that his Majefty is refolved to 
<c favour the Execution thereof, and know- 
<c ing that the exchanging of Goods not 
£< being fuincient to carry on Commerce in 
<£ its full Extent, it is necefTary in the 
££ beginning of Eftablifhments of this 
££ Nature, to give them all pcftible Pro- 
<£ tedion and Countenance, his Majefty has 
tc refolved to fupply the faid Company 
<c with a Sum of Bank Bills to enable the 
t£ Inhabitantsof Louijiana to Trade amongft 
t£ themfeives, and bring into France the 
C£ Fruits of their Labour, Induftry and Oe- 
V conomy, without any Rifque or Charge. 

The 
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The Effe&s of thefe wife Ordinances 
are but too vilible, their Settlements being 
already farther advanced, and in a better 
Condition than ours were in Virginia for 
twenty Years after it was firft planted; 
nor indeed is it pofiible to conceive how 
they can mifcarry in their vaft Defigns, be¬ 
ing fupported by the Revenues of France , 
and thofe Revenues increafed by their In- 
duftry and Labour. 

W o u l d a certain Body of Men, who 
in fome other Points difdain not to Copy 
after Mr. Law's Schemes, inftead of Stock- 
jobbing the publick Debts (whereby the 
Nation evidently lofes great Sums, efpeci- 
ally to Foreigners) employ their Money and 
Intereft at Court, in fecuring and enlarging 
our Trade, by planting fine Countries be¬ 
longing to the Crown in America , which at 
prefent are inhabited by Indian r only, and 
wild Beafts, they might with a great Deal 
of Juftice be entitled to the Honour of be¬ 
ing thought the Englijh MtJJiJJippi Company; 
but if neither this nor any other Underta¬ 
king equally Beneficial to the Kingdom be 
intended, I leave every Reader to judge, 
whether malicious Perfons at leaf}, will not 
be ready to fuggeft, that whilft fome go a- 
bout to leffen our Apprehenfions of a real 

F 4 Van~ 
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Danger, they endeavour only to amufe us 
with Chimeras of their own. 


Having finifKed the Reflections, 1 pro- 
pofed, on the Confequences of the French 
ietling themfelves in Louifidna with Ref? 
peCt to our Plantations, I fliall recite the 
Words of Dr, D'Avenant , which may very 
properly, in my Opinion, be applied to the 
French at this time ; In fame Farts they fup- 
plant us, and every where out-wit us, and 
when we obferve them ft ill endeavouring to 
get Ground , and never yielding any Point , hut 
forming long Schemes , calculated to take Ef¬ 
fect for many Tears to come , in order to enlarge 
themfelves at any Expence , it will become good 
Patriots to look about them , and to take 
Care , left in time , England ftoould be in a Man- 
tier excluded from the Commercial World. 


I am forry, to find it confirmed at this 
juncture, that my Fears about the Planta¬ 
tions are but too well jellified by the Ac¬ 
counts we have juft now received from 
South-Carolina, the Subftance whereof is, 
that the Inhabitants have Depcfed their Gor 
vernor, and fet lip one of their own chuiing 
in his Room. In what manner thele Pro¬ 
ceedings will be refented in England , I will 
not take upon me to determine, but with 
liumble Submiffion to our Superiors , I beg 

' leave 
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leave to affirm , that they will find it no 
eafy Matter to prevent Inch unwarrantable 
Steps, fo long as Oppreflion and Corruption 
are iuffered to reign amongft us, and thofe 
who are injured, muftbe obliged to attend 
fome Boards many Months, nay Years, and 
at Jaft return perhaps without being Heard. 
When the Rowan Grandee told the old Wo¬ 
man, who delivered him a Petition, that he 
was not at Leifure to mind it, fhe fmartly 
replied, exile te officio, then quit your Poffi 

' I would therefore, as one Inffance, have 
the following Cafe duly weighed, for which 
Purpofe, I have here inferted it, becaufe it 
fully explains what I have already advanced 
concerning the Courts of Admiralty eftabli- 
fhed in America. 

A Gentleman, who was Advocate Gen¬ 
eral in one of thefe Courts, having been 
fufpended, very unjuflly as he believed, by 
the carrying his Complaint to England. Soon 
after his Arrival, -he fignified in a Letter 
to a Perfon of Honour, that the harcfUfage 
he had met with from C. S. in being dif- 
charged by his Order on the 23d of ’June 
1J19 without any Colour of Reafon or No¬ 
tice given him, not only from exercifingthe 
Office of Advocate General , but likewife 
from pleading in the Court during his plea- 
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fure and had forced him to leave America , in 
order to make his Application to the Lords 
of the Admiralty more effectually, and that if 
their Lordfhips would give him leave, he 
hoped he fhould be able to prove, that as the 
Governor in Quality of Vice-Admiral, had 
ufed his utmoft Endeavours to funprefs their 
Lordfhips Authoriy and jurifdi&ioninthofe 
Parts, and thereby ruin the Trade of the 
Inhabitants; fo the Oppreflion he complain¬ 
ed of, proceeded only from his adhering to 
the ftrid Rules of his Duty, and refuling to 
juflify fuch Arbitraly Practices. 

This Letter was followed by a Memo¬ 
rial to the Board, wherein he reprefented, 
that after the many Complaints, which had 
been laid before their Lordfhips againft 
that Governor's Proceedings with Refpedt to 
Admiralty Matters, the little Regard he had 
Slewed to their repeated Orders, and the In¬ 
juries the Complainant Buffered from him for 
averting the Rights of the Crown and their 
Authority, he humbly conceived, it was his 
Duty to attend their Lordlhips with a full 
and particular Account of the great Abides 
committed by that Gentleman , under Co¬ 
lour of his Com million lor being Vice-Ad¬ 
miral And hrft, 

Ihat 
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T h a t by Virtue thereof, he aifumed 
the Power ofiiluing out Warrants under 
his Hand and Seal (with a Claule directing 
military Execution to be ufed in Cafe of 
Refinance) to the M arjhal of Admiralty , or 
fuch other Perfons, as he thinks fit to ap¬ 
point from time to time, for citing Parties , 
examining IVitneffes , making Difovcries upon 
Oath of Perquisites of Admiralty , and for 
feizing under that Pretence , Ships and Effects, 
and difpofing of the fame without any legal 
Prccefs or Try alto his own Ufe , and generally 
to execute by his own Authority only , all other 
judicial Ads whatfoever , to the grievous Op- 
prejfion of his Majeflics Subjects , &c. 

T o prove this Article, he fet forth, that 
the mod beneficial, and indeed the only 
Trade that Country has to depend on during 
the Winter Seafon, is Whale-fifoing , where¬ 
in the Method conftantly obferved by thofe, 
who work upon the lvhales, is, after they 
have ftruck their Irons, and marked the 
Places which are wounded, they leave them 
to be driven afhoar by the Winds and Tides, 
and upon making out their refpedtive Proper¬ 
ties, they have the Whales delivered up by 
the Finders. That the Vice Admiraf not- 
withftanding clear and evident Proofs 
brought by the Claimants, not only pofTeffed 
himfeif at leveral Times of fundry Whales , but 
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took by Force confiderable Quantities of Oil 
and Bone out of the Hands of the lawful 
Owners, and lair Winter feized about thir¬ 
teen Whales , which were killed in the Bay, 
aud taken upon the Land. 

That the faid Advocate General at the 
Requeft of the Parties aggrieved, and pur- 
fuant to his Duty, moved in Court, that the 
Property of the Whales might be tryed and 
adjudged according to Law, and that hav¬ 
ing exhibited Libels for that Purpofe, he 
obtained a Decree upon one of them in Fa¬ 
vour of the Claimers, tho’ by means of the 
Governor's lham Warrants, feveral long and 
unneceftary Adjournments of the Court, and 
many other Obftru&ions which were thrown 
in the way, to deter others from applying 
in the like manner for Redrefs, the Charg¬ 
es equalled almoft the Value of the Whale j 
but that two Days before he was to be heard 
on the reft, to prevent making any farther 
Oppofition to his Excellency’s Intereft, he 
was [ufpended from the Exercife of any Em¬ 
ployment in that Court , by a private Order di¬ 
rected to the Judge. 

There are many more Articles con¬ 
tained in this Memorial againft the Vice Ad - 
mural's Conduct, which 1 omit; it is fulfici- 
ent here to take Notice only, that the Per- 

fojj 
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fon who prefented it, allured me that it had 
been his Misfortune to find no Acceis to 
the Rt. Hon. Board, and that neither the 
M mortal nor the following Letter were 
thought worth reading. 

Abftract of iLetter concern¬ 
ing the Officers of Admiralty 
in Nezvf mndland. 

S I R, 

IN the Reprefentation I lately gave in, I 
* did with great SubmiJJion obferve to their 
LordfiAps, That the Court of Admiralty efta - 
blifhed in Newfoundland, inflead of being 
ufeful to the Trade and Navigation of the 
Country , proves at prefent an intolerable Grie¬ 
vance, and in fome of my Letters from thence, 
1 acquainted you. That in my humble Opinion, 
the Abufes therein complained of, could neither 
be prevented nor reformed any ether way , then 
by appointing Men of Probity and Knowledge, 
and in all other RefpeCtj fitly qualified to exe¬ 
cute the feveral Offices whereof the Court confifls. 

That J may explain this Matter more 
fully, l beg leave, from the Experience and 
Knowledge I have had of the Officers, who 
are now by Virtue of their Warrants , in the 
afiual Exercife of thefe Employments, to give 

you 
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o u the following Account of their Ability and 
Conduct. 

The Judge, befideshis unskilfulnefs in 
the Maritime Taws, and unintelligible Kind 
of Speech , hath been fo notorioufiy guilty of 
Corruption, that very few Cafes of any Im¬ 
portance have been brought before him, where¬ 
in his Intereft hath not over-ruled his Judg¬ 
ment, and framed the Decifion in Favour of 
the bigheft Bidder. In June 1717, a Con¬ 
trovert happening amongjl the bijhermen, 
concerning the Property of two Whales, he 
took one to himfelf to anfwer his Cofls, and di¬ 
vided the other between the contending Par¬ 
ties, in Confideration of 30 1 . over and above 
his Cofls paid to him by thole who in Juft ice 
were entitled to no Share at all. He could not 
be f revailed with to proceed to a Condemna¬ 
tion of Captain Smart V Prizes, before he was 
affured of receiving 40 1 . and taking Advan¬ 
tage of the Difference between the Governor, 
and Captain Smart, he refufed at laft to give 
Sentence without a larger Premium, viz. a 
HogfJjead of French Claret, and a Cask of 
Brandy, which Captain Smart, to prevent the 
Prizes being delivered up to the Governor, 
was forced to yield to. In May 1718, he ac¬ 
quitted a Ship called the King George, which 
was Libelled for importing from Ireland, Iron , 
French Brandy, and Irilh Freeze , contrary to 
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Law, in Confideration of having affiigned 
over to him, as it is believed, two Men Ser¬ 
vants, valued at 2 2 1. each. To thefe, 

mere undeniable Inflames of Bribery , 
be added other Parts of his Con duff, not 
only unbecoming., with Sultniffiton , entire' 

ly inconfiflsnt with the Character of an upright 
Judge-, namely, his folliciting and drawing 
vexatious Suits before him, only for the Sake 
of Cofts, and encouraging for that End, At¬ 
torneys, and others, to treat e Qge an els between 
Sailors and their Mafters $ his advifing Par¬ 
ties privately, both before and during the 
Trial, how to proceed ; his compounding for 
Cofts before Sentence, and altering the Sentence 
after it is pronounced and lodged in Court fe¬ 
ver al Times, according to the feveral Applica- 
tiens made to him by the contending Parties, 

The Regifter is the Governors menial 
Servant, and the immediate hftrument made 
ufe of by his Mafter in committing many of 
thoje Abufes, which 1 have humbly reprefented 
to them, the Warrants and Orders complained 
of, being commonly iffued out by the Hegifler 
and confequently of greater Authority, as com¬ 
ing from a legal Officer. Nor is it to be ex¬ 
pected, that jujhce can be impartially admi- 
niftrred in a Court, whift the Per fen who ought 
to he the Hinge of it, is wholly under the Di- 
xffiion and Command of one, who makes no 
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Scruple to facrifice the Court, &c. to his Arbi¬ 
trary Power. 

As to the Marfhal, I have often mention¬ 
ed him to you in my Letters as a very corrupt 
Officer, both in the Cuftom-Houfe and Admi¬ 
ralty ; in which Employments the Governor 
finds it neceffury to continue him , notwithftand- 
ing their Lord/hips Order to the contrary, by 
Jieafon his Warrants for feizing Ships and 
Goods, are always dirctted to him $ and fo 
punctual he is in the executing of them, that 
in Contempt of the Decree of Court, he attempt¬ 
ed to force Captain Smart’i Prizes cut of his 
VoffeJJion. In every Cafe he exatts treble Fees 
at leaft, and combining with the Re gift ay 
takes out Warrants under the Seal of the Of¬ 
fice, for anefling poor ignorant Strangers, and 
then compounds for a Sum of Money to dif- 
charge them. 1 have often complained in 
Court of thefe Pratt ices, but found the Judge 
too deeply engaged himfelf to fuffer Matters of 
this Kind to come under a ftritt Examina¬ 
tion. 

B r this brief Defcription, which I can 
prove, and enlarge to a hundred Particulars 
more, you may eafily perceive what a wretched 
Court this mttft needs be, that is made up of 
fuch Members, with whom an honefi Man 
would think it a Scandal to act in Society; 
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and how unhappy the People who live with¬ 
in the Limits of its Jurifditfion ; and as it is 
•very unlikely, that thefe Offices which have no 
Salaries annexed to them, can be [applied 
from England with Men of JVorth, and fucb 
competent Fortunes, as may fecure them from 
falling before the Temptations their NeceJJities 
would certainly expofe them to ; 1 hope it will 
feem reafonable that none be admitted but fucb 
as are recommended by Men of Figure and 
Efteem in the Country ; and it being as un¬ 
likely that even good Officers can faithfully dif- 
charge their Duty, fo long as the Governor,’ 
by Virtue of his Power, over-awes them into 
a Compliance with his Orders : 1 humbly fub- 
jnit it to their Lordlhips Wifdom, whether it 
would not be for His Majeflys Service, the 
Interefl of his Subjects, and their Lordlhips 
Honour, that the Governors jJmld be diveft- 
ed of that Power, as others have been hereto¬ 
fore, and that the Money arifing by Perqui- 
fites of Admiralty, JJmld be levied , collected 
and applied, by fuch Perfons, and to fucb 
Ufes, as their Lordlhips JJoall from Time to 
Time be pleafed to dire ft. 


I am, (Jrc. 

Before I proceed any farther with 
(what I am Tenable will be called) thefe 
feeble Remarks of mine, 1 think my felf 
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bound both in Honour and Probity to ac¬ 
knowledge, that the molt judicious Obfer- 
vations above-recited, were confirmed by 
the long Experience of my late learned Friend 
and Countryman Mr. James Smith, L. L. D. 
and Advocate-General of Carolina. To his 
Memory, therefore, the Publick ftands in¬ 
debted for thefe invaluable Confederations 
on the Confequences of the French fetling 
Colonies on the MijJiJJippi, with refpeft to 
the Trade and Safety of the Engiijh Plan - 
tations in America , and the Wejl-bidies. And 
I fhall quit the Subject in Debate, by an Ap¬ 
plication of two Paflages from the Poet and 
the Orator ,

And then pronounces Cicero , Nam qiu 
rcliqua fpes rnanet libertatis , fi ilhs (jy quod //- 
bet licet ; Et quod libet pojjunt: Et quod 
pojjimt, audent j Et quod audent, faciunt : 
Et quod faciunt , *vobis meltfum non eji . ? 
(Orat. ad. Heren .) 

The foregoing, unanfwerable Obferva- 
tions, of my well-experienced Friend Mr. 
Smith, have only illuftrated my own Re¬ 
marks on the Pollute of the French Affairs, 
which I jdiall now refume : For, in that 

Nation, 
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Nation, it has been always found, that in¬ 
genious and publick fpirited Men have 
been employed in the Dire&ion of all their 
Affairs of Policy ,* and our Countryman, the 
famous Mr. Law, was with the greateft 
AlTiduity racking his fruitful Invention to> 
make them a rich and happy People, pro¬ 
viding Work for the induftrious indigent, 
who were afhimed to beg, in this refem- 
bling another jfofepb, lent before to prelerve 
his Fellow Creatures, railing that Kingdom 
to fuch a Degree, as no Body ever could 
imagine, not many Years ago ; and in fine, 
extending his Concern for the univerfal 
of Mankind. 

B y thefe Means the Regent hath not on¬ 
ly got all the Money in France in his Hands, 
but alfo vaft and immenfe Sums from Great - 
Britain , the Empire , &c. upon which the 
MiJJijJippi Company and Bank are both fe- 
cured, even againft Defpotick Government 
it feif, having made it fo much the Intereft 
of the moft abfolute Government to pre- 
ferve both, that if the King fhouid offer to 
feize either, by his Arbitrary Authori¬ 
ty, it muft infallibly confound and deftroy 
both Government and Subject together. 

U pon thefe two Foundations doth not 
Only the Money, but all the perfonal and 

G 2 real 
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real Eftates of the Kingdom depend, hav¬ 
ing alfo cautioufly provided, that this Stock 
jhall not rile higher than its real Worth, by 
eftablilhing one Office for felling, and ano¬ 
ther for buying at a certain Value, where¬ 
in both Buyer and Seller finds their Advan¬ 
tage, to the utter Confufion of Stock-Job¬ 
bers, fo pernicious to all Nations where that 
Trade is allowed, whereby the People’s 
ConvenienGies and Occafions are much bet¬ 
ter anfwered by the Company it felf, who 
thereby reap the Benefit that our Stock-Job¬ 
bers run away withal. 

Whosoever cannot forefee what bad 
Confequences Great-Eritain may at laft fuf- 
fer from thefe fiupendous Proceedings of 
the French , mud be more than blind, which 
one would think our prefent Minifters do 
not feem to apprehend. 

A n d I think it is none of the leaf! Rea- 
fons we have to be jealous of their exorbi¬ 
tant Power, when fuch a Perfon, above all 
Temptations of Corruption, is not impro¬ 
perly to be laid, at their Helm and Head, 
whom 1 lhall not pretend to make Encomi¬ 
ums upon, his A&ions furpalling all I can 
fay, as much as he hath furpaffed the Rich- 
liens , Mazarines , Colberts , and all other 
bright Men that ever Ihone in France. 

This 
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This is likewife a demonftrative Ar¬ 
gument of the Regent's great Penetration 
above his Neighbours, to comprehend the 
Value of fuch aPerfon, by the Projedsand 
Schemes he had formed to ferve Great-Bri¬ 
tain and other States, which they unhappi¬ 
ly rejeded, but he embraced with all ln- 
couragement, whereby he laid the Founda¬ 
tion to build fuch a Superftrudure upon, as 
the moll ingenious Men we have are not 
only amazed at, but have taken the Spleen, 
which juftly intitles him to be the Nurfing 
Father ol his Country, one of the richeft 
and greatefl Bleflings any Nation can enjoy. 

I f we fall out with France , or they with 
us, which is very pofiible, we fhall find 
them a more powerful Match for us, than 
they were in the late Reigns, and even then 
every Child can remember they were hard 
enough for all Europe, 

N a v, it is more than pofiible, that the 
very Indians will take Part with them at 
laft, for Premiums are poiitickly given to 
all Subjeds that marry Indian Women, by 
which Means, either the Indians will gene¬ 
rate into French , or the French degenerate 
into Indians , which is much the fame 
Thing* 
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\V e have a late Example of the French - 
Influence with them, in the Cataftrophe at 
Carolina, but a few Years ago, where our 
Colony was near deftroyed, which may per- 
luade any Body, that they refolve to run us 
out of all at laft, and if they do not, we 
may thank God and their good Nature on¬ 
ly, tor which, I am afraid, we fhali not 
have too much Reafon to boaft, whenever 
their own Turn is ferved. 

T o thefe Affertions, I propofe to meet 
with fome Objections. 

I. That the Regent is entirely in 
King GeorgeV Intereft, and ready to 
fupport him on all Occasions, againft the 
Pretender. 

I anfwer, He is ready enough to fupport 
him on the Brbijh Throne, becaufe it will 
Contribute to his Intereft, if he takes the fame 
Meafures to fuccced to that of France , in 
Cafe the King fhould die, though at pre- 
fent, he wifely conliders the true Intereft, 
Trade and Riches of his own Country, in 
Oppoftaon to Great-Brita n ; and it were to 
bewiihed, that his glorious Example was 
followed, to befriend his Succeffion to the 
French Crown $ for no other Reafon, but 
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the general lntereft of Europe , and G> eat- 
Britain particularly, to keep the Crowns of 
France and Spain ieparate; but efpecially, 
to keep France from getting into its Hands 
any Thing that belongs to Spain , and to be 
jealous of France's extravagant Power: But 
inftead of that, I think I have proved, that 
we are endeavouring the contrary, for when 
he is Mailer of the Indies, he wants nothing 
but the Spanifh Dominions in Europe , which 
he hath been wife enough to fufferthe Ger¬ 
man and Brttijh Nations to contend for 
again!! the Spaniards , in order to weaken all 
thofe •, for why fhould not we be asfuipi- 
cious now, as we were in the Reign of the 
late King James , whofe Intereft, we all 
knew, was abetted by the late French King, 
though he was Great-Britaitfs inveterate 
Enemy at the fame Time, which alarmed 
the whole Nation, and at lalt ended in tne 
Kings Ruin. 

Ob). 2. Our Apprehenfions and Fears 
will all be at an end upon the general Peace, 
which is expected very fpeedily. 

Anfw. Come when it will, it will never 
anfwer for our late Conduct, nor the great 
Lofs we have luffered ; lor it the Fren.h 
or Dutch have improved lo much upon this 
Conduit, as to have already got, or may 
get thofe Trades out of our Hands', pray 
' G 4 how 
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how (hall we recover them ? Efpecially, if 
Spain be fo incenfed at us, and, perhaps, 
defervedly enough, to lay our Trade into 
their Dominions, under fuch Difadvantages 
as may very probably throw it entirely into 
the Hands of thofe our Rivals, who to be 
fure are always ready to fnatch at all Op¬ 
portunities of that Nature, whereby they 
can either difoblige and prejudge their 
Neighbours, or oblige themfelves; and it 
is certain, that no Peace can prevent France 
from being Matters of the Spanijh Weft- 
Jndies , or at leaft our Trade thereunto, and 
executing their violent Defigns againft our 
American Colonies whenever they pleafe, 
as they have wifely managed this Affair; 
Whereas, had we kept neuter, we Ihould 
have had all Terms and Advantages accord¬ 
ing to our Mind, and obliged Fra?ice to be 
cautious how they offended us; for we have 
lately (through I know not what Counfels) 
given Spain fuch Treatment, as we have 
Reafon to fear they will owe us a perpetual 
Grudge for, when France at the fame 
Time carried on their Part of the War fo 
faintly, as we have good Reafon to be¬ 
lieve it was all a Sham, becaufe the Regent 
hath at laft got it in his Power to make 
what Articles and Stipulations he pleafes, 
not only for the French , but for all the Al¬ 
lies, which will, no doubt, be made ap¬ 
pear 
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pear to all the World, when the Commerce 
is eftablilhed, having fecured to himfelf fuch 
Conditions of Trade, as every wife Prince 
would doubtlefs take care of upon the great 
Advantages we have given him. 

Obj. 3. France , at prefent, has no Fleet,' 
fo we have nothing to fear from them. 

Anf. They are preparing though very 
faft, both buying and building Ships, not 
only in all their own Ports, and in Holland , 
but even in the River Thames. Hath not 
Mr. Law formed a Company to the North 
for all Naval Stores, with a Capital Stock 
of above Fifty Millions, and joined it to 
the Miffijffippi Company ? And their New¬ 
foundland and European Filheries, which 
they are now eftablilhing, will be good 
Nurferies for Seamen, how long pray then 
will they want a Fleet ? 

Obj. 4. B u t we have nothing to fear 
from France , fo long as we have a Check 
upon the Regent , who muft depend upon 
our Alfiftance to make good his Acceflion 
to the Crown, againft Philip , and the He¬ 
reditary Party in that Nation. 

Anf. This Obje&ion is obviated, by the 
King of France's furviving him; but if he 

ihould 
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ftiould die before him, the Regent feems to 
have already taken fuch Meafures as muft 
infallibly render him fo dear to the People, 
that the Hereditary-Right-Party there, muft 
dwindle into nothing j tor it cannot be fup- 
pofed, that any People would defire to 
change a certain, lor an uncertain State of 
Happinds $ and in this Cafe, the Regent 
will not need our Alfiftance, but be at full 
Liberty, and have Power enough to ag¬ 
grandize himfelf and his Kingdom, and put 
what other extenfive Views he pleafes in 
Execution, without any Manner of dread to 
offend us ; and if fuch Meafures were taken 
here, no doubt the fame Influence would 
follow, as to banifli all Thoughts of He¬ 
reditary Right, c'JC- away ; and who knows 
where it may end. 

Obj. 5. Our Woollen Trade, which is the 
Staple of Great-Britain , cannot be en¬ 
croached upon by France , becaufe it is bet¬ 
ter than theirs. 

An\, Our Woollen Manufadures can¬ 
not be fo well managed without a Mixture 
of the Spanijh Wooll, which, when the 
French Monopolizes to themfelves with the 
reft of their Trade, their Woollen Cloth 
will foon be better than ours, and by the 
Lte Meafures, Spam will either be peifuad- 
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ed by Treaty and private Alliances, or be 
forced by War, confidering the french late 
great Improvements, and other Conquefts 
in America , to grant what Conceflions trance 
pleafes to demand. 

For this end, the ingenious Mr. Laiv, is 
promoting,not only the Woollen-Cloth-Ma- 
nufa&ories, but is alio like to rival us in all 
all other Manufactories of Wooll, as Hats, 
Stockings, &c. nay, in all mechanick Trades 
too, as Watch-Makers, Jewelers, Cutlers 
of all Sorts, Carpenters and Smiths for all 
Sorts of Arms, as Founders, (jc. 


H e is alfo forming of Fifhing Compa¬ 
nies, even upon our Coafts, a Trade no 
true Britijh SubjeCt could ever be fatisfied 
with abandoning it to Strangers; for by it 
the Hollanders are become, not only very 
powerful, but even faucy enough to difpute 
our Title to it more than once; but had 
not the Filhing on our Northern Coafts been 
the Means to raife them from poor mean 
Circumftances, to the High and Mighty 
Title and Power they now claim, there 
needed not fuch Pains and Induftry as was 
made to court them into an Alliance with 
us, which they Teemed fo very much to 
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Obi 6 . Our Debts will Toon be paid 
now by the South-Sea Company as well as 
thofe of France. 

Anf. T h o u c h our Miniftry hath en¬ 
deavoured, by following Mr. Law's Ex¬ 
ample, and 1 wilh they may have as good 
Luck, though I doubt they will not, to per- 
fuade us that they are to clear the Nation 
of Debt, by their late Tranfadtions with 
that Company, which is now become their 
Favourite. I remember, upon its firft E- 
redtion they reckoned it a common Nufance, 
as indeed abundance of knowing People, I 
believe not uujuftly, do reckon all publick 
Companies and Monopolies to be. 

’T i s true, its Capital will amount to 
near 5000000, by throwing all the publick 
Debts into it as far as they can; but pray 
what Benefit will the Nation reap by it, for 
the Intereft of our Debts are the fame as 
formerly, and confequently we are no more 
eafed by it than any Man is, who borrows 
from one Friend to pay another. It is very 
convenient fometimes to change Creditors, 
but it may be queflioned, whether it be 
convenient to have feveral Creditors, or 
only one for the fame Sum ? I muft own 
it is an Eafe to have only one to deal with j 

but 
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but having many, perhaps fome of them 
may be more ealy than another ; now we 
have got the South-Sea Company in (lead of 
all the reft, and I wifti them joy; but it 
may be likewife a Qiieftion, If this great 
Corporation will not at laft aflfed all private 
Trade ? 

I will beg Leave to trouble my Reader 
with a merry Obfervation of one of our 
witty News Mongers, upon Stock-Jobbing 
of the publick Debts owing to thofe Com¬ 
panies. Says he. 

The Gamefters meet in Exchange-Al¬ 
ley, and juft as if they were at Box and 
Dice, i8o~ South-Sea Stock is the main, 
which brings in all the Bites to let high, 
and when the Cullies that are not in the Se¬ 
cret, throw at All, they commonly throw 
out, and lofe the Box, which the Bites take, 
and the Setters go round, laying Guineas, 
and mod extravagant Odds upon the Suc- 
cefs; but they cog the Dice, and nick the 
Main, and fo fweep away all the Calh. 

Whereupon the Lofers run almoft mad ; 
one Merchant fits raving, for being Yefter- 
day worth 40000/. and to Day not worth 
a Shilling : Another great Dealer, who, 
perhaps, does not value the Lofs fo much, 

fwears 
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fwears he is Party-bit above 3000 l . and a 
third fwears he hath loft above 20, but will 
never pay a Shilling of it, let them find his 
Effe&s or Perfon if they can, but who 
pities them ? What have Merchants to do 
to turn Gamefters? What have Linen and 
Woollen Men to do with Box and Dice ? 
Thefeare very dilmal Effects 1 

The South-Sea Company being now 
mounted, and become the Englijh Mt'ffiffippi, 
are to pay -all Debts fometime or other if 
they can, though by the Bye, if all our Debts 
were paid, they would be paid too, and 
then where is your South-Sea Company } 

What Advantage is it to Great-Bri - 
tain in general, to have Things fell for 
more than they are worth ? e.g . 

Suppose a Company’s Stock to rife 
to 2 00 per Cent . at this Rate, they may pro- 
pofe to buy the Nation’s Debts well enough, 
fuppofe Annuities, Tallies, &c. if the Sel¬ 
lers, will take one Shilling for two, the 
Buyers may well give Thirty Years Pur- 
chafe for what was worth but Twenty be¬ 
fore . And if the Buyers can put off one 
Shilling at the Rate of Two, they may do 
all this, and get ten Years Purchaie by the 
Bargain. 
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But where will this fall at laft, if new 
Shares muft be created to make thefe Pur- 
chafes, which Shares are vendible in the 
Market, at double the intrinfick Value : 
Pray where will it fall when the Price ra- 
bates? When what is bought for Two Hun¬ 
dred, may fell but at Par ? 

As to any lading Benefit the Company 
propofes by this, methinksit is plain enough, 
that it can never compare with the E'rench 
Eaji-India Company, which muft needs 
have the Afcendant of ours, for thefe Rea* 
fons. 

1. T h e French have at their Helm, a 
Man above all private Views, a perfect 
Judge of Mankind, whofe generous, ex¬ 
tended Thoughts, are employed on proper 
Means to make that Company anfwer the 
great Ends of the Nation, and therefore fuf- 
iers none under him but fuch as are capable 
and fit to manage what is committed to their 
Charge, We hear of no Grievances or Com¬ 
plaints under his Adminiftration from the 
French Colonies, as we hear every Day 
from our own; no fereening or conniving at 
unjuft Governors,

2. Even the Defpotick Government of 
that Nation is an Advantage to him, fince 
thereby he can contrive and execute in one 
Day what muft Coft us Applications to 
Parliament, begging and praying to Mi- 
nifters of State, Favourites at Court, 
&c. befides the proper Arguments that 
muft be ufed with fome leading Man 
or other to carry any Thing into a 
Law, which there is no occaiion for in 
France. 

3. I t will be fcarce poflible to unite our 
great Companies in Britain, becaufe the 
leading Men and Managers of each have 
different Interefts and Views, and lo are al¬ 
ways jealous of one another. 

4. Our publick Stocks lie at the Mercy 
of every Mob News-writer , or other Scrib- 
ler, who, if they but mention the Preten¬ 
der, or any Thing a doing for that Intereft, 
flap, down go the Stocks, as happened but 
in February laft, upon a little trifling Quar¬ 
rel in Scotland , betwixt fome Country Peo¬ 
ple and the Crew of a Merchant-Ship who 
were carrying off fome Corn, the News 
whereof funk South-Sea Stock 13 per dent 
in an Hour*s time, fo that France , by In- 
finuating any Thing in their Gazette, or 

other wife 
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otherwile that may difpleafe or vex us, can 
affeft our Stocks when they will. 

Nay, we are fo fond of Companies and 
fuch Trade now, that our Houfe of Com¬ 
mons are forced to interpofe, in order to 
prevent People’s fubferving to Chimerical 
Companies, into this the whole Nation 
are running mad, which a wife Man would 
not venture a Shilling upon. 

I wifli we were wife enough to recovet 
as much of our Lofies as we can, by im¬ 
proving what God Almighty has laid to 
our Door, to the belt Advantage, which 
our unkind Neighbours never thank us for, 
tho’ they are obliged by folemn Treaty to 
pay us a yearly Tribute upon that Account* 
which, if it was improved, would doubt- 
lefs in fome Meafure, not only alleviate 
our other intolerable Burdens, but likewife 
juftly add not a little to our Power. 

T o illuftrate this Point, I lhall ftate A 
Comparifon betwixt the French and us, how 
unequally we both carry on the War again!! 
Spain, and upon fome Branches of our Bri- 
iijh Manufactures at Home, and inform the 
Reader, what Reafon the Woollen Fac¬ 
tors have to Complain, and what Caufe 
ought to be afligned for the lamentable De¬ 
cay of that Trade. 

H jVlojt 
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Most Governments in Europe ,but efpe- 
cially France , make their benevolent propi¬ 
tious Thoughts go along with the Mer¬ 
chant’s Induftry ; but with us, the Govern¬ 
ment’s Thoughts are feldom employed that 
Way, leaving it altogether to the Induftry 
of the Merchants, who have at prefent to 
llruggle with the Inconveniencies they are 
latery plunged into for inftance, the French 
are at War with Spain , as well as we, the 
French feize none of their Ships at Sea, 
nor they of the French ; the Spaniards feize 
none of their Effects in Spain , nor they of 
the Spaniards in France ; the Trench have no 
Fleet againfc the Spa?iiards , and fo are free 
of all that Charge. 

But we carry on the War both by Land 
and Sea, and prohibit all Commerce with 
Spain , they feize all our Effe<5is both in Old 
Spain and New, and prohibit Trade with 
us, whereas the Trade betwixt them and 
France goes on, notwithftanding, which 
mull Convince every Body of the vaft Ad¬ 
vantages the French have over us in this 
War. 

From this unequal Management, Ex¬ 
pence, and Advantage betwixt France and 
us in this War, a Stranger would readily 

fup pole

fuppofe that our Counfellors in this Affair 
had been bribed to propofe fuch Meafures 
as were taken, diredly tending to anfvver 
all the Ends that the Ambition or Co- 
vetoufneE of trance could wifh for, and 
truly fince the H Handers have fo much 
handling in our Affairs, and are fo much 
ufed to receive Prefents from the good na- 
tured People of Great-Britain, it is reafon- 
able enough to fuppofe they had a fel¬ 
low feeling with their Brethren- foreigners, 
which their too good Nature could not re¬ 
fill, and it c.mnot be denied, but fuch good 
Service to France deferved a great deal of 
Gold. 

From the whole I infer, that it is too 
plain, every Thing goes againft our Inte- 
reft, from what Means, Couniei, or Advice, 
if no Body will join with me, let them find 
it out themfelves, what other Way they 
can, our Comparting Sea and Land to fup- 
prefs a Nation, which it is fo much our In- 
terell to preferve from failing a Prey to 
another, whole ftupendous Power we have 
fo much Reafon to dread, belides their po¬ 
litick Induflry, which we fhall find at iaft 
more pernicious than all that the dull proud 
Spaniards can Contrive, whofe lazy Indo¬ 
lence is fo much the more our Advantage, 
that we are thereby rendred their Manu- 

H 2. (usurers 
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fa&urers and Carriers, to the vaft Inereafe 
of our Wealth and Trade, which mud de¬ 
cay proportionably, with whatfoever Ad¬ 
vantages and Additions the French make 
to their Power and Strength in America , 
whereby they can check the Spaniard when 
they find it convenient: And if it be true, 
that they have by virtue of the late Treaty 


procured a Trade to the SpaniJJj 



Wejl-Indies. Iam afraid Britain will have 
too much Reafon to dread the Confe- 
quences, which as naturally follows upon 
it, as that every Blow we gave Spain, was 
a Wound to our own Vitals. 

I muft be bold to call him a bafe Pnilo- 
fopher, that will offer to conclude from any 
of thefe Premiffes, that 1 am any Way in 
the Intereft of Spain, farther than it inter¬ 
feres with that of Great-Britain j I have 
not the leaf! Inclination that Way, nor do 
I like any Thing in the Spaniards , but their 
Indolence, their Idienefs and Pride, which 
renders them uncapable to Rival us in any 
Thing, and makes them more eafy to be 
dealt with by any of their Neighbours, 
who are fo earned: to get that Trade into 
their Hands. 

But I mud only add upon this Head, 
that it is a melancholy Reflection which all 

true 
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true born Subjeds muft have upon our 
late Advices from Paris , that France hath 
agreed to Preliminaries of Peace with Spain, 
without Confulting us: And if it be true, 
that we are to deliver up Gibraltar and Mi¬ 
norca to the Spaniard^ our Mediterranean 
Trade will be rendred Precarious, ($c. 

I t is but a trifling Objedion that our 
Trade to the Sir eights will be as fecure 
now, as when Spain polTeffed thele Forts 
formerly, becaufe Spain for this Hundred 
Years were, generally fpeaking, in Friend- 
fhip with us. And confequently it was 
our Intereft then, to take part with them, 
and defend them from France, from whom 
we had mod Mifchief to apprehend ; but 
now France and Spain being likely to join 
together, we have much more to fear than 
ever we had, the Preliminaries being fo ve¬ 
ry much to our Prejudice^what have we to 
exped from the enfuing Treaty, where out 
chief Rivals the French will Carve out for 
us what they pleafe, and turn the Balance 
into their own Hands, which all the World 
knows was very lately in ours j when they 
courted us to lave them from their potenr 
Neighbours in the late War. But at that 
Time we carved and did what we pleafed, 
not only for all the Allies concerned in the 
late War,but even for all Europe , what a Pi- 

H 3 nacle 
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nacle of Rcfpett and Honour are we fallen 
from. To be rendred fo cheap and con¬ 
temptible in the Eye of the World ? By 
buffering France to lnfult and Treat us as 
they do c> Or, how is it poilible that France y 
or indeed any Nation can retain that Opi¬ 
nion of, or regard to us, as when we adted 
like our felves? When they fee us thus 
patiently fuller Abufes and Affronts by 
thofe whom ail Nations defpife ? They are 
thereby encouraged to offer fuch Indignities 
to our Honour and Trade, as this famous 
Treaty betwixt France and Spain will tefti- 
fy while the World endures, for which we 
may thank our own Indolence and Indul¬ 
gence to thofe Foreigners at Home, whom 
the French and Dutch already have, and all 
other Nations Abroad will from thence 
take all Opportunities to Practice upon. 

But to proceed as I promifed, to com¬ 
pare our Woollen Trade with other Mann* 
fa&ures at Home, which are all languifh- 
ing together, more efpecially the Woollen, 
as the many Petitions to the Houfe of Com¬ 
mons from moft of the Towns and Corpo¬ 
rations in the Kingdom teft ify, reprefenting 
the miferable Condition of that Manufacto¬ 
ry, that many Hundreds and Thoulands of 
Families are flarving thro’ the decay of it. 


It 
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It is true, the Woollen Manuf <ftory 
was always juftly reputed the Life and Soul 
of the Kingdom, and whenever that is af¬ 
fected, the whole Nation nuift futfcr p:o- 
portionably, but our Manufactories have 
been lately affected all alike j and it may 
be fuppofed, that before they ftarve, they 
will fall upon the rich People of the Na¬ 
tion j and perhaps any Body that they fancy 
have more Money than themfelves, the 
\V eavers have aheady begbn ; and no doubt, 
without a Remedy, they will not want Fol¬ 
lowers. 

But ftnce molt People have been lately 
employed in giving their Opinion upon this 
melancholy Subject of the Weavers, both 
in Word and Writing, feme imputing the 
decay of their Trade to the Callicoes, 

Some to one Thing, lome to another ; I 
hope the Reader will allow me to throw in 
my Mite among the reft, for, with humble 
Submiflion to their Judgments, I think they 
have all put it upon the wrong Foot. 

I n order therefore to find out the true 
Caufe of this Decay of Trade, which pro¬ 
duces fo many Complaints to the Parlia¬ 
ment, and indeed every where, that a pro 
per Remedy may be applied j I (hall firft 

H 4 let 
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let the Reader know, why I think thofe 
cannot be the juft Caufes of the Weaver’s 
Complaints, which have been lately Af- 
ftgned, and then I lhall endeavour to let 
him know what the true Reafon rnuft be, 
not only of the Weaver’s want of Bufinefs 
and Decay of Trade, but of all other Ma¬ 
nufactories whatfoever. 

It is agreed, that the Women’s late 
univerfal Wear of Callicoe and ftamped 
Linnen is the firft Caufe, not confulting 
that they have given more Reprifals to the 
Weavers by their aftuming the old Irijh 
Garb of Riding-hood and Mantle at the 
fame Time, and quilted Petticoats, which 
all Ranks and Qualities have run into with¬ 
in this five Years, inftead of Scarfs and 
Hives, which are not worn ten Parts in ele¬ 
ven fo much as they ufed to be, and me- 
thinks they ought to be thanked for their 
Hoops too, as making their other Petti¬ 
coats, which are generally of Wool, at leaft 
lined with it, much wider than formerly. 

And this Anfwer alone in behalf of the 
Linnen, ought to favour the Petitions from 
Scotland for that End, at leaft prevent all 
Prohibitions, or ReftriCHons upon it, it be¬ 
ing the ProduCf of Britifl') and even of Eng - 
UJh Ground more than formerly, and con- 

fequently 
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fequently employs as many Hands propor¬ 
tionally in Spining, Whitening, P111 * , 
Stamping, and even in Weaving, (jyc. as 
the other does, fo as to relieve the Wood 
at the Expence of the Linnen, would be to 
Plunder one Subjedt to relieve another. 

Besides, the Duties arifing to the Go¬ 
vernment from Callicoes and damped Lin¬ 
nen, amount to above 80000 l. and the D - 
ties from Pot-Aflies when imported, and 
upon Soap when Manufadlured, all whicii 
amount to a vaft Sum, and being now ap¬ 
propriated Funds, they muft in this Cafe 
be fupplied by other new Taxes j but what 
an immenfe Sum this muft be, every Body 
will foon be convinced when he looks 
into the Cuftom-houfe Books, and confi- 
ders what a vaft Confumption of Soap the 
Stamping and Printing of Callicoes and 
Linnen requires. 

A n d if the Importation of Callicoe from 
the Eajl-lndies be dilcharged, becaufe it is 
the Produdt of another Country, then they 
cannot take fo much of our Manufadtures, 
and confequently the Exportation of our 
Woollen Cloth will be prevented to tbefe 
Parts, and the Eaji-India Trade and Com¬ 
pany muft be much weakned, who have ak 
ways carried vaft Quantities of the Woollen 
Cloth there. ~ Now 
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Now what fli-.ll be afligned as the true 
Rcafcn of their Decay of Trade $ Which 
rray be called univerfal, for the Linnen- 
T)rapers, Printers, Stampers, Soap-boilers, 
fie will have as much Reafon to cry out 
very f>on, as the Weavers, Woollen-Dra- 
p. rs, or any other Trade whatfoever, with¬ 
out a Ipeedy and effc dual Cure, if vve do not 
lickon the Interruption of our Trade with 
Miifa'Vy and Spain to be one, it not the 
fi.ft and chief Cuufe? Which no Body can 
deny, if it be allowed that tyain and its 
Plantations alone confumes above halt the 
Mar.ufadures of Great-Britain, which I 
lay down as an Hypothefis agreed to by the 
nioft knowing Merchants in the Kingdom. 

Perhaps fome may think it another 
C-.ufe of the Decay of our Home Manu¬ 
factures, that His Majefty’s foreign Affairs 
calls him Abroad fo often, and that before 
his Birth-Day and returning after his Coro¬ 
nation $ both which Days, efpecially the 
firft, Occalions a prodigious Conlumption 
of all Sorts of Cloth and every Manu- 
fadure, efpecially by People of Fortune 
and Perfons of Quality, who not only take 
an Opportunity to travel with him, but 
fome of them are obliged to attend him 
either by virtue of their Office, or by his 
Command. W £ 
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We have nothing for it but Patience; 
Weavers, Linnen-Drapers, and all o< us till 
the °eneral Peace : and then the leal Caule 
of this juft Lamentation will appear very 
plain, if the French or Dutch be not before¬ 
hand with us; and in that Cafe indeed our 
Misfortunes and Lofs of that Trade will 
be irretrievable, till fome Door or other 
open for our Relief, which I vvifh the Wif- 
dom of the Nation may ftiine thro’ all in 
good Time. Let us fit down with Allies 
on our Heads and Sackcloth on our Loins, 
after the antient Cuftom till that Time 
come, as being litter for our prefent Cir- 
cumftances, than either Woollen, Linen, or 
fuch line Manufacture at all. 

But according to Promife and the Rea¬ 
der’s Expectation, as we have accounted for 
the Reaions of the Decay of our Tiade 
and Manufactures at Home, Why Ihould 
not allb the Caufe of the Interruption 
and Decay of our Trade and Commerce 
Abroad be told, as the Caufe of the other ? 

The true Reafon of this Decay of our 
Foreign-Trade , and all other our Misfor¬ 
tunes and Lofles whatloever, muft be fixed 
foinewhere, and as it is a Maxim in Law, 
that the King can do no wrong , fo we can¬ 
not

not Charge His Majefty with fuch grofs 
Errors and Miftakes. No, God forbid, be- 
fides fuch, as we muft: reckon the Caufes 
of thefe woful Effeds, are not at all fuited 
to His Majefty s Intereft as King of Great - 
Britain , much lefs to the Intereft of Great - 
Britain in General; but as the fame Maxim 
allows all Errors and Miftakes in Govern¬ 
ment, Crimes and Mifdemeanors, of every 
Kind to be laid upon the Backs and Shoul¬ 
ders of his Counfellors and Miniftry: I be¬ 
lieve we need go no farther for the true 
Reafon and Caufe, but as His Majefty muft 
be clear even from the Sufpicion of all fuch 
Miftakes, 'not only by virtue of his fa- 
cred Perfon, but alfo becaufe it is neither 
his Intereft nor his Kingdoms i fo likewife, 
from the laft of thefe Reafons muft his Bri- 
tijh Miniftry and Council be cleared, be¬ 
caufe, as no doubt, His Majefty hath a vaft 
Regard to the Intereft of Great-Britain , fo 
to be fure they can have no lefs Regard to 
it, and His Majefty too. 

But it is too obvious, that fuch 
Confequences and real Fads bad as they 
are, muft be produced and proceed from 
another Caufe, which it is as obvious, let 
it be what it will, was exadly Calculated 
to Foreign Meridian /. And confequently 
if the Fads and Condufions already men¬ 
tioned,. 
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tioned, tho’ never fo bad, be but true, Fo¬ 
reigners mull be the only Caufe and Foun¬ 
tain from whence they fpring, and fo i am 
afraid, the cogent Reafons we have been 
hunting for all this Time, will be fixed 
upon the Backs and Shoulders of the Ger¬ 
man Council and Miniftry, as I ihall illus¬ 
trate in a few more Particulars. 

But being afraid it might give Offence 
to affirm that the Germans have the leaf!: 
influence upon our Britifi Councils, I fhall 
only confine my felf to a few Fads from 
which l fhall not deviate a P<$int, with¬ 
out any other Application then what the 
Reader pleafeth. 

R — W -— Efquire had got a Patent for 
the Reverfion of a Place in the Cnftoms to 

his Son, which Mr. R -beforementioned 

being informed of, he told Mr. JV -— that 
he was in Terms of difpofing it to another 
for 1500/. and would let Mr .IV -—have 
it for the fame Sum if he pleafed: And 
upon Mt.JV -—’s contemptibly rejecting his 
Propofal, he refented it fo, that Mr. JV — 
was turned out of his own publick Polls, 
and of all Favour at Court, even at a Time 
when he was about to execute a generous 
Publick good, to leffen the Debts of the 
Nation.

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If this be Fa< 5 t, how formidable mutt 
the united Power of Foreigners be, when 
this Fellow who is but an Underftrapper to 
the reft, was able to make a Britijh Mini- 
fter of State fall a Sacrifice to his Refent- 
ment, by refigning his Pofts. 

I t is very well known, that Mr. B — 
was a Favourite of the Gm//tf»f,(and I be¬ 
lieve no Body had more Occafion to be 
convinced of it than my felf, in my Late 
Prccefs abovementioned j) So great, that 
Sir Cbriflopher Wren the famous Articheft, 
who contrived the (lately Edifice of St. 
Paul's Church, and finiihed it in his own 
Time, was turned out of his Employment 
of being Matter of the King’s Works, which 
he had poftefled with great Reputation ever 
fince the Reftoration,to make Way for this 
Favourite of Foreigners. 

Some Time afterwards, Mr. B -- fell 

under the Dilpleafure of the hoiife of Lords , 
who thereupon in the Year 1719, addrefled 
His Majefty to remove and profecute him; 
and upon His Majefty’s gracious Anfvver to 
this Complaint, he not only ordered the 

faid Mr. B -to be removed from his 

Employment, but profecuted according to 
Law. Whereupon none doubted but this 

Gentle- 
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Gentleman was to be brought to juftice ac¬ 
cordingly. But though he was removed, 
inftead" of bein^ prolecuted, he was pre- 
fented with the Wharf of U^t e-Hall, worth 
yearly above 1500 /. tor Thirty Years. 

I lhall not trouble the Reader with more 
(of a great many) luch ungrateful Exam¬ 
ples of~ For ign bifolence , and am foiry 1 have 
had lo many to give, but hope he will in¬ 
dulge me the Liberty to make a few necef- 
fary Reflections, out of a Vuft Number I 
fhail leave to himfe-lf. 

From fuch FaCts and Premifles, fome 
Peop e will be apt to conclude, that our 
Bnti'h Miniftry may be affc&ed fo far, as 
to have Changes, Breaches and Alterations 
made in it, as there was about that Time 
when R— W -— Efq; was upon the Head 
of the Treafury. 

Why do not the Foreigners gratify 
their Favorites privately, fo as all the World 
fliould not know it, iince they have fo ma¬ 
ny Means to do it, even the Privy-Purfe in 
their Hands c* No, they are fo arrogant, th t 
a publick Statue or Monument mud be 
ereCted upon the Ruins of what ought to 
befo dear to every British Subject, and the'r 
Authority and Credit proclaimed by Sou d 
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of Trumpet, to let all Foreign Princes and 
States know, that they are the only Peo¬ 
ple to apply to in Britijh Affairs of the 
greateft Confequence; that they have 
Power enough to trample upon and evade, 
even Addrejjes of Parliament , and the King’s 
moft gracious Anfwers. 

Pray let me ask the candid Reader^ 
What they can propofe by this ? It needs no 
Anfwer, for every Body knows, that there¬ 
by they have found their Accompt, and 
that Foreign Princes have already taken the 
Hint accordingly, as appears in our publick 
Prints, by the Abbot Du Bois Letter to the 
Marquis Scotti, which informs us, “ That 
<c His Britannick Majefly’s great Minijler , 
cc M onfr. Schaub, was to be applied to in 
<c the Treaty of Peace with Spain, having 
fC Credentials , and all the Trufi repofed in him 
ec for that End . 

Strange! that in an Affair of fuch Con- 
fequenGe, nay, of the laft Confequence to 
Great- Britain , which concerns the very Ef- 
fence, the very Life and Soul of it, not a 
Subject of Great-Britain could be found to 
underhand, or capable to treat of fuch Mat¬ 
ters fo well as a Foreigner, to whole Coun¬ 
try neither the leaf!: Detriment or Advan¬ 
tage could redound, other wife than by find- 
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ing fome private Accompts at our Ex¬ 
pence. 

Leaving this Matter to the Manage¬ 
ment of fuch a Perfon, was of greater 
Confequence to the Nation, than giving 
him the greateft Port of Profit and Honour 
in it, though it is even exprefly againft that 
very Aft of Parliament which brought them 
among us. 

After this, what Opinion muft Fo¬ 
reign Princes or States have of us, while 
we fuffer Intruders thus to Lord it over us, 
and to have fuch Dealing in our Affairs of 
greateft Moment, even in our Arcana bn - 
peril ? For no People muft expedt to be treat¬ 
ed, but according to the Value they feem to 
put upon themfelves. And if France ihould 
offer to do us any Wrong, or ufe us difre- 
fpedfully in the prefent Treaty of Peace , (as 
they have certainly done) we have our dear 
felves only to blame for it; for why ihould 
not they have their private Dealings with

as well as other People ? 

B u t I am fo loaded and opprefled upon 
other People’s Accounts as well as my own, 
that I muft trouble the Reader with a few 
more of our Sufferings.

Those 
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Those Foreign Gentry are not content¬ 
ed to amafs immenfe Sums from the Sale of 
publick Pofls and Offices , but alfo from the 
Sale of Titles of Honour , as their Brokers 
running about to make Bargains for Nobi¬ 
lity and Knighthood, can teftify ; and I 
doubt not to prove, that they have received 
conliderable Sums from feveral of our rich, 
vain-glorious Subjects, for Patents of Ho¬ 
nour , which they have not yet procured, as 
the CommiJJiomvs of Bankrupts , whoinfpeCt- 
ed Sir JoJ'epb Hedges's Books, have found. 

Their Avarice doth not reft here, but 
extends to our Colonies in America , where 
they appoint and continue fome Governors 
at Plea lure, not only exacting vaft Sums, 
but likewife receiving the Revenues ordered 
by the Publick to fupport them, and leav¬ 
ing the People only to the Governors, to 
be fleeced at Difcretion, which occah'ons lo 
many dreadful Complaints as are herein be¬ 
fore-mentioned. 

But 1 forefeeotherConlequences which 
fome may deduce from this Covetoufnels, 
particularly from their difpohng of the Re- 
verfion of Publick Pofls and Places through 
the Kingdom, that it will be out of the 
Power of the Succefli.r to the Crown , to re¬ 
ward 
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ward fuch as may deferve well of him, or 
their Country. 

That the Acl of Parliament is eluded, 
which exprefly provides, that notie but Na¬ 
tives of Great-Britain Jhall be capable to en - 
joy a?r) Port of Profit or Truft, or be Mem¬ 
bers of either Houfe of Parliament. 

That our Indulgence may, perhaps^ 
at laft, encourage them to attempt to fell 
our Properties our Liberties and even our 
EJlates , for they have as good Right to do 
that, as what they have done. 

I f any thoughtlefs, abandoned Wretch, 
who, perhaps, reaps forne Gleanings of a 

G- n Harveft, ihould objeft, That they 

actually enjoy no Pojl contrary to the g,o- 
rious Ad of Settlement , 

I anfwer, Thofe who have the Power to 
fell, and adually difpofe of fuch Ports and 
Offices, and to Pocket the Money ariling 
from them, may be much more properly 
laid to enjoy them, than any Bntifh Sub¬ 
ject, who cannot poflefs above two or three 
Places at once, whereas too many* of the 
- r Qraality have fold many Hundreds.

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I refer the Reader to all other Fads, 
Confequences, Refledions, private Parti¬ 
culars, &c. of their Tranfadions fince they 
came to Great-Britain , which Ihall be pub- 
lilhed in good Time. 

But what Ihall I fay, or what would 
our noble Ancellors have faid, had they 
feen fuch Things then, who led Armies 
againft their Enemies, fubdued Kingdoms, 
conquered Provinces, over-run Countries, 
ruined and fubjeded Towns, Cities, and 
fortified Places, and exaded Tribute in fo 
many Nations Abroad ? 

I hope it will not be unacceptable to let 
the Reader know, that I have obferved 
my felf, when upon my Travels, efpecially 
in Germany , that there was always more 
refped paid to a BritiJJ: Gentleman, than a 
Baron of the Empire, or a French or Italian 
Marquis; and their Reafons were, That 
Great-Britain kept the Ballance of Power 
in Europe, and that its Natives were the 
only free Subjeds of Cbriftendotn , enjoying 
greater Privileges and Immunities than 
any other: But 1 am afraid they will have 
another Opinion of us now, when they 
hear how Foreigners would Lord it over us, 
and that few of us can have any Poft, ei¬ 
ther of Honour or Profit, but what they re¬ 
ceive 
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ceive Money for. Some G -« Barons 

Two or Three Ladies, a French Refugee, 
and their Valets and Underftrappers, (Jc, 

I find my felf at the Repetition of this, fo 
affeded, that I am forced to flop and cry 
out, in Imitation of DuD/d’sLamentation for 
the Death of Saul and Jonathan, Tell it not 
at Hockftadt, nor publifh it in thefe Party of 
Europe and America, where the Britilh 
Arms have carried their Terror, left the French, 
Bavarians, and other Entities of the Britilh 
Glory, triumph and rejoice. 

I muft confefs, I fiiould be alhamed to 
return to thofe Places where I have feen 
my felf, and Country, fo much refpe&ed ; 
and truly, I cannot fee how we can anfwer 
either to our Country or Pofterity, thus to 
fuffer tamely fuch Indignities from thofe, 
whofe Fathers (our renowned and worthy 
Predeceffors, if I may lawfully ufe Job's 
Exprefiion) would not have fet with the 
Dogs of their Flock. 

Neither is it unworthy of Obferva- 
vation, That the general Sentiments and 
Apprehenfionsof one Age, differs from ano¬ 
ther,as appears from the Jealoufies which the 
Old Whigs (as Mr. Secretary Addifcn juftly 
(filed them) have in all Reigns entertained,of 

1 3 the 
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the fatal Confequences to be apprehended 
from Foreign-Councils. For this may be fafely 
faid, That Foreigners would never hazard 
either their Fortunes or Lives in Defence of 
Old England; and 1 doubt not, but every 
Reader will join with me, That neither the 
King of Great-Britain, no r the Nation, will 
ever ba happy ’till They be removed ; for I 
thank God, I have fo much BritifJj Blood in 
my Veins, and Duty to my King and Country 
in my Breaft, as to look upon fuch as are 
Enemies to either, to be mine too. 

I muft requefl the Reader’s Patience to 
obferve farther. That our Predecelfors va¬ 
lued, and let even their Lives and Fortunes 
at nought, for the lntereft and Honour of 
their King and Country. 

I hope this Spirit is not quite gone ; fure- 
ly we are not fo degenerated to continue in 
' this State of Indolence and ibameful Indul¬ 
gence to Aliens; I wifli they may be fatis- 
fied of thofe Fads I have reprefented, and 
apply to themfelves the Saying of Jofeph's 
Brethren, JVe aye finely guilty , laid they, 
concerning cm- Brother, in that we [aw the 
Anguifh of his Soul, and would not hear ; 
Therefore is all this E n :il come upon us. 
And I vvifh they may be alfo latisfied, that 
it is ftill in * their Power to do Juftice,

both to the Honour and Intereft of their 
Country j for a Britifo Parliament can make 
a great Man tremble at any Time; not on¬ 
ly by calling them to Account for his 
Male-Adminiftration, but alfo by prevent¬ 
ing any finiftrous Defigns upon our prefent 
happy EJlabli foment, of which the Houfe of 
Comment hath very lately given a Proof, to 
their immortal Honour, for moft People 
know for what End, and by whom , the 
Peerage-Bill was calculated. One Tiling I 
mufthere remark. 

I remember, my Lord Belhaven , in his 
Speech to the laft Union-Parliament of Scot¬ 
land, foretold many Things, which to the 
great Grief of, at lead: one Part of the 
Nation, are actually come to pals, though 
he was ridiculed as a Dreamer by fome, 
who without reflecting on them, I dare fay, 
are now of my Mind, and to our Regret, 
have feen too much of that Speech verified ; 
and, I am afraid, are not without dreading 
other fatal Confequences, perhaps not far 
of, but I pray God we may be deceived. 
As I before declared, I hope none that know 
me, will believe I have faid any Thing with 
the leaft Defign to fpirlt up the People a- 
gainft the Government ; No, let that be as 
far from my Imagination as my Intention, 
which is only to endeavour that thefe Evils 

I 4 may 
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may be removed, which threaten the well 
Being of this Nation ; For my Part, 1 fhall 
never think them either good Patriots or 
Subjects, who have it in their Power, and 
yet will not exert themfelves to ferve their 
King and Country, and contribute their 
utmoft Endeavours to remove the Caufes 
of this growing Evil. 

I fhall only add, that it would be but 
a poor Satisfa&ion to this deluded Na¬ 
tion (a } amide of the Poitovians ) to drive 
the Enemy out of our Territories, after 
they have ruined and plundered it; for, if 
Things go on as they do, we muft be far¬ 
ther Taxed to make up the Funds that are 
become deficient , from our loft Trade with 
Mufcovy and Spain , &c. 

Therefore to clofe this Topick, the 
only Expedient I can advile for putting an 
End to all faftious Struggles for Power, is 
fo to order Affairs, that the Offices, Em¬ 
ployments, and Dignities of the State, may 
be the Rewards of Merit; and not the 
Prize of one , or the other Party, as it 
chances to get the upper Hand. For, as it 
hath been noticed by my old and valuable 
Acquaintance, Dr. £)’ Avenant, in his In¬ 
comparable EjJay upon the Ballance of Pow¬ 
er. There is no furer Mark that a Go¬ 
vernment 
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vernment is near its utter Deftruttion, than 
when the People are obferved to be care- 
lefs and unconcerned at a Time, when they 
are prelfed and encompafled with Dangers 
of the higheft Nature. 

Many of the firft Rank, for Birth, 
Parts, Title and Fortune, inftead of bend¬ 
ing their Thoughts how to ferve their Coun¬ 
try, are either meanly contriving how a 
Change may be made, whereby they may 
better themfelves, or, which is as bad, they 
may imagine all will be well if a few of 
their Friends are at the Helm, as if any 
Good to the Publick could be expe&ed from 
a little fhifting of Hands, at a Sealbn when 
nothing can prevent our Ruin, but an en¬ 
tire Change in the very Principles and Mea- 
fures by which our Minifters have lately 
governed. 

N o fmall Proportion of our Gentry have 
neglected and loll their Country-Intereft 
by hawking after Preferments at Court, fo 
that Elections come to be made at Ran¬ 
dom, without any Regard to Virtue or 
Merit; at which we are not to Wonder, 
when the Gentlemen have taught their 
Neighbours to fell their Votes by a long 
Practice of expofing to Sale their own 
Voices in St. Stephen’s Chapel, If any fugh 

get

get into Parliament, they never believe it 
goes ill with the Kingdom, if it goes but 
well with them. Their Eflates in Land 
are not fo much the Object of their Care, 
as by what fervile Arts they may keep their 
Employments, or by what Treachery they 
may deferve better Polls; this leads them 
to be indifferent in what relates to the 
common Welfare : If their Purfes feel hea¬ 
vy, they take little Thought of what be¬ 
comes of the Ballance of Europe , nor to 
which fide the Scale inclines. If we re- 
prefent to them the Growth and Power 
of France , and the Dangers that threaten 
England , they are not at the leall alarmed, 
as knowing they have got wherewithal to 
buy their own Peace, and to recommend 
them to another Mailer. 

W e now remain under the fame thought- 
lefs Security as Saltift tells us Rowe was in, 
when Cat aline 1 s Confpiracy was hatched and 
ready to break out The bufy Men of the 
Town , they , who talk and appear mofi about , 
have a different Intercft from that of their 
Country. They neither mind Peace nor 
War, but as their Bank , New, cr Old Eafl- 
hidia Stock may be affedted; the Interell 
of Europe weighs nothing with them, in 
Companion of the Interell upon tneir Tal¬ 
lies. They are not at all concerned when 
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it is represented to them, that France in a 
very fhort Time may iupplant us in our 
Spamjh and Turkey Trades. And, they 
think it a fhorter Cut, a fafer Voyage, and 
a much more profitable Traffick, ro deal 
between the Exchange and the Exchequer. 

It is to be feared, thatjjf late Years, by 
making the higheft Stations of the King¬ 
dom the Rewards of Treachery and bale 
Compliance, by bribing Members of Par¬ 
liament with Penfions and Places, and by 
the immenfe Gains which a negligent and 
corrupt Miniftry has fuffered private Men 
to make out of the Kingdom’s Treafure, 
almoft all Ranks of Men are come to be 
depraved in their Principles. And to own 
a fad Truth, none are afhamed of having 
notorioufly robbed the Nation; nay, it is 
gone fo far, that Prefatory-Panegy rich are 
granted to thofe who have been accufed in 
Parliament, upon Crimes for which they 
may fome Day be brought to Anfwer; the 
little publick Spirit that remained among 
us, is, in a manner quite extinguiflicd. 
Every one is upon the ferape for himfelf, 
without any Regard to his Country, each 
cheating, raking, and plundering what lie 
can, and in a more profligate Degree than 
ever yet was known. In ihort,'this Self- 
Intereft runs thro’ all our Actions, and mixes 
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in all our Councils, and if truly examined, 
is the very Rife and Spring of all our pre- 
fent Mifchiefs. 

I will venture to fay from the Time of 
the Norman lnvafion, we never had a more 
difmal View before us: We are rent afun- 
der by Factions, which are ftill maintained 
and fomented by thofe who are apprehen- 
<ive, their defired A&ions, and other Crimes 
againft the Publick, would receive con¬ 
dign Punifliment, if once honeft Men could 
be brought to underftand one another; 
we are every Day threatened with Attempts 
from Abroad, and at bell there is but a fuf- 
pedled Peace between us and our Power¬ 
ful Neighbours. 

This SPEC ULU M, exadtljr repre- 
fents our prefent Grievances, tho’ made 
above Twenty Years ago, and at a Time 
when Foreigners too much engrolfed the 
Immortal King W1LLIA M, of which, 
that truly fagacious Prince was fully fenfi- 
ble when he bequeathed to thefe Kingdoms 
that invaluable Legacy of eternal Succeffors 
(it is hoped) arifing out of the moft Illu- 
ftrious Houfe of Ha?iover } and that the 
Corner Stone of which Building, his pre¬ 
fent moft Gracious Majefty, may be late

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removed from its Place, is the hearty and

W Hoever rightly Confiders and du¬ 
ly Weighs the Keafons with which 
we lay Open thefe P RO PO SALS, mud 
difcover, they are Calculated for no other 
Defign than a Publick Good to the King¬ 
dom of Great-Britain in general$ Tho’ 
they will affuredly bring to every particu¬ 
lar Adventurer that fhall come into them 
the greateft Profit. 

W e have pitched upon fuch M anufatfo- 
tics that are in themielves highly Improv¬ 
able, and in their Confumption moft Sta¬ 
ple : They will give Employment to our 
Poor, and prevent a Foreign Importa¬ 
tion upon us: They will improve our 
Lands, and circulate Money anrongft thofe' 
who languilh under the want of a Pub- 
lick Spirit to relieve Them.

That thefe Manufadories may always 
Flourifh, and that the Benefit they will af¬ 
ford us may extend it felf beyond what 
we can our felves expend ; We have cho!e 
Nortk-Britain to let Them up in, where 
all Things concur to produce Workman- 
fhip at the very Loweft Price, and where 
Labour is fo cheap, that no Country can 
Under-fell us: A COUttttT whofe Great 
and Wife Patriots have always had the Bu- 
finefs of Trade and Manufactories fo much 
at Heart, as by a continued Series of Ads 
of Parliament to grant very Large and be¬ 
neficial Privileges, to any Societies or Com¬ 
panies that fliall unite Themfelves to carry 
on any Branch of Trade, and have as wife¬ 
ly taken Care to preferve thofe Privileges, 
and to confirm all Ads made in their Fa¬ 
vour, and all Laws which give any Sanc¬ 
tion to National Undertakings, where the 
good of the Subjeds lhall be promoted as 
a private Right of Property to all Subjeds 
by the Ad of Union ; Which Ad does fur¬ 
ther declare a Communication of all Rights^ 
Privileges, and Advantages, which do or 
may belong to the Subjeds of either King¬ 
dom. 
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W e do not propofe our Stock larger 
than the Nature of the Bufinefs requires, 
from whence we fhall make appear, That 
our Purpofe is not to draw needlefs and 
extravagant Sums from our Partners, more 
to iupport Stock-Jobbing than really to

These being the Conditions upon which 
we build our Foundations, we fhall fubrnit 
our felves to whatever Degrees of Encou¬ 
ragement our Fellow Subje&s will afford 
us, having all our Affairs under fuch Ma¬ 
nagement as no foul Practice can efcape us, 
and every Adventurer has Liberty to view 
the Books, and upon the finding any Thing 
difTatisfd&ory, he giving reafonable Notice, 
fhall have his Share or Shares made good to 
him. 


What we fhall make our firfb Under¬ 
taking, is the fetting up a Work of Dijlti¬ 
ling Spirits, in which we fhall find Advan¬ 
tages furpaffing what in any other Part of 

His 
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His Majefty’s Dominions are to be met 
with ; there being great Quantities of that 
Sort of Grain, by which we lhall be able 
not only to fupply our own Confumption, 
but near at Hand to furnilh all the Northern 
Parts of Europe with that Commodity: 
And it is to be hoped from the Largenefs of 
our Stock, and a difcreet Management, we 
may be able to make as great Gain as the 
Dutch; who, by this Article alone, make 
a greater Profit than without a very nice 
Calculation is credible to believe: Hitherto 
they have been the only Gainers from our 
Produce, for after they have diftilled the 
M alt, and gained vaft Profit by Geneva, 
they fell us back the Spirits. 

Besides the Trade with our Neigh¬ 
bours for this Commodity, we fhall find 
other Advantages from the feveral other 
Branches; and by this we lhall not only 
highly encourage the Growth of the Corn- 
Lands in North-Britain, but fave that Pre¬ 
mium the Government allows to the Expor¬ 
ters of Corn. 

But that we may find the Means of a 
Univerfal Employ in North-Britain , where 
the People are already fitted to our Pur- 
pofe, being mod excellent Spinners, and 
have a manner of Weaving very fuitable to 

our 
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our Bufinefs, we lhall introduce amongft 
them a CottOrt'JPaUUfactorp, the Nature 

of which is fuch, That one Pound of Wool], 
not worth above nine Pence, may by Work- 
manfliip be brought to be worth thirty 
Times the Value ; from whence it will be 
very eafy to imagine, that as the Improve¬ 
ments rife, fo will the Profits ; and no Un¬ 
dertaking whatever can be a more Natio¬ 
nal and Extenfive Benefit, as well to the 
Publick in general, as to the Parties concer¬ 
ned in particular; for when it is once right¬ 
ly fet on Foot, and fupported with fuch a 
Stock as we have provided for it, it will 
employ an infinite Number of People, and 
will hereby improve the Rents and Reve¬ 
nues of the Country, and univerfally circu¬ 
late Money through all Degrees of People; 
and who would not rejoice to fee Britijh 
Hands earn thofe vafl: Sums that heretofore 
we have fent away in Bullion, to purchafe 
the Labour of remote Indians , who take 
nothing but Silver from us ; and while we 
wear their Manufactories, we ftarve and 
difcourage our own People, and give away 
the Improvements of our Lands and Eftates: 
For the Treafure with which wepurchace 
their Manufactories never more returns, but 
remains a dead Lofs to us: But this Un¬ 
dertaking will fave all that, and not carry 
away our Money, but only make it circu¬ 
it lats 
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late in our own Kingdoms: It will employ 
our own People, and improve our Eftates; 
fo that every Hand will be a Gainer, and 
England certainly ever will be the Center 
of the Wealth of Great-Britain , for the 
North Part cannot thrive without the mu¬ 
tual Benefit to the South, 

The Cheapnefs of Labour, together 
with what has already been faid, will carry 
on this Manufactory to greater Advantage 
than can be propofed in any other Part of 
Great-Britain: And England will /till flou- 
rilh. and enjoy its Woollen and other Ma¬ 
nufactories, without the leaft Interruption 
from any Proceeding of this Kind. 

W e have likewife before us the Improve¬ 
ment of poor and wafte Lands in North - 
Britain , by a Vegetable not yet made ufe 
of, which excellently well fuits the Soil of 
that Country, and at an inconfiderable Colt, 
will not only render thofe Lands more va¬ 
luable, but will produce the Commodities 
of Oil and Pot-A flies, from which may be 
made Soap, and the Linen and Woollen 
Manufactories become extreamly aflilted; 
which Articles tend to the Improvement of 
the Country, and the laving a Foreign Con- 
fumption.

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There are likewife fecured divers 
Mines of rich and valuable Metals j fuch as 
Silver, Copper, Lead, (jc . which will be 
all worked ..nd undertaken, as well for the 
Improvement of the Country, as for in- 
ricbing the ieveral Shares in this Company 
propoted. 

I t would fwell too far the Bulk of thefe 
Propofals, fhould we enlarge upon all the 
feveral Heads of Bulinefs that will of Ne- 
ceflity occur. Wherefore in a few Words I 
lhall only fay, North-Britain is a Part capa¬ 
ble of vaft Improvements, both as to its Pro¬ 
duce and Manufactures, it is full of People 
who want only an Englift Genius and Stock 
to lead them to all the Improvements that 
Nature and their own Induftry can prompt 
them to i and as thefe are the only Views of 
erecting this Undertaking, under an honeft 
and reputable Management, it is hoped.

I caufed great Numbers of the foregoing 
juft Reajons, to be handed, not only to the 
Bntijh Parliament in the Winter-Seflion of 
1721, but to all Perfons I could think of 

K 2 competent 
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competent Senfe and Fortune to put fuch 
beneficial Propofols in Execution for the 
good of my Country. 

I next fat my felf down to confider fome 
other material Grievances fuftained by the 
Scotijh Nation, more efpecially, concerning 
the flavifh Dependencies which a great Part 
of that Kingdom is ftill kept under by Su¬ 
periorities , Wards , Reliefs , and other Remains 
of the Feudal Law , and by Clanjhips and 
Tythes. 

These Grievances I fhall impartially 
reprefent in the following Hiftorical Nar¬ 
ration, which I procured, by an Intimate 
Friend, to be Printed at Edinburgh, viz. 

The Wifdom of the EngliJJj Nation 
thought fit long ago to relieve their Sub¬ 
jects from the Hardfhips under which the 
Scots ftill Groan : I fhall not therefore go fo 
far back as the Reign of Henry VII. of 
England , who freed their Commons, in a 
great Meafure, from the Dependence they 
had, till then, been under to their Peers. 
I fhall therefore content my felf, with men¬ 
tioning the Aft of Parliament obtained in 
the 12th Year of King Charles II. for 
taking away the Court of Wards and Live¬ 
ries ; and Tenures in Capite ; and by Knight-

Service and Swvejance; and for fetling a 
Revenue upon His Majefty in Lieu thereof. 

The Preamble of that Aft is fo much 
to my Purpofe, that I take Leave to repeat 
it, as follows.

I dare leave it to any Man’s Judgment, 
whether, fince we are now United into one 
Nation, the Scot r have not Reafon to plead 
for the like Freedoms; And fince we have 
the above-mentioned Declaration of an 

K 3 Englifi 
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Englifi King and Parliament , That thefe 
Services and Tenures were found, by Expe- 
rience , to be much more burdensome , gr/V- 
tmj, and prejudicial to the Kingdom , than 
they have been beneficial to the A 7 »* j the 
cannot but hope, that a Prince fo re¬ 
nowned for Clemency and Benignity to his 
Subjects as King George, and that fo 
wife a Senate as now exifts, will readiiy 
concur to make them fhare in the fame Li¬ 
berties : And deliver them from thefe Hurd- 
fiips , which the Reader will find, from 
what follows, are as burdenfcmgrievous , 
and prejudicial to them , as ever they were to 
the Englifi. And it is evident by the Two 
Rebellions in Scotland fmce His Nlajefty's 
Reign, That inftead of being beneficial to 
His Majefiy , it will be very dangerous for 
himfelf and his Royal Family, to have them 
continued. 

B y the Fourth Article of the Union , it is 
Ena&ed, tc That there be a Communica- 
“ tion of all Rights , Privileges and Advan- 
ct tageSy which do, or may belong to the 
‘‘ Subjects of either Kingdom. 

T h i s at firft looked with a very favour¬ 
able Afpedi towards the Scotifi Nation: 
But alas! we were only Ihewed the Free¬ 
dom and Privileges of our Englifi Neigh¬ 
bours, 
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hours, from thefe Badges of Slavery, with¬ 
out any Profpeft of enjoying them : For the 
Yoke complained of was continued upon 
us by the twentieth Article, which ena&s, 
<c That all heritable Offices, Superiorities , he- 
tc rit able Jurifdiftions, Offices for Life , and 
“ Jurifdittiom for Life , be refervtd to the 
Ci Owners thereof as hights of Property, in 
“ the fame Manner as they were now enjoyed 
cc by the Laws of Scotland, notwithstanding 
“ this Treaty. 

I t is very well known, that the 'Dnion 
was made in Halle, and pufhed on by the 
Court; and 1 dare fay, that the then Cour¬ 
tiers had other Views by it than were at 
that Time pretended: All have heard of 
the famous Speech made by one of Queen 
An he’s Scots Minifters, to the Parliament 
of Scotland 1703, wherein he mentioned 
her Secret and revealed Will ; And 1 can 
allure the Reader from my own certain 
Knowledge, that fome of our chief Jaco¬ 
bites had (ecret Views in pufhing on the 
Union , quite contrary to thofe they thought 
fit to reveal. It is true that mod Part of 
the common Jacobites , and even others who 
were not let into the Secrets, oppofed ti.e 
Union , becaufe by the fecond Article, the 
Proteftant SuccejJion was ellablilhed; and it 
may be depended upon, that the Zeal for 
that SuccejJion , which the Court had, till 

K 4 that 
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that Time, hindred to be fettled, brought 
many worthy and honeft People into the 
Union , who would otherwife have oppoled 
it with their Lives and Fortunes, upon the 
Terms it was carried on. I know it was 
given out, by fome who pufhed it on by 
Order from the Court, that the general Op- 
pofition made to it in the Kingdom upon 
the Plan propofed, proceeded from Jacobite 
Principles: But we know the contrary ; and 
that the general Averfion to that Plan pro¬ 
ceeded from a Senfe that we fliould thereby 
lofe our Independency , which our Anceftors 
had fo bravely maintained for many Ages $ 
and 1 will be bold to fay, that this was the 
chief Caufe of our People’s Diflike to the 
Union . But, next to this, the juft Appre- 
henfions of the Danger that threatned our 
Church from the different Conftitution of 
the Englijh , was the fecond Caufe, and the 
Ratification of thefe fertile Tenures above- 
mentioned claimed the third Place. 

It was really amazing to us, that a Peo¬ 
ple fo fenfible of the Benefits of Liberty , 
and fo tenacious of it as the Englijh have 
always been, fhould have come into this 
fecond Article , which wreathed thofe Yokes 
about our Necks, which they have broke 
off from their own The Englijh have al¬ 
ways been afraid of a Standing Army , and 

oppofed 
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oppofed it from Time to Time with Vi¬ 
gour ; we were therefore aftonifhed at 
their not forefeeing that the Confirmati¬ 
on of thefe Superiorities laid the Founda¬ 
tion of a conftant Standing Arm y, even in 
Time of Peace. It is alfo very well 
known, how numerous our Superiors and 
Chiefs of Clans are, and what great Follow¬ 
ings they have in the North and the High¬ 
lands. It is eafy to remember, that in King 
C h a l e s Il’s Time, when Popery and Sla¬ 
very were intended for us, an Army of Ten 
or Twelve Thoufand of thefe Highlanders 
was brought down upon the Weft of Scot¬ 
land , which was moft averfe to the above- 
mentioned Defign, and therefore was ra¬ 
vaged with as much Barbarity as if it had 
been an Enemy’s Country. 

W e may remember likewife, what Trou¬ 
ble thefe Highland Superiors and Chiefs gave 
to King William after the Revolution, 
and what an Effort they made againft his 
brave difeiplined Troops at Killicrankie y 
where General NT Kay was beat off the 
Field ; and, as I was told by a Perlon of 
Quality, who had a Command of Horfe in 
the King’s Army, would certainly have 
been taken Prifoner, had not the Rebels 
been intent upon Plunder, and left with¬ 
out a proper Commander, by the Death 
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of their General, the Lord Dundee 3 who 
fell in the Battle. 

It was long e’re the Lofs of the King’s 
Troops was retrieved ,• nor were the Re¬ 
bellious lam brought to fubmit at laft 
without a Brieve. 

W e know likewife what Danger the 
Troteflant SucceJJion was in, from thefe 
Uans, towards the Clofe of the laft Reign : 
And we can recollect fome of their bold 
and treafonable Addreffes in Behalf of the 
Pretender , for which they were well en¬ 
couraged ; and that Annual Penfions were 
given by the late puetn’s Miniftry to the 
Heads of thefe Poriflj , as well as rroteftant 
Gam , that they might be ready for his Ser¬ 
vice when Occafion offered. 

The Rebellions under the late Earls of 
Mar 3 Marifchal , Sea forth , &c. are frefh in 
every one’s Memory. People in London 
were very much furprized at the Earl of 
Mars being able to raile fo great an Army 
in fo fmall a Time ; but it was no Surprize 
to us who knew the Superiorities polfefl by 
himfelf, and thole that joined him. They 
who look into our Hifiory, will find that 
the Heads of Clans have rebelled frequent¬ 
ly againft our Princes; and often made War 

upon 
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upon one another, to the great Difturbance 
of the Peace of the Nation : Befide the ln- 
curfions they often made upon their peace¬ 
able Neighbours in the Lowlands , from 
whence they carried their Cattle, (jc. This 
occafioned many Laws, in feveral Reigns, 
and particularly in that of King James VI. 
when divers Ads were made for Suppref- 
fing thefe Dilorders • and, among other 
Things, the Chiefs of all the Clans were 
obliged to give Hoftages, for fecuring the 
Peace of the Country. 

I know it will be obje&ed, Cf That in 
<c the Weft of Scotland , and other Places 
Cc where there are fuch Superiorities , the 

People are not fo much inclined to Re- 
“ hellion; and therefore the Superiorities 
cc alone ought not to be charged with the 
cc Rebellions mentioned fince the Revolu- 
“ tion.” 

I anfwer, That I do not charge them, in- 
tirely, upon thefe Superiorities , tho* certain¬ 
ly that has been the chief Caufe of them. 
I own it is partly owing to the Ignorance 
of the People in the Highlatids and North , 
where the fpreading of the Reformed Reli¬ 
gion has been induftrioufly hindred, not on¬ 
ly by the Popijh Heads of Clans , but even 
by all our Kings , from the Reformation to 
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the Revolution; becaufe they depended up¬ 
on thefe Men, as a conftant Army to flip- 
port them, in their Defigns of reducing us 
to Popery and Slavery. 

The Exception made as to the Superio¬ 
rities in the Weft and South, is owing to 
this, That the People there, are better in- 
ftrudted in the Principles of Religion and 
Liberty , which their Superiors have for moft 
part countenanced; fo that it is owing to 
their honeft Principles, that they would 
not follow any of their Superiors, who 
might be inclined to Popery and Slavery. 
Thus the Earls of Nithfdale , Carnwath , and 
Lord Kenmures Dependents and Tenants, 
inftead of joining their Lords in the Rebel¬ 
lion, did moft of them take Part with the 
Government. 

This, I hope, is enough to let every 
one lec, that, fhould we ever have the 
Misfortune to fall again under an arbitrary 
Pi ir.ee > he may, by gaining thefe Superiors , 
(and Princes never want Means to do 
that) raife a numerous Army, without be¬ 
ing obliged to a Parliament: And as thefe 
Men are now capable of entring England , 
without its being looked upon as a Na¬ 
tional Quarrel, the EngliJJj are more in 

Danger 
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Danger of having their Conftitution over¬ 
turned that Way, than before the Union. 

That fmall Number of Highlanders 
detached by the Earl of Mar, under Briga¬ 
dier M'IntoJJj , who joined the Northern 
Rebels in 1715, may ferve as a Specimen of 
the Danger they incur, if thefe Superio¬ 
rities continue: For, if thefe Men were fo 
audacious againft an eftabliftied Govern¬ 
ment, and the King’s Army, what are they 
not capable of doing, when countenanced 
by any future Prince, who has a Mind to 
make himlelf abfolute? This brings to nay 
Mind a Projeft that was put into the Hands 
of King J a m e s II. by a Highland Gen¬ 
tleman, who was a confiderable Branch 
of one of thefe Clans: He gave his Majefty 
a Lift of all the Clans, and propofed that 
the King fhould form a Corps de Garde of 
their eldeft Sons or preemptive Heirs, to 
be always about his Perfon: This was to 
be done under a Pretence of keeping them 
as Pledges 5 for the Loyalty and good Beha¬ 
viour of their refpedtive Clans; but in Rea¬ 
lity, that they might have the more Autho¬ 
rity, and keep their Clans in Readinefs to 
lupport him in his Defigns of reducing us 
to Popery and Slavery. I doubt not, but 
it will be allowed that this was a cunning, 
as well as a dangerous Proje<ft ,* and had 
&ing James’s Ihort Reign allowed him 

Time 
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Time to bring it to Maturity, we might 
have all fmarted under it. 

What has been, may be ,* and if any 
future Prince Ihould, by bellowing Polls or 
Money, be able to gain thefe Great Men 
in Scotland , and others who are polfell 
of thefe Superiorities , he could not fail of 
having a great Army in a little Time, with¬ 
out much Noife or Money. 

These I take to be Arguments, ftrong 
enough to induce great Members in both 
Houles, to ufe their utmoll Endeavours, 
that thefe Superiorities may be taken away ; 
and that the Scots Nation may be freed, as 
well as the Englifh , from fuch fertile De¬ 
pendencies, either on the King or Subje&s j 
and efpecialiy on fuch as have, from Time 
to Time, made too ill an Ufe of them. 
For as thofe Superiorities in the Hands of 
Subjects have been almoll conllant Nurfe- 
ries of Rebellion, fo thefe V/ard-Holdings , 
if continued in the Crown , will be always 
a powerful Incentive, to make thofe who 
hold that Tenure to comply with the arbi¬ 
trary Dsfigns of any -future Prince . The 
Clans above-mentioned, were fo very trou- 
biefome to their Neighbours in the Reign 
ot King James VI. that a Lift was given 
to the Parliament of 105 Landlord?, in 

whole 
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whole Eftates they dwelt, who were obliged 
to give Security for their Behaviour j be- 
fide a Lift of 34 C Ians, that had C hie'tabu 
on whom they depended, and frequently 
againft the Will of their Landlords ; as ap¬ 
pears by the Rolls annexed to the End of 
the 7th Parliament of King James VI. 

B y an Account of the Battle near D«;//- 
bldin, printed by the Rebels, it appeared 
that they had 10000 effe&ive Men in the 
Field ; belide two Regiments that had not 
joined them from Dumferlin and two 
other left about Perth and eifewhere : And 
that there were with them, at leaft, 12 or 
14 Heads of Clans ; belides the Marquefs 
of Huntley and Earl o; Seaforth, whofe Fa¬ 
milies are known to have great Followings 
in the North j and the Marquefs of Tulli- 
bardine, who had a great Influence among 
the Athol Men. The other Nobility among 
them who had confiderable Followings, 
were the Earl of Marjloal, Earl of Southesk, 
Earl of Panmure, Earl of Strathmore , Earl 
of Kintore , and the Lord Drummond'\ be- 
fides feveral Gentlemen, who are alfo 
pofleft of Superiorities: And that was the 
true Reafon of the Earl of Mar’s being 
able to form fo conliderable an Army in fo 
little a Time. The Cl-ns that were in the 
Battle, were Sir Donald M'Donalds, Lo- 

chyells. 
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chyells , Broadalbins, Glengaries, M'Cleans, 
Appins, Clan Ronalds, Glencoes, Keppochs, 
Strowans , and A VPberfons; befides others 
that were elfewhere in Arms; and particu¬ 
larly the M'IntoJJjes, with the Brigadier of 
that Name j and the M ‘Gregors under 
Roy, who went about plundering the Coun¬ 
try, and M'Dougal of Lorn did the like. 

These are Inftances fuflkient to Blew 
the Necellity of taking away the Superiori¬ 
ties, and the Safety both of the Govern¬ 
ment and Country calls for it, whatever 
many of our Lords and other Superiors may 
do to oppofe the fame. 

I t may be objected,- That this will be 
a Breach of the 20th Article of the Union 
above-mentioned; but the Anfvver is eafy. 
That it does not feem to be an unalterable 
Article, fuch as that which relates to our 
Church; fince it is provided by the lafi: 
Claule of the 18th Article, That an Alte¬ 
ration may be made in Laws which concern 
private Rights, for the evident Utility of 
the Subjects within Scotland. And that 
fuch a Law would be fo, is too demon- 
Brable to be controverted $ and will Bill 
appear to be more neceflary, becaule of the 
great Oppreflions which Vaffals labour un¬ 
der 
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der by thefe Tenures, as fliall be mentioned 
anon. 

We know well enough, That thefe Te¬ 
nures are the Remains of the old Gothick 
Coiiftitution, which prevailed fo long in 
Europe; and were indeed necelTary in thefe 
Days, when there was no other Way for 
defending the Country: And the Barons 
and other Vafjals, who held by Knight - 
Service, were then inftead of a Standing 
Army; and obliged to be ready for Defence 
of the Government, againft Foreign Invafi- 
ons and Inteftine Rebellions. But the Cafe 
is now quite altered : There are handing 
regular Troops kept up for a conftant De¬ 
fence of the Kingdom, by Guards and Gar- 
rifons in Time of Peace, and more are le¬ 
vied in Time of War. All thefe are main¬ 
tained by Money raifed on the Subje&s in 
general; fo that there feems not to be the 
leaft Reafon for continuing thefe Tenures , 
which are now become ulelels, and do no 
Way anfwer the original End of their Infti- 
tution. And confidering we are now united 
in one Kingdom, they are lefsneceffary than 
ever: And it cannot but be provoking to 
the Scots, to be continued hill under Servile 
Tenures, when the Englifh are freed from 
them. And I make not the leaft Doubt, 
but even fome of our Great Men will be 

L fo 
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fo generous as willingly to part with their 
Superiorities upon a reafonable Compenfa- 
tion for what they can call their juft Right , 
fuch as their Feu Duties in Feu Tenures. 

Asa farther Argument for taking away 
thefe Superiorities , 1 muft acquaint the Rea¬ 
der, That our Superiors and Chiefs of Clans , 
efpecially in the North and North-weft 
Highlands and Ifles, affume a defpotical 
Power over the Lives and Fortunes of their 
Vaffals and Tenants: By this Means, the 
Influence and Regal Power of our Kings 
are interrupted and eclipfed; for the poor 
People fcarce know any other Soveraign 
but their Superior , or Head of their Clan : 
And therefore are forced to obey their 
Commands even againft the King himfelf. 
The Reafon is, becaufe their Superiors can 
exercife their Tirannical Power upon them, 
before they can poffibly have any Relief 
from the King ; and they are in danger of 
being Hanged up, before their own Doors, 
under Pretence of Law and Jurifdiffion of 
their Superiors ; and of having their Sub- 
itance taken away, and their Families re¬ 
duced to Beggary, if they do not follow 
them. 

I doubt not but the Inftance of the late 
Earl of Mar is remembred, who, when he 

began 
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began his Rebellion , in the Clofe of the 
Year 1715, fent a threatning Letter to his 
Baillie and Vaffals of the Lordftiip of Kil- 
drunimy; ordering them to come out with 
their befi: Arms, on Pain of having their 
Houfes burnt, their Effects carried oif, and 
being profecuted as Enemies : And this was 
at a Time, when he had no Force to back 
his Orders, but the Authority of a Superior . 
By this it may be feen, that Vaffals and Te¬ 
nants have no other Way to efcape in fuch 
a Cafe but to Bee j which many Times is 
not practicable: And if they do, their Fa¬ 
milies and all that they leave is expofed 
to Ruin. 

I t is but a poor Relief, in fuch a Cafe, 
for Vaffals and Tenants, who continue faith¬ 
ful, and happen to efcape, to hope for Re- 
drefs from the Government. Experience 
hath tco frequently taught us, that when 
the Turn of a Miniftry is ferved, and they 
have lecured themfelves, they take very 
little Care of thofe who have buffered for 
the Government. Nor is it always in their 
Power to give an adequate Relief to the 
great Number of Sufferers: Belides, no 
fufficient Compenfation can be made to a 
Wife for the Lofs of her Husband, to Pa¬ 
rents for the Lofs of their Children, and to 
the Children for the Lofs of their Father. 

L 2 And 
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And when the Ellates of Rebels of Quality 
and Wealth are forfeited, there is feldom 
any Care taken to apply any Part of them 
for the Relief of thofe that fuffer by the 
Rebellion. 

Many poor People were burnt out of 
their Houles in the Shire of Perth , and 
elfewhere, by the Pretender's Orders; and 
others had their Houfes plundered: And 
many Loyal Gentlemen who ferved againft 
the Rebels upon their own Charges, and 
fome who had their Ellates wafted, and 
their Tenants ruined by the Rebels , are to 
this Day without any Compenfation from 
the Forfeited Eflates , or being otherwife 
confidered, by the Government for their 
Service and Sufferings. And had not fome 
of them furnilhed their Tenants with Mo¬ 
ney to buy Corn and Cattle, and to rebuild 
their Houfes, their Ellates mull have conti¬ 
nued a Wildernefs, and their Tenants gone 
a begging. 

O n this Occafion I cannot but obferve, 
with Regret, the Non-execution of the Att 
of Parliament , which was fo well defigned 
for dificuraging the Rebellion , by ordering, 
That luch Vaffals as continued faithful, 
ftiould be freed from the VaJJalage of their 
Rebellious Superiors, and hold of the Crown; 
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and. That every faithful Tenant, who held 
a Farm, or Farms, of a Rebellious Landlord, 
ihould have two Years Rent: As to the 
latter Part, efpecially, I am told, the ho- 
neft Tenants have received little Benefit 
by it. 

These, I think are Arguments ftrong 
enough, from the Dangers to which the 
Government , as well as Vafjals , poor Te- 
nants , and the whole Country are expofed 
to, by thefe Superiorities , to plead for an¬ 
nulling of them. 

But there is another Argument, which 
more immediately relates to the Conftitu- 
tion of Parliament ; and therefore I hope, 
will fway with both Houfes for annulling 
thefe Superiorities. The Argument is this, 
that all who are Vafjals to thefe Superiors , 
tho’ they have confiderable Land Eftates, 
are deprived of Votes in electing Parliament 
Men: And even fuch as thefe Vajjals as 
hold other Parts of their Eftates of the 
Crown , are fo much over-awed by thefe Su¬ 
periors of whom they hold the reft, that 
they generally Vote their Way. I doubt 
not, but it plainly appears, that this is an 
Invafion upon a Fundamental Part of our 
Conftitution, and therefore ought to be 
removed. I perceive the Etiglifi Houfe of 

L 3 Com- 
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Commons have been always fo jealous of the 
Freedom of Ele&ions, that they commonly 
begin the Parliament with vigorous Re jollies 
againft the Lords concerning themfelves in 
the Election of Commoners. The Cafe with 
us is much more dangerous here ; for Vajjci- 
Inge being abolilhed in England , none of 
your Lords can have fuch Influence in Elec¬ 
tions, as our Superiors. 

This Evil has in part been removed by 
the Parliament of Scotland , in the Shire of 
Sutherland; where the whole Gentry being 
Vaffals to the Earl of that Name, the Par¬ 
liament notwitnftanding allowed them to 
ele<ft a Member of Parliament, as other 
Shires: Yet this is but a lame Remedy, 
lince the Electors do intirely depend on the 
Earl 

I mu ft alfo acquaint you, that fome of 
our Superiorities are lo unjuft, abfurd and 
barbarous, in their own Nature, that they 
are a Shame and Reproach to any Chrijiian 
Nation , where they are continued. The 
flrft 1 mall mention is that of Ward-holdings. 
Iris very well known, that England could not 
bear the holding of Lands by fuch a Te¬ 
nure^ even with your King ; that the 
Complaints againft the Proceedings of their 
Court of Wards ran fo hi«h in the Time 

of 
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of King Charles I. as contributed not 
a little to the general Dilfatisfa&ion with 
that Prince’s Adminiftration ; infomuch that 
even that loyal Parliament which was 
called after the Rejloration of his Son 
Charles II. found it necelfary to abo¬ 
il jh thefe Ward-holdings , by the Law above- 
mentioned. It may therefore eafily be 
conceived, that we can never be ealie to 
have fuch a Yoke continued about our 
Necks, when our Brethren of England are 
free from it. 

These Ward-holdings are ruinous to 
many Families; for when the Va(Jnl dies, 
and leaves his Heir a Minor, the Superi r 
may, during his Minority, break in upon 
the poor Widow and her Children ; and 
take all the Rent of the Ward-lands , ex¬ 
cept a fmall Part for the Maintenance of 
the eldeft Son. By this Means the Widow 
and younger Children are deprived of their 
Bread, and the Children alfo of their Edu¬ 
cation ; and the Debts owing by the Fa¬ 
mily continuing unpaid, the Interefi eats up 
the Eftate: But this is not all; for when 
the Heir comes to Age, the Superior may 
demand a Year’s Rent of him, under the 
Name of Relief. ’ and two or three Years 
more in pretence of the Marriage-Right ; 
fo that the Superior not only fwaliows up 
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the Eftate of his V<affal , but defrauds his 
Creditors. And if the poor Heir, as it 
frequently happens, fells or mortgages any 
Part of his Eftate, to pay off the juft Debts 
of his Predeceffors, or to put himfelf in a 
Way to live; and happen but to fell or 
mortgage a Foot more than the half of the 
Eftate, the Superior takes the whole under 
the Name of Recognition. 

On the other Hand, if the Heir either 
negledt, or be not able to pay his Credi¬ 
tors, they will diftrefs him with a Procefs 
of Horning or Outlawry; and in that Cafe 
the Superiors that have Regalities , feize and 
poflefs the whole Eftate moveable and he¬ 
ritable, under the Name of Jingle and I.J~ 
ferent-Efcheat ^ and poflefs the moveable 
Eftate in Property: As all the Superiors, 
whether having or not having Regalities , 
feize and poflefs the heritable Eftate during 
the Heir’s Life ; and ftill the Debt runs on, 
to the Ruin of the Eftate. And this bar¬ 
barous Oppreflion, from Liferent-Efcheats 
at lea ft, is common to all our Holdings in 
Scotland , whether Ward, Blench or Feu, and 
fadly afllidls all our Vajfals , (tho’ ftanaing 
infeft by the Superiors) when diftreft by 
any Creditor with a Procefs of Outlawry , 
as well as the Heirs unentred, or not infeft 
by the Superiors; 
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On thisOccafion I muft inform the Rea¬ 
der of the Abfurdities, as well as the Ty¬ 
ranny of thefe Efcheats , as follows. When 
a Creditor obtains an Outlawry againft the 
Debtor, if the latter be not able to pay him 
in fix Days, or fuch Time as is mention¬ 
ed in the Obligation, which may frequent¬ 
ly happen, even to a rich Man, the Debtor 
is immediately ruined : For by our Law, 
all his moveable Goods , and Debts owing 
to him, fall to the King or other Superior , 
having a Regality j who is not obliged to 
allow a Sixpence to any of the Creditors, 
except to him that obtained the Outlawry . 
When a Man’s Credit is thus broke, he can¬ 
not be releafed from the Outlawry , and is 
efteemed by our Law a Rebel: And the Su¬ 
perior takes the Rents of the Eftate during 
the poor Man’s Life, under the Name of 
Liferent-Efcheat $ without paying a Farthing 
to the Creditors, unlefs they be previoufiy 
infeft in the Eftate. It is true indeed, that 
the Crown, out of the Senie of the mani- 
feft Injuftice of this Way cf proceeding, 
does, when the Efcheat falls into the Hands 
of the King , charge the Efcheat with the 
Payment of Debts to the Creditors; accord¬ 
ing as thefe intrufted by the Crown think 
fit to rank them. But that is merely an 
Adi of Grace $ and, as it is ufually manag- 
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ed, attended with In juft ice, becaufe the 
Managers rank the Creditors as they pleafe. 
So that frequently thefe Creditors who 
ought to be preferred, have nothing at all: 
And others, whole Claims are neither fo 
confiderable, nor fo well founded, are paid. 
Befides, if the Debtor grant Infeftments , or 
a ( Tee to Adjudications upon his Eftate, in fa¬ 
vour of thole whole Claims he thinks belt, 
the Superior , if he find that thefe Infeft- 
mnts and Adjudications are pofferior to 
the Outlawry , feizes the whole Eftate, and 
makes thefe Infeftments and Adjudications of 
no Value. 

Certainly, if thefe Things were 
fairly reprefented to a BritiJJj Parliament, 
they would readily come into Meafures 
for delivering us from fuch Oppreftions; the 
very Recital of which is enough to make 
a Chrijiian Ear to tingle: For they are of 
fuch a Nature, that the Barbarity of them 
would be abhorred even among Heathen 
Nations. I dare refer it to every one’s 
Judgment, whether the Vaffalage fpoken 
of, with all thefe Casualties, as we call 
them, which are claimed by the Superiors % 
ought not to be aboliftied. 

Another Handle of Oppreflion a- 
gainft the Vafful is this, That upon any 

Cali 
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Call from their Superiors , they mud pro¬ 
duce all the Writings relating to their Es¬ 
tates, and lodge them in a Clerk's Hand; 
othervvife Certification goes out againft 
them, to deprive them ol their Property: 
And, even, when the IVritings are produ¬ 
ced, Superiors have many Ways to prolong 
Suits upon frivolous Pretexts, and put their 
Vaffah to intolerable Trouble and Charges; 
and many Times the Writings are loft, 
while tolled from Hand to Hand among 
Lawyers, Clerks and Agents, and other 
Servants belonging to the Court; by which 
Gentlemen loie their Eftates. And if at 
laft the Superiors agree with their VaJJals, 
they exa< 5 t fuch exorbitant Sums for pre¬ 
tended Non-entries, Irritancies , or for re¬ 
ceiving the Heir or fingular Succeffor of the 
Vaffal, as fwallow up a great Part of the 
Eftate. It is truly lamentable, to fee fo 
many Procefjes of Reductions, Improbations , 
Declarations of Non-entry, Declamations, Ir¬ 
ritancies, and of [ingle and Liferent-lifeboats, 
in the Records of our Court of Sejjion, as 
are enough to weary poor People out of 
their Lives, as well as to deprive them of 
their Eftates. 

The Crown has already agreed to take 
moderate Rates for thefe Casualties, which 
belong to the King; but private Superiors 

do 
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do for the moft part demand exorbitant 
Rates for them, tho’ fome have been fo ge¬ 
nerous as to ufe their Vafjals kindly, when 
they fell into fuch unhappy Circumftances. 
Upon the whole, I doubt not but all will 
agree "with me, that it were good, both 
for the Crown and other Superiors , that fuch 
fer-vile and oppreffive Tenures were abolifh- 
ed, and the Eftates of thefe who are now 
Vaffals dis-incumbred, and many Gentle¬ 
men’s Families faved from being ruined by 
the barbarous Cafualties of thefe Tenures , 
and honeft Creditors paid off their juft Debts ; 
and fo our whole Nation fhould find them- 
lelves obliged to blefs the King and Parlia- 
ment , for refcuing us from fuch intolerable 
Oppreflions, 

The Superiors may contend, That their 
Superiorities are their own private Rights, 
and that therefore they cannot be deprived 
of them. 


T o this I anfwer, That as for the year¬ 
ly Feu-duties in Feu-Tenures , I own that 
they ought to have Compenfation for them: 
But as to Ward-holdings, and the Cafualities 
thereof, acclaimed by the Superiors , they 
are fo barbarous, abfurd and unjuft in their 
own Nature, that it is a Shame and Re¬ 
proach they ihould be continued in a Chri- 
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Jlian Nation , as I have already fa id: And 
as they are Handles for cruel and barbarous 
OppreiTion upon the Vaffals , and have been 
fo uled to the Ruin of many Gentlemens 
Families in Scotland ; fo it would be very 
dangerous for the King and his Royal Family 
to have them continued, as giving Occa- 
fion for Rebellion. Befide that the Ward- 
holdings were altogether temporary ; intro¬ 
duced, and to have been continued in Scot¬ 
land only for temporary Ends and Ufes, 
when the Barons and their Vaffals by their 
Knight-Service, were the only Defence of 
the Nation in all Wars. But now, and long 
ago, the Cafe is wholly altered. There are 
Banding regular Troops levied, and kept 
up for the Defence of the Nation; and 
thefe paid by publick Taxes collefted 
from the whole People. And thefe regu¬ 
lar Troops are all that the King and Par - 
liament make Ufe of for military Service: 
And fo thefe Ward-holdings ought confe- 
quentially to fall, and no Price can be de¬ 
manded juflly for them. And the King 
and Parliament have fully fliewed their In¬ 
clination and good Will for abolilhing all 
thefe abominable Ward-holdings in Scotland , 
of the Crown, from the late Aft of 
the BritiJJo Parliament , vefling the forfeited 
Eflates in Truftees , to be fold for the Ufe of 
the Publick , in appointing fuch of the faid 

Eflates 
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Eftates as lie in Scotland, to be holden all, 
after the Sale, of the King, by the Tenure 
there called Blench-holdtng: Whereby it is 
clear, that the King and Parliament part 
with the Ward-holdings of the Crown , in 
Forfeited Eftates, without any Value for 
them; and fo ought other Superiors to do. 
For why Ihould our Lords and Barons be 
allowed to keep up thefe Ward-holdings of 
themfelves, over their Vajjals , which are 
barbarous in their own Nature, and were 
only temporary in their firft Inftitution ; 
when the King remits to thefe Lords and 
Barons, their own WardToldings of the 
Crown : And when the original Occafion 
and End of both of them were one and the 
fame, and wholly Temporary, and are now 
altogether ceafed, as aforefaid. And as for 
the Efc heats claimed by the Superiors, they 
give, and have given fo much Occafion for 
cruel Opprelfion and Fraud upon the Vaj- 
fals , and their juft Creditors, that it were a 
Shame for any juft Perfon to claim any Va¬ 
lue for them. 

W e are alfo liable to another prefling 
Grievance, which proceeded from the fame 
Fountain ; and that is, Hereditary Jurisdic¬ 
tion belonging to leveral Families, fuch as 
lrefsfiips, Stewartries, Regalities, Bailliaries. 
This is another Manner of inter poling be¬ 
twixt 
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twixt the Soveraign and the Subject ; and as 
it is opprellive to the People , fo it deprives 
the Crown of as much Power as is given to 
fuch 'Families. This has frequently been 
the Occafion of very great Oppreifions, and 
particularly by the fingle and Liferent tf- 
cheats , falling to them in manner above- 
mentioned : And thefe of them that have 
Regalities , are veiled with no lefs than a 
Royal Power , diminifhing exceedingly the 
Soveraignty and Prerogative of the King. 
And to what Purpofe could thefe interpofed 
Hereditary fj urifdiet ions in Scotland be con¬ 
tinued ? But to give Occafion to harafs and 
epprefs the poor People under them, with 
Tines and other arbitrary Impofnions applied 
by the Judges themfelves for their own pri¬ 
vate Ules, and fo ready to blind their Eyes 
in the Diflribution of Juftice : Or to endive 
and expofe the King's Free Lieges to Atten¬ 
dance upon fo many Head Courts every 
Year, and Amerciaments for Abfence. And 
many of thefe Jurifdi&ions claim a Juftici- 
ary Power of Beheading and Hanging with¬ 
in their Territories at Pleafure : And all of 
them impofe and exadt pecunial Midffs for 
their own proper Ufes, andfomefor little or 
no Faults ,• the Benefit of the Fines redound¬ 
ing to themfelves, as in the Cafe of what 
we call Bloods and Batteries. If one be at¬ 
tacked by another, and have ufed only in¬ 
nocent 
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nocent Self-defence , though for faving his 
Life, when both the Aggrefl'or and Defen¬ 
dant are called before thefe our Judger, 
they Fine the innocent Defendant as well as 
the Aggrefjor , unlefs the Defendant depofe 
upon Oath , that he gave not a Stroke, 
though for his own neceffary Defence, and 
even to fave his Life. And when there are 
real Crimes committed, fuch as Theft , our 
Judges ordinarily feizes the Goods of the 
Criminal , without convi&ing him; or com¬ 
pounds the Matter privately with him, and 
gives him perfonal Freedom thereafter; that 
he may Thieve more, or beg with his Wife 
and Children, and be a Burden on the 
Country where he lived, when our Judge 
has taken all his Goods from him. From 
all which it is evident, what Tloraldom 
our poor Nation is in by thefe 'Hereditary 
JuriJdiffion x, as exercifed arbitrarily. And 
I can call them no lefs than Imperia in Im~ 
perio , which the King and his Royal Family, 
ought not to difpenfe with, as vaftly di- 
minilhing his Sovereignty and Kingly Power , 
and as being inconfiftent with the fame. 
Nay, by the Oppreffions uled within thefe 
Jurifdi&ions, many People are frighted from 
coming into their Bounds, and fo the Lands 
therein are lowed, and of lower Eftimate ; 
publick Fairs and Markets in Towns with¬ 
in the fame are lefs frequented, and no Im¬ 
provements 
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provements are made, by Inclofing and 
Planting of Ground, and otherwile j and 
all Trade difcouraged, to Scotland's great 
and general Lois. Whereas, there is no 
fnch oppreilive Jurifdi&iQns in England , in- 
terpofed betwixt the King and his Subjeftt. 
But thefe Matters are determined in Eng¬ 
land by Ireffe r, Jiifuccs of Peace , and’ others 
nominated and appointed by the King, from 
Time to Time, who have no Temptatioil 
from Efcheats and Amerciament f of Court 
falling to them proprio Jure. But the Fines 
put upon, and exa&ed trom Delinquents, 
are applied for publick Ujes , for the Ufe of 
the Poor, and relieving the Engliflj of the 
Burden of them. And therefore, feeing 
we are now Incorporated with that Nation, 
by the Union , I hope, it will be thought juft 
and reafonable, that we in Scotland iliould 
enjoy the fame Liberties and breathe in the 
fame free Air as the EngVjb, 

O n this Occafion I cannot but take No¬ 
tice, That the King and Parliament takes 
Care, that the Hereditary < Jurifdittions i fuch 
as Regalities , rjc. that formerly belonged 
to our Forfeit Lords, and others, be not 
conveyed to the Purchafers of the Forfeited 
Eftates ,* but funk in the Power of the So- 
*veraign: Which is a clear Evidence, that 
the King and Parliament fee the Evil of in- 

M terpofed 
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terpofed Superiorities , and Hereditary Jurif - 
dittions betwixt the King and the People; 
as derogating from the Soveraign's Power, 
and as being Handles, for opprefling the Peo¬ 
ple, and even rebelling againft the King 
himfelf and his Government. 

Upon the whole, I make bold to fay,' 
That had the Eng'ijh Parliament been duly 
apprifed of the ill Confequences of thefe 
Superiorities and JuriJdiffions , inftead of con¬ 
firming them, by the Union , they would 
have found, that it had been more for the 
Intereft of England , to have advanced Mo¬ 
ney for buying what thefe Superiors can call 
their juft Right: Which I humbly take to 
be no more than their Yearly Feu Duties in 
Feu Tenures j all the reft of the Cafualties 
claimed by the Superiors being unjuft and 
barbarous, and which no Chriftian Nation 
lhouid allow of. 

This, I think, will be denied by none, 
who confider, that the late Rebellions in 
Scotlatid , which were chiefly occafioned by 
fuch Superiorities , have coft England a great 
deal more in Taxes for fupprefling them, 
and maintaining (landing Troops, than that 
would have amounted to. 


It 
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I t may eafily be conceived. That' Vaf- 
fals who held fo Ions; by thefe Tenures , and 
considered the frequent Changes of Govern* 
merit that have happened in this IJlartd, muft 
be always under a Dread of their Superiors; 
as we have feen it but too plain, even in 
the Cafe of thofe who were Forfeited for 
the Rebellion : But if once the Vaflals are 
fet at Liberty, by fuch a Law, and come to 
hold of the Crown , as other Gentlemen do, 
they will quickly feel the happy Effe<5t of 
it, and be no more under the Dread of fuch 
arbitrary Superiors , but become engaged by 
Affe&ion, as well as Intereft, to continue 
Loyal to their Soveraign ; Since it would be 
more honourable as well as profitable, ta 
depend only on the Crown and the Law, 
Whereas, now, they are fo much under 
the Awe and Power of thefe Superiors^ that 
they do not almo/S look upon the King as 
their Soverasgn , efpecially in the Highlands 
and IJles , but fo far as their Superiors will 
give them Leave. 

I mud alfo think. That the Scots may be 
encouraged to exped a Relief from the 
Slavery and Oppreifion of Superiorities and 
Hereditary Junj'diffions , under which they 
labour and groan; and that not only from 
the Union that now is betwixt England and 
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Scotland , entitling Scotland to the fame Pri¬ 
vileges, that the whole united Body may 
be uniform in Liberty and Property , and the 
Deformity by a Part ot Oppreffion and Sla¬ 
very, may not dilhonour the whole: But 
alfo from the great Purchafes that the Eng- 
lifo Nation have now made, and may yet 
make in Scotland; whereby thefe Griev¬ 
ances will certainly come to touch them in 
the purchafed Eflates, and will difcourage 
exceedingly from improving their Lands 
purchafed in Scotland , by Inclofing, Plant¬ 
ing, and otherwife; and taking L f a[es for 
that EffeCt, and from Trading within your 
Purchafed Eftates. And truly, Difcourage- 
ments of that Nature have been a fad Af¬ 
fliction hitherto generally through Scotland , 
and have occahoned the NegleCt of all fuch 
Improvements, to Scotland's great Lofs: 
And therefore a Remedy ought to be fpee- 
dily provided. 

There is another Grievance which af- 
fe<5b us very much, and gives our great Men 
and others an Opportunity to opprefs the 
People, I mean, Tithes . We are fenfible, 
that in Time of Popery, the Secular and 
Pegu'ar Cletgy were fo Numerous, that they 
inhai ced a great Part of the Nation’s Wealth 
for their Maintenance: So that they pofleft 
mofi of its Revenues, either under the No¬ 
tion 
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tion of Church Lands or Tithes , which were 
then colle&ed with great Tyranny and Ri¬ 
gour. And the Clergy then pretending a 
Divine Right to them, fcarce any one durft 
oppole their Tyranny in that refpedl, without 
Danger of being treated as Hereticks, or 
facrilegious Ferfons . 

A t the Time of the Reformation, Peo¬ 
ple were glad to be rid of their Spiritual 
Tyranny , and fo were not lo attentive as 
they ought to have been, to be freed from 
the Burden of Tithes: This gave many of 
our Nobility and others, an Opportunity to 
poffels themfelves of thefe Church Lands 
and Tithes, under the Names of Superiors, 
Lords of Erection, Titulars of Tithes, and 
Patt 'ons. By which they kept up their Tithes 
to the full Extent, as in Time of Popery, 
and allowed only a fmall Salary to the Fro - 
tejlant Clergy, which in moft Places did not 
exceed a Third or Fourth of the Value of 
the Tithes . I will not call this Sacrilege ; 
but certainly it is a Thing very unreafon- 
able in it felf, that thefe Lords and others 
Hiould enjoy the Tithes which were fet 
afide for the Maintenance of Minifters, and 
other pious Ufes; lince they do no manner 
of Service in the Church. And certainly 
there cannot be the leaf!: Shadow o-: Rea- 
fon that they fliould have from the Tithes 

M ^ the 
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Titber by our Great Men, is, that fuch of 
them as are difaffe&ed, have thereby found 
Means to force Idler Free-bolder r, and o- 
thers who pay them Tithes , to follow them 
in the Rebellion. 


It is computed, that near half of the 
Tithes of tiie Nation is not united with the 
Property , fo that it would certainly be a 
great Relief to the Country, if the above- 
mentioned Law for redeeming them were 
retrieved and reinforced, and all the Tithes 
were conlolidated with the Property ; with 
this Provifo, That reafonable Provifion 
fhould be allowed out of them for Mini - 
fters and Schools , where it is wanting. 

O n this Occafion, I cannot but mention 
our Society ere&ed in Scotland , by Letters 
Patent from the late Qjieen, for propagating 
Chriftian Knowledge in the Highlands and 
Jfles: They have made fuch a Progrefs al¬ 
ready with their fmall Fund, in fettling 
Schools, and reforming the People, that, 
were the fame allowed by King and Par¬ 
liament , out of the forfeited Eflates in Scot¬

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When I confider the Shortnefs of the 
Time of this great Minifter, which was 
not above two Months, and no fuperior 
Minifter to infped his Accompts, nor no 
Order from the King of Spain to do it, it 
appears to me a quite out of the way 
Thought, without folid foundation, that 
an Embezzlement was his Crime. But I am 
of the Opinion, that his Difgrace rather pro¬ 
ceeded from his Correfponding with the 
Britifo Court ; and this Opinion feems too 
ftrongly fupported by two Fads : 1. His 
taking Refuge in the Britijh Minifter’s Houfe, 
moft Obnoxious to that Court of all others, 
and not in the Houfe of any other Minifter. 
2. I obferve next our Foreign Papers, for 
feveral fucceftive Ports, gave us Accounts 
from a great many Places, that the Freten - 
der was preparing to leave Italy , in order 
to fome Foreign Expedition ; and at laft 
confirmed by two or three fucceftive Ones, 
that he was fet out, with fome Port Chaifes 
and Calafhes, attended by a great many 
Lords and Gentlemen : But this co-inciding 
exadly with Ripperda's Difgrace, and the 
Pretender's unexpected Return to his former 
Abode, confirms me in the Opinion that 
the Secret was out, which could, all Things 
Sonfider’d, be by no other Means than the

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Difcovery the Spanifi Court had made, 
tending to crufti that Undertaking. 

Ripperda is a Hollander , a Man of 
Parts and Subtilty ; he was fent by the 
States , as theic Envoy, to the Court of: 
Spain, where he quitted their Service, and 
changed his Religion, which ingratiated 
him with the Spaniards : He had Cunning 
enough to ftrike in with the Qv een of 
Spain , upon her dreadful Refentment of the 
great Affront of fending back to Spain her 
Daughter*, the Infanta Queen, from 
France ; and knowing the great Power the 
Queen of Spain had over the King, and 
that fhe, being an Italian , was incapable of 
foregiving an Injury; he, by her Means, 
brought about the King of Spams conlent- 
ing to a firm Treaty of Peace and Commerce 
with the Houfe of Aujlria , and himfelf to 
be privately fent to Vienna , and impower- 
ed to conclude it with the Emperor, which 
being fo much to his Benefit, he readily 
agreed to it. 

I fhall in the laft Place obferve, 
that Ripperda might be intimidated in¬
